Who  having  severally  produced  their  credentials  and  taken  the 
oath  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  took  their  seats  as  Senators. 

In  pursuance  of  the  annunciation  of  the  President,  the  Senate 
proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  principal  Secretary,  Messrs.  Whit- 
comb  and  Reid  acting  as  tellers,  and  upon  counting  the  votes  it 
appeared  that  Austin  W.  Morris  was  unanimously  elecled,and  he 
was  sworn  into  office. 

The  Senate  then  proceeded  to  elect  an  assistant  Secretary, 
Messrs.  Long  and  Hoover  acting  as  tellers,  and  upon  counting 
the  votes,  it  appeared  that  James  Morrison  was  duly  elected,  and 
he  was  thereupon  sworn  into  office. 

The  Senate  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  an  Enrolling  Se- 
cretary, when  on  counting  the  votes,  it  appeared  that  James  Le- 
viston  was  duly  elected  on  the  6th  ballot,  and  he  was  thereupon 
sworn  mto  office. 

The  Senate  then  proceeded  to  elect  a  Door  keeper,  when  on 
counting  the  votes  it  appeared  that  Oliver  Morse  was  duly  e- 
lected  on  the  second  ballot,  and  he  was  thereupon  sworn  into  of- 
fice. 

The  Senate  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Sergeant-at-Arms, 
and  on  counting  the  votes,  it  appeared  that  Elisha  G.  English 
was  duly  elected  on  the  second  balloting,  and  he  was  thereupon 
sworn  into  office. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hillis,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted:

Indianapolis,  December  2d,  1834. 
To  the  Hon.  the  General  Af^^cmhly 

of  the  Stale  of  Indiana : 
The  Canal-  Fund  Commissioners  by  an  act  of  the  General  As- 
fftnbly,  approved  January  28(ii,  1834,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish 
n  Slate  Bank,"  are  directed  to  contract  on  the  part  of  this  state, 
:i  loan  of  one  niillion  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  shall  be  required  for  the  purposes  conlcmplatcd  in  said 


act.  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law  referred  to, 
the  undersigned  took  measures  without  loss  of  time,  to  inform 
themselves  of  the  condition  of  the  money  market,  both  at  home 
and  abroad.  For  this  purpose  one  member  of  the  Board  was  di- 
rected to  repair,  in  March  last,  to  the  eastern  cities,  and  to  open 
such  correspondence  with  persons  in  Europe,  and  by  personal  in- 
tercourse with  capitalists  and  dealers  in  stocks  at  home,  to  acquire 
such  information  as  would  enable  the  board  to  act  advisedly  and 
with  the  least  possible  delay  in  the  premises.  The  other  mem- 
bers of  the  board  in  due  time,  also  visited  the  cities,  and  a  full 
board  remained  some  time  engaged  in  the  duties  enjoined  by  the 
law.  The  commercial  embarrassment,  and  distress  of  the  money 
market,  durmg  the  spring  and  part  of  the  summer,  were  such  as 
to  render  great  circumspection  necessary  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
missioners. Other  states  of  established  credit,  to  sustain  which' 
many  capitalists  were  pledged  by  interest,  had  bonds  in  market 
without  being  able  to  obtain  offers  for  them.  Exchange  on  Eng- 
land, which  when  high,  gives  rise  to  a  demand  for  American  secu- 
rities as  remittances,  especially  when  at  all  saleable  abroad,  was 
for  a  time  at  par,  and  American  stocks  had  greatly  declined  both 
in  London  and  on  the  continent  of  Europe.  Under  these  circum 
stances,  it  was  deemed  inexpedient  to  come  into  market  with  the 
bonds  of  a  State  however  solvent  or  respectable,  yet  so  little  known 
in  the  money  market  as  ours.  To  have  brought  the  stock  before 
the  public  and  had  it  refused,  or  to  have  received  no  offers  for  it, 
would,  it  was  believed,  operate  heavily  to  its  prejudice  in  better 
times,  and  might  occasion  greater  delay  than  was  to  be  experienc- 
ed from  waiting  a  change  in  the  commerce  and  business  of  the 
coantry,  before  advertising  the  bonds,  which  would  ensure  their 
sale  at  respectable  rates.  The  result  has  confirmed  the  board  in 
the  correctness  of  the  opinion  formed,  and  propriety  of  the  course 
pursued. 

In  the  month  of  July,  business  had  so  far  resumed  its  usual 
course,  and  confidence  so  far  revived,  as  to  justify  the  commis- 
sioners in  bringing  the  half  million,  required  as  the  first  instalment 
of  the  State,  to  the  State  Bank,  before  the  public;  and  according- 
ly on  the  16th  day  of  that  month  notice  was  given  in  New  York 
and  Philadelphia,  that  proposals  would  be  received  at  the  JMer- 
chants'  Bank  in  New  York  on  the  6th  day  of  August  for  that  sum, 
payable  in  three  instalments,  to  wit:  thirty-five  per  cent,  seven 
days  after  the  proposals  were  accepted,  thirty-five  per  cent,  on  the 
15th  day  of  September,  and  30  per  cent,  on  the  15th  day  of  Octo- 
ber, with  the  privilege  of  paying  the  whole  at  any  time  previous, 
and  proposing  to  issue  bonds  bearing  five  per  cent,  interest  there- 
for as  the  instalments  might  be  paid,  reserving  five  per  cent,  out  of 
the  first,  as  a  pledge  for  the  punctual  payment  of  the  other  two. 

On  the  6th  of  August  two  proposals  were  received,  each  for 
the  whole  sum,  to  wit:  one  by  J.  L.  &,  S.  Josephs  «fe  Co.  and  R.  <Si 
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J.  Phillips  &  Co.,  at  one  hundred  dollars  and  seventy  six  cents  for 
every  hundred  dollars  of  said  stock;  the  other  by  Prinne,  Ward 
&  King,  at  one  hundred  and  one  dollars  five  mills  for  every  hun- 
dred dollars — the  latter  being  the  highest  offer,  was  accepted. 

Premium  on  the  half  million  being  five  thousand  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars.  For  this  portion  of  the  Bank  loan,  the  bonds  of 
the  State  have  been  issued,  dated  September  13th,  1834,  bearing 
five  per  cent,  interest,  payable,  principal  and  interest,  at  the  Mer- 
chants' Bank  in  New  York,  and  redeemable  after  twenty  and 
within  thirty  years,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  State — the  interest  to 
be  paid  semi-annually  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July.  The 
bonds  are  of  one  thousand  dollars  each — two  hundred  and  fifty 
made  payable  to  Prime  Ward  &  King  or  bearer,  and  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  to  N.  S.  Rothschild  or  bearer. 

The  whole  of  this  half  million  and  the  premium  has  been  duly 
paid  by  the  contractors,  and  a  portion  of  it  before  the  periods 
fixed  for  the  instalments  which  entitled  them  to  an  allowance  of 
interest  for  the  time  of  such  advance.  This  interest  amounted  to 
$403  08,  which  being  deducted  from  the  half  million,  left  four 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-six 
dollars,  ninety-two  cents,  or  a  deficiency  of  four  hundred  and 
three  dollars  eight  cents,  of  the  sum  required,  as  the  first  instal- 
ment in  the  State  Bank.  This  deficit  was  made  up  from  the 
premium,  leaving  a  balance  of  premium  amounting  to  M846 
92-100. 

The  half  million  has  according  to  law,  been  paid  over  to  the 
order  of  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  State  Bank,  a  copy 
of  the  state  bonds  issued,  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  and  an  account  of  the  premium  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund.

received  for  answer,  that  the  Governor  would  on  this  day  at  2  o'- 
clock, P.  M.  make  a  communication  to  the  two  Houses  in  the  Hall 
of  the  House  of  Representatives.

and  to  be  denominated  a  joint  committee  on  the  canal  fund,  and 
that  the  House  of  Representatives  be  informed  thereof  and  their 
concurrence  requested. 

Mr.  Hillis,  from  the  joint  committee  on  that  subject,  made  the 
following  report:

The  joint  committee  on  that  subject,  report  that  they  have  wait- 
ed on  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ames,  and  in  pursuance  of  the  request  of  the 
committee,  he  will  attend  instanterin  the  Hall  of  the  House  and 
open  the  present  session  with  solemn  prayer.

On  the  reception  of  which,  the  Senate  repaired  to  the  Hall  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  where  the  following  message  was 
delivered  by  the  Governor: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and 

of  the  House  of  Representatives : 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Representatives  of  fhe 
people,  our  State  has  continued  its  rapid  advance  in  wealth  and 
improvement;  the  current  of  emigration  has  never  been  exceed- 
ed; the  resources  of  the  State  are  rapidly  developing  and  in- 
creasing; the  condition  of  every  class  of  our  industrious  citizens 
is  improving,  and  the  numerous  evidences  that  we  sec  every 
where  around  us,  of  a  happy  and  prosperous  people,  call  upon  us 
for  public  and  grateful  acknowledgements  to  the  Divine  Dispen- 
ser of  the  numerous  blessings  enjoyed  by  our  country. 

Our  revenue  continues  to  increase  in  proportion  to  the  ordina- 
ry demands  upon  the  Treasury;  and  although  the  system  m  its 
operation,  is  not  as  perfect  or  equitable  as  could  be  desired,  or  as 
economical  in  its  assessment  and  collection  as  it  ought  to  be,  yc-t 
it  is  adequate  to  our  present  scale  of  expenditure.  The  receipts 
during  the  past  year  from  all  sources,  amount  to  $'108,797  OS  and 
the  disbursements  to  Sii!i,37:2  23,  which,  with  the  balance  on 
hand  of  §16,890  '?9,  ot  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  leaves  un-

expended  in  the  Treasury,  the  sum  of  ^'2,324  14,  The  greater 
expenditure  during  the  present  year,  is  principally  o^\ingto  the 
paynnents  on  account  of  the  erection  of  the  State  House.  The  an- 
nual reports  from  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  Slate,  will  exiiib- 
it  in  detail,  the  particulars  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of 
the  past  year.  1  again  invite  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to 
the  suggestions  made  in  my  last  annual  communication,  as  ^o  the 
amendments  necessary  to  our  present  revenue  laws  to  insure 
greater  accuracy  and  uniformity,  as  well  as  economy,  in  assessing 
and  rating  lands  for  taxation. 

Of  the  various  subjects  which  will  necessarily  present  them- 
selves for  your  consideration,  during  the  present  session,  there  is 
none  more  important  than  the  prosecution  of  the  Wabash  and  E- 
ric  canal.  Not  only  are  we  deeply  interested  in  a  pecuniary 
point  of  view,  but  our  character  as  a  state  is  concerned  and  our 
public  faith  is  pledged  for  its  vigorous  prosecution  and  speedy 
completion.  During  the  past  season,  36^  miles,  in  addition  to 
former  lettings,  have  been  put  under  contract  and  are  now  in  pro- 
gress. The  prices  at  which  these  contracts  were  taken,  are  con- 
sidered fair,  although  the  average  price  per  mile  is  higher  than 
the  contracts  of  last  year,  principally  in  consequence  of  a  greater 
amount  in  lockage  and  additional  feeders  on  that  part  of  the  line. 
'"  In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  last  session,  the 
canal  commissioners  have  caused  surreys  to  be  made  on  each 
side  of  the  Wabash  river,  from  I.egansport  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Tippecanoe,  with  the  view  of  determining  as  to  the  comparative 
eligibility  of  the  two  routes;  but  in  consequence  of  the  constant 
employment  of  the  engineer  in  field  exercises,  and  of  some  delay 
occasioned  by  ill-health,  the  estimates  have  not  as  yet  been  com.- 
pleted,  but  will  be  laid  before  you  in  due  time.  The  expediency 
of  crossing  the  Wabash  at  Logansport  and  continuing  down  on  the 
south  side  of  the  river  to  the  mouth  of  the  Tippecanoe,  and  ex- 
lending  it  thence  to  Lafayette,  are  questions  involving  a  conside- 
rable extent  of  interest,  about  which  much  anxiety  is  felt,  and 
which  justice  and  public  policy  require  should  be  promptly  set- 
tled by  theLegislature,  so  soon  as  the  necessary  estimates  are  he- 
fore  them.  J3elay  may  materially  affect  the  value  of  the  canal 
lands,  and  a  speedy  determination  will  put  an  end  to  the  suspense 
of  those  who  are  desirous  of  locating  themselves  near  the  line  of 
the  canal.  The  Board  have  also  caused  a  survey  to  be  made  of 
the  valley  of  White  Water,  from  t^e  mouth  of  Nettle-creek  to 
Lawrenceburgh,  but  for  the  reason  before  stated,  no  detailed  re- 
port or  estimate  has  heen  made.  It  is  believed,  however,  by  the 
engineer,  that  the  work  is  entirely  practicable,  the  supply  of  wa- 
ter ample,  that  throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  line  good  mate- 
rials are  abundant,  and  that  its  feasibility  is  beyond  a  question. 
A  few  miles  of  the  line  surveyed,  lies  within  the  State  of  Ohio, 
trhose  assent  was  obtained  befoie  the  survey  was  commenced. 
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The  duties  of  the  Engineer  and  his  assistants  during  the  past  sea- 
son, have  been  of  a  most  arduous  kind,  and  their  abihties  and 
iaithfuhiess  have  been  fuilj  tested  by  the  commissioners. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  session,  the  canal  lands  be- 
longing to  this  State,  lying  within  the  limits  of  Ohio,  have  been 
accepted  by  that  State,  upon  the  conditions  proposed,  and  the  ra- 
tifications have  been  exchanged  by  the  Executives. 

The  loan  in  aid  of  the  canal,  authorized  by  the  last  legislature, 
the  Fund  Commissioners  have  not  yet  permanently  made,  be- 
lieving it  good  policy  to  delay  a  w^hile,  but  they  have  obtained  suf- 
ficient supplies  for  the  progress  of  the  work  on  good  ternas.  Their 
report  will  be  laid  before  you.  The  sales  of  the  canal  lands  from 
the  25th  November  1833,  to  the  1st  day  of  November  1834,  a- 
amounted  to  $67,503  90,  a  report  of  which  will  be  made  by  the 
Commissioners. 

As  the  resources  of  the  Slate  develope  themselves  and  the  abili- 
ty of  our  citizens  to  produce  a  surplus  increases,  public  sentiment 
becomes  more  decidedly  in  favor  of  such  internal  improvements 
as  will  facilitate  the  transportation  of  such  surplus  to  a  market, 
and  thereby  increase  the  rewards  of  industry  and  enhance  the  ge- 
neral value  of  property.  Since  the  beneficial  policy  of  engaging 
in  works  for  the  advancement  of  the  agricultural  and  commer- 
cial interests  of  the  country,  has  been  so  frequently  and  clear- 
ly demonstrated;  and  w^hile  our  credit  is  justly  such  as  to  com- 
mand any  amount  of  capital  at  an  inteiest  of  five  percent,  or  less,, 
no  good  reason  can  be  assigned  why  we  should  longer  hesitate  to 
follow  the  successful  examples  of  other  States.  New  York,  Penn- 
svlvaniaand  Ohio  had  atthe  commencement  of  their  works,  which 
have  enriched  their  citizens  and  done  honor  to  the  sagacity  and 
enterprize  of  their  projectors,  but  little  more  means  or  resources 
than  their  public  credit,  which  enabled  them  to  obtain  in  the  mo- 
ney market,  such  sums  as  they  needed.  The  money  thus  procur- 
ed, in  the  first  instance,  immediately  benefited  the  people  by  be- 
ing thrown  into  circulation  in  payment  for  labor,  materials  and 
subsistence,  and  so  soon  as  the  works  were  completed,  the  peo- 
ple and  the  states  were  repaid  many  fold  by  the  increased  de- 
mands and  higher  prices  for  their  produce,  by  the  activity  im- 
parted to  every  branch  of  industry,  and  by  the  enhancement  of 
the  landed  property  of  the  country.  The  additional  value  alone 
of  the  lands  in  the  district  of  country  intersected  by  the  Miami  canal 
in  Ohio,  far  exceeds  the  cost  of  construction.  The  actual  wealth 
of  a  state  or  nation,  does  not  consist  of  the  sums  hoarded  in  the 
treasury,  but  in  the  wealth  of  the  citizens  and  their  abihty  to  pay 
whenever  the  exigencies  of  the  Government  make  contributions 
necessary.  The  treasury  of  a  well  managed  Government,  is  the 
pockets  of  the  people,  in  which  something  should  be  placed  by 
wise  legislation,  before  much  is  required.  To  borrow  money  at 
a  fair  interest,  and  expend   it  upon  some  well  selected  objects- 
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of  paramount  public  utility,  will  not  cmbarass  the  Govern- 
ment or  innpoverish  the  people,  but  on  the  contrary,  will  enrich 
both.  If  the  interest  is  annually  raised  by  taxation,  the  ability 
of  the  people  to  pay  these  taxes  is  proportionally  increased,  be- 
cause the  principal  of  the  debt  is  expended  among  theno.  By  (his 
process,  the  capital  which  has  accumulated  in  the  commercial  ci- 
ties, is  transferred  to  the  west  where  it  is  needed,  and  thrown  into 
general  circulation,  affording  means  to  enterprise,  and  stimulating 
to  activity  every  department  of  industr}'.  This  is  not  mere  spec- 
ulation; it  is  theory  based  upon  reason  and  abundantly  verified  by 
facts  and  experience. 

With  a  view  of  engaging  in  works  of  internal  improvement,  the 
propriet}-  of  adopting  something  like  a  general  plan  or  system, 
having  reference  to  the  several  portions  of  the  state  and  the  con- 
nexion of  one  with  another,  naturally  suggests  itself.  No  work 
should  be  commenced  but  such  as  would  be  of  acknowledged  pub- 
lic utility,  and  when  completed,  would  form  a  branch  of  some  ge- 
neral system.  In  this  way  only,  can  any  permanent  public  advar^- 
tage  be  realized,  the  people  generally  benefitted  by  the  expendi- 
ture, and  the  imputation  of  partial  or  local  legislation  be  avoided. 
In  view  of  this  object,  the  policy  of  organizing  a  board  of  public 
works,  is  again  respectfully  suggested.  Such  a  board,  acting 
with  a  view  to  the  general  interest  of  the  state,  would  only  sanc- 
tion such  as  were  capable  of  being  extended  and  connected  with 
each  other  upon  some  general  plan,  so  as  to  open  communications 
between  the  mostimportantpoints  and  subserve  the  generalinter- 
ests  of  the  people. 

The  receipts  on  account  of  the  three  per  cent,  fund,  since  the 
last  annual  report  of  the  agent,  amount  to_$'20,105  00,  falling  short 
of  the  existing  appropriations  nearly  one  half.  It  is  obvious 
while  the  present  system  of  appropriating  this  fund  is  continued, 
it  cannot  be  relied  on  as  a  means  of  improving  our  roads  and 
highways,  so  as  to  produce  any  permanent  public  advantage.  It 
is  annually  distributed  in  small  portions  to  the  several  counties  in 
the  state,  and  by  them  again  subdivided  and  applied  to  detached 
portions  of  the  numerous  State  roads  that  incumber  our  statute 
books,  without  reference  to  any  continuous  line  of  communication 
between  different  parts  of  the  state;  and  is  thus  frittered  away  in 
pa3'ing for  mere  temporary  improvements  without  regard  to  the 
permanent  convenience  or  accommodation  of  the  public.  And  it 
would  seem  too  often  to  be  the  case,  that  the  great  object  of  the 
fund  is  lost  sight  of  in  efforts  to  distribute  the  money  in  certain 
neighborhoods  or  to  accommodate  individuals  by  placing  small 
portions  in  their  hands  for  disbursement.  It  is  true,  that  the  peo- 
ple have  been  much  benefitted  by  the  expenditure  of  this  money 
among  them;  but  this  should  only  be  considered  a  secondarj'  ob- 
ject. The  money  could  as  well  be  thrown  into  circulation  and 
the  same  advantages  accrue  by  applying  it  to  the  construction  and 
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improvement  of  a  fimited  number  of  principal  thoroughfares,  se- 
lected with  a  view  to  the  general  advantage.  If  some  such  plan 
had  been  adopted  and  pursued  from  the  commencement  of  the  ap- 
propriations of  this  fund  until  the  present  time,  our  State  ^yould 
now  have  been  intersected  by  a  number  of  well  improved  roads 
that  would  have  contributed  very  essentially  to  the  public  conve- 
nience and  accommodation. 

Our  dividend  for  1834  will  exhaust  the  remaining  appropria- 
tions, and  I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Legislature  shall  au- 
thorize a  loan  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  at 
five  per  cent.,  redeemable  in  15  years,  and  to  be  paid  by  our  an- 
nual receipts  of  the  three  per  cent,  fund — which  sum  if  industri- 
ously applied  to  the  construction  of  and  permanent  improvement 
of  a  portion  of  our  highways,  would  more  essentially  benefit  the 
citizens  and  contribute  to  the  wealth  and  resources  of  the  state,  than 
if  yearly  dividends  were  trebled  and  annually  expended  upon  our 
present  system. 

Were  I  to  pass  by  the  praiseworthy  and  public  spirited  enter- 
prise of  that  portion  of  our  citizens  interested  in  the  line  of  rail-way 
designated  by  the  Lawrenceburgh  and  Indianapolis  charter,  1 
should  do  injustice  to  their  laudable  exertions,  and  be  remiss  in  my 
duty  towards  them.  Since  the  close  of  the  last  session,  availing 
themselves  of  ttie  provisions  of  their  charter,  they  have  subscribed 
above  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  stock;  procured  a  survey  of 
the  major  part  of  the  line,  and  would  have  completed  the  location 
of  the  whole  route,  but  for  the  lamented  death  of  their  Engineer. 
The  company  will  report  its  proceedings  to  the  Legislature,  which 
will  enable  you  to  determine  the  extent  of  its  further  claims  upon 
the  patronage  of  the  state.  Our  citizens  upon  other  routes  have 
had  meetings,  with  a  view  of  taking  the  first  steps  towards  the 
commencement  of  similar  works,  but  1  am  wholly  unadvised  of 
their  further  proceedings  or  wishes. 

In  pursuance  of  a  law  of  last  session,  a  commissioner  has  been 
appointed  to  act  in  conjunction  with  one  on  the  part  of  Illinois,  in 
making  surveys  and  improvements  on  that  part  of  the  Wabash 
river,  which  constitutes  the  common  boundary  between  the  two 
states,  and  has  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  service.  Owing  to 
sickness,  nothing  more  has  been  done,  than  making  some  necessa- 
ry surveys  preparatory  to  the  work.  Whether  the  twenty-four 
thousand  dollars  appropriated,  will  remove  the  obstructions  to  the 
navigation  of  the  rapids  or  not,  sufficient  information  has  not  yet 
been  obtained.  A  report  from  the  commissioners  may  be  ex- 
pected. 

1  herewith  lay  before  you  a  report  made  to  the  Legislative 
Council  of  Michigan,  with  an  accompanying  resolution,  on  the 
subject  of  the  southern  boundary  of  that  Territoty,  constituting 
the  northern  boundaries  of  Ohio,  Illinois,  and  of  this  state.  From 
this  document  it  vrill  be  seen  that  Michigan,  notwithstanding  the 
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-approval  by  Congress  of  the  constitutions  of  these  states,  In  each 
of  which  their  respective  boundaries  are  clearly  defined,  claims  as 
her  southern  boundary  an  east  and  west  line  drawn  through  the 
southern  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan.  Were  it  possible  to  recog- 
nize this  claim,  Indiana  would  lose  a  district  ten  miles  wide,  ex- 
tending entirely  across  the  northern  part  of  the  State,  including 
one  of  the  fairest  and  most  desirable  portions  of  her  territory,  and 
be  entirely  excluded  from  any  access  to  the  Lake,  except  through 
a  foreign  j u risdiction . 

This  claim  can  never  be  acceded  to  by  Indiana,  and  it  is  highly 
important  that  the  question  should  be  brough*^  to  an  early  decision. 
During  the  last  session  of  Congress,  the  subject  was  brougnt  im- 
mediately before  that  body  by  the  application  of  the  people  of 
Michigan,  to  be  admitted  into  the  Union  as  a  State,  and  the  ques- 
tion underwent  considerable  discussion  before  a  committee  of  the 
Senate,  but  no  final  action  was  had  on  the  subject  by  either  house. 
The  question  was  then  contested  principally  between  the  Dele- 
gation of  the  State  of  Ohio  and  Michigan;  the  latter  insisting 
that  it  is  purely  a  Judicial  question,  depending  upon  compacts 
and  laws  already  enacted,  and  over  Vv^hich  Congress  has  no  juris- 
diction: and  the  fornr.er  contending  that  it  is  a  question  of  Legis- 
lative discretion  and  expediency.  For  the  purpose  of  putting 
you  in  possession  of  the  position  taken  by  the  parties,  I  herewith 
lay  before  you  the  report  of  the  committee  of  the  Senate,  con- 
taining the  arguments  and  documents  submitted  to  them  by  the 
delegation  from  Ohio  and  Michigan.  The  deep  interest  our 
state  has  in  this  important  question  will  suggest  to  you  the  pro- 
priety of  calling  the  attention  of  our  delegation  in  Congress  to 
the  subject,  and  requesting  them  to  unite  with  those  of  Ohio  and 
Illinois  in  bringing  it  to  a  speedy  determination  by  Congress,  the 
only  legitimate  tribunal  for  its  decision.  But  should  Michigan 
succeed  in  procuring  an  admission  into  the  Union  upon  an  equal 
footing  with  other  states,  before  the  question  is  settled.  Congress 
will  no  longer  have  jurisdiction  over  the  subject;  it  will  then  be  a 
question  of  boundary  and  jurisdiction  between  states,  to  be  de- 
termined by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  most  pro- 
bably after  a  protracted  and  vexatious  litigation*  An  additional 
reason  why  every  exertion  should  be  made  on  the  part  of  this 
state  to  bring  this  question  to  a  speedy  settlement  is,  that  as  the 
mouth  of  the  Maumee  river  and  the  termination  of  the  Wabash 
and  Erie  canal,  lie  within  the  limits  claimed  by  Michigan,  it  is 
most  probable  that  Ohio  will  suspend  all  co-operation  in  the  work, 
until  the  controversy  is  settled;  and  from  the  proceedings  of  a 
meeting  of  some  of  the  public  officers  and  citizens,  it  would  seem 
that  such  is  their  intention. 

1  herewith  lay  before  you  the  report  of  the  Adjutant  General 
of  the  state  of  Massachusetts  to  the  Legislature  on  the  subject  of 
the  Mihtia,  and  also  Joint  Resolutions  of  the  states  of  Maryland 
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»nd  North  Carolina,  recommending  the  adoption,  bj  Congress,  of 
nn  uniform  system  that  will  equalize  the  duties  and  relieve  the 
people  from  the  burthens  of  the  existing  methods  of  organising 
the  Militia  under  the  state  authorities. 

The  progress  made  in  the  erection  of  the  State  House  during 
the  past  season,  has  been  highly  satisfactory.  Thus  far  the  ma- 
terials used  are  of  the  best  quality,  and  the  work  is  done  in  the 
most  substantial  manner. — There  is  no  doubt  but  the  building  will 
be  completed  hy  the  time  stipulated  in  the  contract.  Experi- 
ence has  already  shown,  that  it  will  be  absolutely  necessary  for 
the  Legislature  to  adopt  some  effectual  measure  to  prevent  the 
work  from  being  wantonly  impaired  and  defaced. 

With  the  exception  of  one  lot,  all  the  property  belonging  to  the 
state  within  the  Indianapolis  donation  has  been  sold,  but  that 
which  is  reserved.  The  annual  report  of  the  Agent,  will  furnish 
you  with  the  particulars  as  to  the  situation  of  the  fund. 

From  the  report  of  the  Visitor,  the  State  Prison  continues  to  be 
managed  in  a  manner  highly  satisfactory.  I  herewith  lay  before 
you  a  communication  from  the  Superintendent,  proposing  to  sur- 
rendei  the  Prison,  on  the  ground  that  the  Clark  Circuit  Court,  at 
its  May  term,  discharged  a  convict  on  a  writ  of  Habeas  Corpus, 
who  had  entered  upon  his  second  term  of  service  and  was  there  de- 
tained by  the  keeper,  for  having  escaped  from  prison  during  his 
first  term  of  service;  that  being  the  punishment  imposed  by  the 
89th  section  of  theact  relative  to  Crime  and  Punishment, approv- 
ed February  10, 1831.  The  Constitution  of  the  3tate,  secures  to 
every  individual  the  right  of  a  trial  b\  i  jury  of  his  country,  and 
forbids  the  imposition  of  such  penalties  in  the  summary  manner 
contemplated  by  that  section,  i  therefore  entertain  no  doubt  of 
the  correctness  of  the  decision  of  the  Court,  and  refer  the  sub» 
ject,  with  the  proposition  of  the  Superintendent,  to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Legislature. 

The  Saline  lands  have  been  offered  for  sale  except  those  in 
Monroe  county,  the  unexpired  lease  on  which,  it  was  thought 
would  bring  a  better  interest  than  the  proceeds  of  the  land ;  and 
in  addition  to  that  reason,  it  has  been  ascertained  that  another 
lot  of  land  v/as  reserved  and  belongs  to  the  Saline,  which  was 
not  named  in  the  act  of  Conji;ress  authorising  the  sale.  The  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sales  in  Washington  county  am.ount  to  near  §8000. 
Of  the  French  Lick  reserve,  5-110  acres  were  sold  at  an  average 
price  of  two  dollars  two  cents  per  acre,  amounting  to  ten  thou» 
sand  nine  hundred  and  eiehty-eight  dollars,  eighty  cents,  leaving 
near  18,000  acres  to  be  disposedof  to  individuals  at  private  sales. 

The  Pottawattamie  Indians,  resident  within  the  State,  are  mak" 
ing  preparations  to  remove  to  the  territory  assigned  them  by  tb« 
General  Government,  west  of  the  Mississippi. 

Another  attempt  has  recently  been  made,  to  extinguish  the  title 
of  the  Miamies.  to  lands  within  the  state,  which  has  been  only 
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partially  successful.  They  have  relinquished  nearly  all  their 
reserves  north  of  the  Wabash,  and  seven  miles  on  the  west  side 
of  the  great  reserve  on  the  soiitii  side  of  the  river,  including  in  the 
"whole  about  200,000  acres.  This  acquisition,  however,  is  of  im- 
portance to  the  state,  as  it  removes  most  of  the  impediments  from 
that  source,  to  the  construction  of  the  canal,  and  will  soon  bring 
into  market  a  consideiable  quantity  of  valuable  land.  It  is  hoped 
that  no  exertions  05!  the  p.irt  of  the  General  Government  will  be 
spared,  to  remove  this  remnant  of  Indians  from  among  us. 

In  behalf  of  the  cause  of  Educaiion,  I  recommend  to  your  spe- 
cial consideration,  our  School  and  Seminary  Lavv's.  It  is  only  by 
steadily  observing  the  practical  operations  of  the  law  and  prompt- 
ly correcting  its  deficiencies  as  they  may  develope  themselves, 
that  we  can  hope  to  perfect  the  system  and  bring  it  into  generaV 
acceptance  with  the  people.  It  is  our  business  and  duty  to  foster 
and  enc'ourag;e  education,  and  wc  should  therefore  studiously  en- 
deavor to  adapt  our  Legislation  to  the  peculiar  situation  and  cir- 
cumstances of  the  people:  even  their  prejudices  ought  to  be  re- 
garded, so  far  as  not  entirely  inconsistent  with  the  great  object  to 
be  fxccomplished.  By  pursuing  this  course,  there  is  a  greater  cer- 
tainty of  success,  than  by  adopting  at  once  the  most  perfect  sys- 
tem that  has  been  devised  in  other  stales,  and  suited  to  the  cir- 
cumstances and  opinions  of  a  people  ditferently  situated  from 
ours. 

It  is  highly  Important  that  some  method  should  be  adopted  of 
enforcitig  a  more  rigid  accountability  in  the  management  of  the 
county  Seminary  funds.  In  some  instances,  they  are  entirely 
squandered  and  lo^t.  It  is  believed  that  at  present,  they  are  more 
generally  paid  over  tlian  formerly  to  the  tiustees,but  there  still 
seems  to  be  some  strange  fatalily  attenditig  them.  I  would  sug- 
gest the  propriety  of  abolishing  tiie  office  of  Seminary  Tiuslee^ 
and  vesting  the  duties  in  the  County  Treasurer,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Board  doing  couiUy  business.  The  law  of  1831,  to 
provide  a  fund  for  the  encouragement  of  common  schools,  directs 
that  lists  of  lands  arid  lots  on  which  the  taxes  remain  unpaid,  shall 
annually  be  certified  by  the  Collectors  io  the  School  Commission- 
ers of  the  several  counties,  wb.o  shall  charge  such  lands  and  lots 
with  a  penalty  of  fifty  percent,  on  the  amount  of  taxes  due  there- 
on, and  one  hundred  jier  cent,  per  annum  until  the  same  is  paid; 
and  further  requires  the  School  Commissioners  to  certify  to  the 
Treasurer  of  State,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  December  an- 
nually, the  air.ount  of  lands  on  their  books  charged  with  t'le  non- 
paymefit  of  laxes,  and  the  sums  paid  within  the  year  for  the  re- 
demption of  such  lands.  In  the  year  1832,  returns  were  received 
from  but  24  coun.ties,  and  for  the  year  1833,  the  Commissioners 
for  22  counties  only,  made  any  return;  and  of  the  returns  receiv- 
ed, the  greater  number  were  very  imperfect  and  unsatisfacto- 
ry.     There  is  no  penalty  prescribed  for  the   non-performaric© 
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t)f  this  doty,  on  the  part  of  the  School  Commissioners.  It  is  re- 
commended, that  it  be  made  the  duty  of  some  of  the  Executive 
officers,  to  furnish  the  Scliool  Commissioners  with  suitable  forms 
for  such  reports,  and  impose  a  penalty  for  failing  to  certify  as  re- 
quired; and  also  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  certify  to  the  Pro- 
secuting Attorneys  all  delinquent  Commissioners,  within  their 
respective  circuits.  The  fund  that  vrould  accrue  to  the  several 
•counties  in  the  state  from  this  source,  if  properly  managed,  would 
be  very  considera!)le;  and  as  it  is  relinquished  on  the  part  of  the 
state  from  its  principal  source  of  revenue,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Le- 
gislature to  see  that  the  provisions  of  the  law  are  strictly  complied 
with,  and  that  the  fund  is  faithfully  applied  to  the  purpose  for 
which  it  is  granted.  The  law  contemplates  that  Legislative  pro- 
vision shall  be  made  for  the  sale  of  such  lands  as  sh^dl  r<?main  un- 
redeemed forthree  years;but  it  isevident,  that  unless  all  the  requi- 
sites of  the  law  are  complied  with,  no  valid  title  will  pass  by  such 
sale;  and  unless  proper  returns  are  promptly  miade,  the  situation 
of  such  lands,  will  become  involved  in  almost  inextricable  confu- 
sion and  uncertainty,  and  will  materially  affect  the  revenue  of  the 
state.     A  careful  revision  of  the  laws  is  therefore  recommended. 

My  views  in  refcu'ence  to  our  Prol)ate  System  and  the  act  regu- 
lating the  practice  in  our  Circuit  Courts,  as  expressed  in  my  com- 
munication to  the  last  Legislature,  remain  unchanged,  and  the 
•subject  is  again  earnestly  recommended  to  your  attention. 

The  State  Bank  has  just  comnnenced  operations  under  very  fa- 
vorable circumstances.  The  stock  in  all  the  Branches  authorised, 
was  subscribed  by  individuals,  and  the  instalment  paid  as  requir- 
ed by  the  Charter.  The  loan  authorised  for  the  payment  on  the 
stork  allotted  to  the  state,  amounting  to  five  hundred  tiiousand 
•dollars,  was  obtained  at  a  premium  of  one  and  five  hundredths 
per  cenl.  on  five  per  cent,  stock,  making  the  sum  of  ^"5250  on  the 
amount  borrowed. 

As  the  ensuing  session  of  the  liCgislatnre  will  be  the  period  for 
a  new  apportionment  of  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives,  it  will  be  necessary,  during  the  present  ses- 
sion, to  make  provision  for  taking  an  enumeration  of  the  free 
white  male  inliabilants  throughout  the  state,  above  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  preparatory  to  that  measure. 

In  pursuance  of  the  joint  resolutions  ot  the  last  session,  rela- 
tive to  the  Insurance  Companies  within  this  state,  Agents  have 
been  appointed  to  make  the  examinations  and  inquiries  proposed, 
whose  reports,  when  received,  will  be  laid  before  you. 

The  Commissioner  on  (he  iMichigar.  Road,  has  been  actively 
engaged  the  past  season  in  applying  the  appropriation  of  thirty 
thousand  dollars,  made  the  last  session.  A  report  from  that  ofli- 
cer  will  also  be  laid  before  you.  A  law  of  the  last  session  makes 
it  the  duty  of  the  Boards  doing  county  business  in  the  several 
countiee  through  which  this  road  passes,  to  district  and  cause  it 
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to  be  worked  under  the  direction  of  the  Supervisors,  in  the  snmn 
manner  that  other  roads  are  worked.  As  it  is  not  probable  that 
the  labor  thus  applied,  will  in  all  instances  be  in  conformity  to 
the  plan  of  the  Commissioner,  and  may  in  some  instances  materi* 
ally  interfere  with  it,  will  it  not  be  well  to  authorise  the  Commis- 
sioner to  instruct  the  Supervisors  as  to  the  places  and  manner  of 
applying  the  labor  of  the  hands? 

In  compliance  with  a  duty  imposed  by  a  joint  resolution  of  the 
last  Legislature,  I  had  the  honor  of  addressing  a  note  to  the  Hon. 
John  Tipton,  to  ascertain  on  what  terms  he  would  surrender  to 
the  state  the  Tippecanoe  Battle  Ground,  and  now  lay  before  you 
his  reply,  proffering  to  transfer  it  without  charge. 

In  the  character  of  guardians  of  the  public  weal  you  have  con- 
vened for  the  transaction  of  business,  involving  questions  of  deep 
interest  to  our  fellow-citizens,  and  knowing  no  other  restraints 
than  those  imposed^^by  our  constitution,  it  will  be  for  you  to  adopt,. 
or  reject  at  pleasure,  the  suggestions  I  have  thought  it  my  duty 
to  make.  If  other  measures,  in  the  least  calculated  to  promote 
the  prosperity  of  our  citizens,  or  the  honor  of  the  state,  shall,, 
during  your  deliberations,  emanate  from  ^our  better  judgment, 
they  shall  receive  my  cordial  support  and  concurrence. 

And  the  Senate  returned  to  their  chamber. 

The  following  message  from  the  House  of  Representatives  was 
received  by  Mr.  White,  their  clerk: 

Mr.  President — 

The  House  of  Representatives  have  adopted  the  following  re- 
solution: 

Resolved,  That  the  clerk  of  this  House  inform  the  Senate  that 
the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  will  proceed  in- 
Btanter  to  open  and  publish  the  returns  of  the  election  for  Gover- 
nor and  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  state  of  Indiana,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  both  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  if  the  Senate 
will  forthwith  attend  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives; 
and  that  seats  be  provided  for  the  Senators  on  the  right  of  the 
Speaker's  chair. 

Whereupon, 

The  Senate  repaired  to  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, where  the  Speaker,  in  the  presence  of  both  Houses  of  the 
General  Assembly,  proceeded  to  open  and  publish  the  returns  of 
votes  given  in  the  several  counties  at  the  last  annual  election  for 
Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor;  but  before  the  same  was 
completed,  the  convention  adjourned,  and  the  Senate  returned  to 
their  Chamber.

The  Senate  assembled. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Repre- 
•entatives,  by  Mr.  White  their  clerk;

The  House  have  concurred  in  the  amendment  proposed  by  the

after  the  third  day  of  the  present  session  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, and  until  their  several  successors  shall  be  elected  and  quali* 
6ed; 

And  the  Senate  returned  to  their  Chamber,

of  the  Stale  of  Indiana: 
The  favorable  state  of  the  weather  during  the  month  of  Novem- 
ber hi3  enabled  the  Canal  Commissioaers,it  is  understood,  to  con- 
tinue operations  on  (he  line  to  so  late  a  period,  as  wi!l  in  all  pro- 
bability prevent  their  making,  until  late  in  the  present  month,  the 
report,  which  by  law  they  arc  required  to  make  to  tiie  Canal  Fund 
Commissioners,  iJuringthe  first  week  o(  tiie  session  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  Fund  Commission- 
ers are  constrained  to  mai<e  a  partial  report  of  the  transactions 
of  the  year,  so  as  to  enable  the  Legislatur'e  to  judge  whether 
further  legislation  in  regard  to  the  .matters  set  out,  be  necessary, 
reservitiga  detailed  statement  of  the  expenditures  and  condition 
of  the  Canal  Fund,  until  returns  of  the  year^  operations  on  the 
Canal  are  received. 

The  situation  of  the  Canal  Fund  as  stated  in  the  last  annual  re- 
port of  this  Board,  was  such  as  to  require  a  further  loan  during 
the  year  for  the  purpose  of  prosecuting  the  construction  of  the  Ca- 
nal. To  meet  this  demand,  measures  were  taken  early  last  springx 
but  such  was  tive  diillculty  of  making  loans  during  the  spring  and 
early  part  of  the  summer,  that  the  Commissioners  were  induced  to 
make  an  arrangement  for  a  temporary  loan  with  the  Merchants' 
Bank  of  New  York,  with  a  view  of  keeping  the  bonds  of  the  State 
out  of  market,  until  the  pressure  then  felt  had  subsided. 

A  contract  was  therefore  entered  into  on  the  tsth  day  of  June 
last,  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  part  of  ihe  Stale,  with  the  Mer- 
chants' Bank,  by  which  the  Bank  agreed  to  lend  ;i  sum  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  the  state,  receiving  ascollat- 
-eral  security  for  the  amount  loaned  and  the  interest  thereon,  the 
bonds  of  the  state,  bearing  six  per  cent,  interest,  with  an  under- 
standing expressed  in  the  agreement,  that  at  any  time  after  the 
first  day  of  January,  1835,  the  Bank, on  giving  thirty  days  notice 
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in  the  papers  of  New  York,  should  be  empovrcred  to  sell  said  bonds, 
or  so  much  of  the  amount  thereof  as  would  cover  the  sum  drawn 
under  the  contract.  On  the  part  of  the  State  it  was  stipulated 
that  seventy  thousand  dollars,  or  a  sum  in  proportion  to  the  a- 
mount  drawn,  should  be  taken  in  the  notes  of  said  Bank,  to  be  cir- 
culated in  the  State  of  Indiana,  the  residue  being  subject  to  the 
drafts  of  the  Commissioners.  The  seventy  thousand  dollars  in 
notes  has  been  drawn,  and  a  considerable  portion  of  the  balance, 
so  that  steps  must  now  be  taken  for  the  obtainment  of  further  sums 
for  canal  purposes,  and  for  the  payment  of  that  temporary  loan.— 
For  these  objects  the  Board  is  now  engaged  in  executing  three 
hundred  bonds  of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  to  hear  Jive  per  cent, 
interest,  by  the  sale  of  one  hundred  of  which  it  is  intended  to  re* 
place  the  sum  borrowed  of  the  Merchants'  Bank,  and  from  the  o- 
ther  two  hundred  to  raise  money  for  the  further  prosecution  of  the 
Canal. 

It  is  proposed  to  transmit  these  bonds  to  the  Merchants'  Bank, 
with  power  to  sell  and  deliver  them  on  payment  of  instalments,  and 
under  conditions  to  be  stipulated  by  this  Board.  The  very  res- 
pectable standing  of  that  institution,  is  a  sufficient  guarantee  that 
the  interests  of  the  State  will  be  consulted  in  the  disposal  of  the 
bonds  entrusted  to  its  management.  It  is,  however,  the  intention 
of  the  Board  to  have  one  or  more  of  its  members  pressnt  at  the 
time  of  sale.  As  considerable  expense  will  be  saved  to  tiie  State 
by  this  arrangement,  it  is  believed  the  course  adopted  will  meet 
the  approbation  of  the  Legislature. 

The  Commissioners  think  it  proper  to  state,  that  at  the  time  the 
temporary  loan  was  made,  only  hve  per  cent,  had  been  offered  for 
the  six  per  cent,  bonds,  which  it  was  proposed  to  issue,  whereas 
the  first  bonds  of  the  State  sold,  bearing  the  same  rate  of  interest, 
brought  13  26100  per  cent,  premium.  To  have  disposed  of  them 
on  these  terms  would  have  made  a  diflference  in  the  amount  re- 
quired of  upwards  of  ,§8000  against  the  State  as  compared  with 
the  first  loan.  This  consideration,  with  others,  induced  the  com- 
missioners to  resort  to  a  temporary  loan,  in  order  to  avoid  a  posi- 
tive sale  of  stock  until  the  pressure  then  felt  should  pass  off.  An 
offer  of  12J  per  cent,  h-is  since  been  made  for  these  same  bonds, 
shewing  a  change  in  the  value  ofstock  since  June  last,  of  $'7,500. 
Thf  credit  of  the  State  is  now  so  fully  understood  by  capital- 
ists as  to  lead  the  Board  to  the  conclusion  that  its  interests  will  be 
best  consulted  by  issuing  five  per  cent,  stock.  The  bonds  there- 
fore, now  deposited  with  the  Merchants'  Bankas  collateral  securi- 
ty for  the  payment  of  the  temporary  loan,  will  be  withdrawn  and 
cancelled,  and  the  money  raised  at  five  per  cent.

The  following  message  from  the  House  of  Representatives 
was  received  by  Mr.  White,  their  clerk. 

Mr.  President — 

The  House  of  Representatives  reciprocate  the  resolution  of 
the  Senate  appointing  a  joint  committee  to  wait  on  the  Governor 


and  Lieutenant  Governor  elect  and  inform  them  of  their  election, 
&c. 

Messrs.  Hargrove  and  Woodruff  have  been  appointed  that 
committee  on  the  part  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Brady,  from  the  joint  commitee  on  that  subject,  made  t\w 
followiiig  report : 

MW.  President — 

The  committee  appointed  to  wait  upon  Noah  Noble  and  David 
Wallace,  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  elect,  and  as- 
certain from  them  atwhattime  it  would  suit  their  convenience  to 
be  inducted  into  office;  report,  that  they  have  discharged  that  du- 
ty, and  that  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  will  attend 
for  that  purpose  immediately,  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. 

The  following  message  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  was 
received  by  Mr.  White,  their  clerk: 

Mr.  President — 

I  am  instructed  by  the  House  of  Representatives  to  inform  tfoe 
Senate  thattheir  presence  is  requested  in  the  Representatives' Hall 
instanter,  while  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  elect  are 
sworn  into  office,  and  that  seats  are  provided  for  them  on  the 
right  of  the  Speaker's  chair. 

Whereupon, 

The  Senate  immediately  repaired  to  the  Hall  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  where,  in  presence  of  both  Houses  the  oath  to 
support  the  Constiiution  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  State  of 
Indiana,  and  the  oath  of  office  was  administered  to  the  Governor 
and  Lieutenant  Governor  by  the  Honorable  Isaac  Blackford,  a 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

After  which  the  Governor  delivered  the  following  address; 
Senators,  Representative s, 

and  Fellow  Citizens : — 

In  all  countries  where  the  people  exercise  the  natural  and  in- 
herent right  of  self-government,  it  has  been  the  usage,  in  ac- 
cordance with  their  individual  sense  of  ultimate  responsibility 
to  our  Creator,  to  provide  that  the  assumption  of  delegated  pow- 
er by  a  public  agent,  should  be  preceded  by  an  appeal  to  Him 
who  is  the  author  of  natural  and  political  existence,  and  who  holds 
his  creatures  responsible  according  to  that  which  is  committed  to 
their  charge. 

With  that  usage  I  have  just  complied,  by  performing  the  im- 
pressive ceremony  of  renewing  my  pledge  of  support  to  the  con- 
stitution of  our  state  and  common  country,  appealing  to  Hep,veu, 
for  the  integi  ity  of  intention,  with  which  1  undertake  the  d'u  charge 
of  public  duties:  And  custom  requires  that  I  should,  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the 'representatives  of  the  people,  repeat  my   vows  of 
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faithfulDess  to  the  public  interests,  to  the  charter  of  our  liberties 
and  of  my  earnest  co-operation  with  you  and  your  successors,  in 
consulting  for  the  good  of  our  common  constituents  and  for  the 
glory  of  the  state. 

Whilst  the  experience  of  one  term,  as  the  executive  of  the 
state,  has  taught  me  how  easily  the  most  ardent  aspirations  and 
upright  intentions  may  fail  in  the  accomplishment  of  ends  design- 
ed for  the  public  good,  a  re-election  to  the  same  high  office  en- 
courages the  hope  that  my  past  labours  in  the  public  service  have 
not  been  wholly  unavailing  and  unacceptable  to  my  fellow  citizens; 
and  for  this  niost  gratifying  manifestation  of  their  continued  re- 
gard and  confidence,  I  avail  myself  of  this  auspicious  moment  to 
express  to  them  through  their  representatives  present,  my  grate- 
ful acknowledgments,  and  to  assure  them  that  the  measures  taken 
and  found  to  be  consonant  with  the  public  interest  and  sentiment, 
thus  sanctioned  by  them,  shall  be  urged  onward  on  my  part,  with 
a  zeal  commensurate  with  their  importance. 

Of  these  measures,  that  of  establishing  and  maintaining  public 
schools  has  been  a  favorite  one,  and  if  prosecuted  as  it  should  be, 
will  lead  our  youths  in  the  path  to  fame,  wealth,  and  rational 
gratification  of  the  mind,  and  elevate  the  character  of  our  state. 
The  venerable  statesmen  who  framed  for  us  that  constitution 
which  we  have  each  promised  to  respect  in  tiie  discharge  of  le- 
gistative  and  executive  duties,  have  declared  that  "pubhc  instruc- 
tion is  necesssary  to  the  preservation  of  a  free  government;"  and 
as  that  instrument  enjoins  it  upon  you,  to  make  suitable  provi- 
sion for  the  support  ot  common  schools,  so  far  as  any  thing  re- 
mains to  be  done,  in  the  least  calculated  to  advance  that  object, 
the  duties  of  the  legislature  will  not  be  fully  discharged.  Let  us 
then  arquit  ourselves  of  our  respective  obligations,  by  a  use  of  the 
means  and  an  exertion  of  the  appropriate  powers  granted,  for 
it  may  be  safely  affirmed,  that  our  laws  for  the  preservation  of 
public  peace,  for  the  suppression  of  vice,  and  the  prevention  of 
crime,  will  be  inoperative,  until  from  the  proper  means  of  in- 
formation, and  a  just  sense  of  duty,  our  citizens  shall  all  respect 
them,  and  be  too  proud  and  too  honorable  to  evade  their  injunc- 
tions. It  is  not  legal  liability  nor  a  fear  of  punishment  that 
will  command  obedience  to  public  law,  but  our  admiration  for 
those  institutions  which  respect  private  and  political  rights  and 
secure  us  in  our  persons  and  property. 

Next  to  the  preservation  and  perpetuity  of  our  plan  of  self-go- 
vernment, by  affording  the  necessary  means  of  instruction,  it  will 
be  our  province  and  duty,  to  encourage  agriculture  and  com- 
merce, by  diminishing  the  labor,  expense  and  risk  of  our  citizens 
in  vending  the  proceeds  of  their  industry,  and  thereby  augment 
public  resources  and  private  M'ealth.  Torealize  benefits  that 
would  flow  from  these,  we  must  in  part  rely  upon  the  im- 
provement of  our  artificial  and  natural  clianneh  of  communica- 
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tiou  for  the  conveyance  of  our  heavy  commodities  to  market* 
We  must  by  perseverance  and  a  wise  application  of  the  means 
under  our  control,  hasten  the  completion  and  extention  of  the 
public  works  in  which  we  are  now  engaged.  These,  however, 
will  accommodate  but  a  portion  of  our  citizens: — other  avenues 
will  be  needed,  and  if  I  am  not  mistaken  in  the  indications  of 
public  sentiment,  our  fellow-citizens  in  the  eastern  section  of 
the  State,  now  demand  a  line  of  canal  along  the  valley  of  White 
Water;  those  of  the  interior,  urge  their  claims  for  a  similar 
work,  pursuing  the  course  of  the  White  River.  The  intersec- 
tion of  these  proposed  lines  with  the  Wabash  and  Erie  canal,  by 
the  way[;of  the  Mississineway,  with  a  suitable  number  of 
Railways  projecting  to  and  from  the  interior  of  the  State,  where 
no  canaJing  facilities  are  afforded,  may  be  so  arranged  as  to  con- 
stitute an  acceptable  general  plan,  that  will  extend  its  benefits 
to  every  portion  of  the  State. 

I  do  not,  however,  advance  the  opinion,  that  all  the  routes 
alluded  to,  are  entitled  to  the  immediate  patronage  of  the  State, 
nor  that  they  should  all  be  commenced  during  my  second  term  of 
service,  but  I  feel  assured  that  the  day  is  not  remote,  when  the 
public  exigencies  and  sentiment  v^ill  force  them  upon  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Legislature;  and  in  reference  to  the  ultimate  ability 
of  the  state  to  accomplish  so  much,  relying  upon  her  own  ener- 
gies and  resources,  or  upon  these  combined  with  individual  pa- 
tronage, it  remains  for  us  only  to  look  at  our  peculiar  situation  in 
the  territory  of  the  United  States;  to  the  streams  constituting 
our  eastern  and  western  frontier;  to  those  interspersed  through 
the  interior;  to  the  Lake  on  the  North;  to  our  minerals,  our  rich 
forests  and  our  climate;toour'superior  soil, our  towns  and  villages; 
to  our  unprecedented  increase  in  population,  and  to  the  in- 
dustry, public  spirit  and  enterprize  of  our  inhabitants,  and  a  view 
of  these  will  quiet  all  doubts  upon  that  subject. 

In  our  future  annual  meetings,  there  is  but  little  hope  of  my 
having  much  cause  to  congratulate  you  with  improvements  in 
military  science.  That  branch  of  the  public  service,  once  the 
pride  and  boast  of  our  citizens,  has  fallen  far  behind  "the  spirit 
of  the  age,"  and  has  grown  odious  to  legislation  and  the  public. 
It  is  prostrate  and  cannot  be  resuscitated,  until  shorn  of  its  ob- 
noxious features,  by  the  interposition  of  the  national  arm.  Be- 
lieving, therefore,  that  the  people  neither  see  nor  feel  the  u- 
tility  of  a  service  which  is  a  severe  tax  upon  their  time  without 
any  visible  improvement,  I  shall  not  deem  it  my  duty  to  urge 
changes  in  a  system,  the  evils  of  which  cannot  be  remedied  by 
State  legislation,  and  which  has  no  hold  upon  the  affections  of 
our  citizens. 

On  account  of  the  five  years  exemption  of  the  new  lands  from 
taxation,  the  expenses  of  the  government  have  been  borne,  in  a 
great  measure,  by  the  people  of  the  older  counties.     That  griev- 
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ance  will,  however,  be  soon  removed  by  the  late  surrenderor  In- 
dian title,  over  the  northern  section  of  the  state,  and  that  it  may 
further  abate,  every  encouragement  should  be  afforded  to  the 
settlement  of  the  new  districts.  These  considerations,  with  that 
of  providing  for  the  wants  of  the  new  population,  will  require 
additional  local  legislation,  and  in  adding  the  nev/  territory  to 
©ur  civil  jurisdiction,  I  will  aftbrd  such  assistance  as  may  be  in 
my  power. 

In  various  sections  of  the  state,  our  present  plan  of  supplies  ty 
the  treasury,  is  creating  discontent,  on  the  ground  that  its  ex- 
actions are  oppressive  to  the  landholders,  and  it  is  probable 
the  Legislature,  at  its  present  or  a  subsequent  session,  will  be 
called  to  abandon  the  existing  plan  and  introduce  that  of  the 
ad  valorem  system. 

For  the  support  of  government,  the  burthen  of  taxation 
should  be  distributed  equally  and  levied  from  capital  actively 
employed,  from  real  and  personal  estate,  in  proportion  to  the 
productive  quality  of  each,  much  of  which  will  escape  contri- 
bution except  under  the  operations  of  the  ad  valorem  system. 

Between  the  specific  and  ad  valorem  modes  my  judgment  has 
always  chosen  the  latter,  on  account  of  its  equity,  and  because  it 
is  the  only  one  that  will  reach  every  class  of  our  citizens,  but  in 
consequence  of  the  disparity  in  the  value  of  landed  property  in 
the  old  and  new  districts  of  the  state,  I  have  hitherto  doubt- 
ed the  policy  of  a  change.  It  is  contended,  however,  that  the 
relative  disproportion  does  not  exist  to  the  extent  supposed  and 
can  only  be  traced  in  a  few  counties. 

The  first  step  necessary  towards  an  ad  valorem  system,  that 
of  procuring  a  schedule  including  every  description  of  property 
that  should  be  made  liable  to  contribution  with  the  value  of  each, 
will  afford  information  that  will  enable  the  legislature  to  act  ad- 
visedly upon  the  measure,  and  the  proposed  change  can  either 
be  suspended  or  consummated  as  may  be  found  expedient. 
"With  that  view,  I  shall  favor  such  measures  as  may  lead  to  the 
desired  change. 

In  the  event  that  the  proposed  improvement  in  our  revenue 
system  is  effected  during  my  second  term  of  service,  I  shall  deem 
it  the  proper  time  to  say  something  in  behalf  of  our  State  and 
Judicial  officerr. 

It  is  well  known  to  you  all,  that  at  the  period  of  the  organ- 
ization of  our  State  government,  we  were  poor,  and  that  our 
revenue  was  derived  from  little  more  than  sixty  thousand  inhab- 
itants, and  consequently,  was  insufficient  to  allow  liberal  salaries 
to  those  officers*  Since  that  time  we  have  advanced  in  popu- 
lation to  near  half  a  million,  our  resources  and  wealth  have  in- 
creased in  equal  ratio,  and  yet  no  additional  compensation  has 
been  allowed  for  the  vast  increase  of  business  that  has  devolved 
upon  them;  and  it  is  a  remarkable  fact,  that  while  our  inferior 
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judicial  ofRcers,  the  Justices  in  many  of  our  business  villages, 
are  receiving,  in  perquisites^  more  than  a  thousand  dollarsper 
year,  those  who  adjudicate,  in  the  last  resort,  upon  matters 
involving  life,  liberty,  and  fortune,' receive  but  seven  hundred,  a 
sum  entirely  insufficient  to  support  them,  to  enable  them  to 
purchase  books  necessary  to  a  proper  discharge  of  public  duty, 
and  one  which,  after  a  life  spent  in  the  public  service,  must,  in 
old  age,  leave  their  families  in  poverty. 

Our  citizens  are  too  just  and  too  generous  to  refuse  their  public 
servants  a  reasonable  compensation,  and  during  the  remainder  of 
my  constitutional  term  of  service,  it  will  afford  me  some  gratifica- 
tion, to  share  in  the  responsibility  and  honor  of  making  better  pro- 
vision for  these  officers,  a  measure  so  necessary  for  the  publie 
service  and  for  the  honor  of  the  State. 

My  views  of  public  policy,  generally,  having  been  freely  given 
in  my  communication  to  the  Legislature  and  elsewhere,  1  have  iu 
much  brevity,  noticed  some  of  the  prominent  measures  that  should 
be  acted  on  during  my  continuance  in  office.  I  now  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  the  situation  to  which  I  am  again  called  by  the  kind- 
ness of  my  fellow  citizens,  with  a  zeal  inferior  only  to  my  con- 
sciousness of  an  inability  to  a  proper  discharge  of  its  duties.  Re- 
lying, however,  for  aid  upon  that  Being,  of  whose  providential  care 
we  have  so  many  evidences,  and  upon  the  support  and  indulgence 
of  the  Legislature,  I  entertain  the  hope,  that  my  official  course 
may  prove  honorable  to  myself  and  beneficial  to  those,  over  whose 
general  interests  it  is  my  honor  to  preside. 

And  the  Senate  returned  to  their  Chamber. 

The  Hon.  Amaziah  Morgan,  President  pro  tempore,  rose  and 
delivered  the  following  valedictory  address: 
Senators : 

Towards  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly, 
the  absence  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  made  it  necessary  that 
you  should  elect  from  your  body,  an  individual  to  fill  the  vacant 
chair  of  the  Senate. 

Through  your  kindness  and  partiality,  I  was  selected  to  occu- 
py the  station  of  presiding  officer,  for  the  time  being. 

Distrusting  my  own  abilities,  it  was  with  reluctance, — I  might 
add,  with  fear  and  trembling,  that  I  accepted  the  proffered  ho- 
nor. 

Relying  solely  on  the  forbearance  and  friendly  aid  of  the  Sen- 
ate, I  have  endeavored,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  the 
duties  assigned  me.  In  this  reliance,  my  hopes  have  not  been  dis- 
appointed. That  I  have  erred,  and  that  frequently,  I  have  no 
doubt;  but  to  your  charily  I  look,  and  I  trust  not  in  vain,  for  ex- 
cuse. 

The  time  has  nov/  come,  when  it  becomes  my  duty,  and  a  plea- 
sant one  it  is,  to  surrender  the  station  to  other  and  abler  hands — 
to  a  distinguished  feilow-citizen,  who  has  with  such  honor  to  bim- 
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self,  and  so  much  satisfaction  to  the  Senate,  presided  over  our  bo- 
dy for  the  last  three  years,  and  whom  it  has  pleased  the  people  in 
their  sovereign  character,  again  to  call  to  the  head  of  the  Senate. 

With  cheerfulness  I  surrender  the  station,  to  occupy  my  former 
place  among  you. 

In  conclusion,  I  pray  you  to  accept  the  only  tribute  which  it  is 
in  my  power  to  tender — that  of  deep-felt  gratitude. 

Mr.  Morgan  then  conducted  the  Lieutenant  Governor  to  the 
President's  chair,  who  addressed  the  Senate  as  follows: 
Gentlemen  of  the  Senate : 

It  has  never  been  in  my  power,  at  the  close  of  the  several  ses- 
sions, in  which  I  have  had  the  honor  to  preside  over  your  delibe- 
rations, to  adhere  to  that  custom  established  by  my  predecessors, 
of  delivering  to  the  Senate  a  valedictory  address.  The  many 
acts  of  kindness  and  courtesy  which  all  its  members,  from  time  to 
time,  so  repeatedly  bestowed  on  me,  while  in  the  discharge  of  the 
arduous  and  difficult  duties  of  the  chair,  created  within  my  bosom 
a  feeling  of  gratitude  towards  them,  which  could  not  be  smothered 
at  the  hour  of  parting,  more  especially  too,  v/hen  I  could  not  but 
be  conscious  that  the  moment  we  passed  yonder  portal,  1  should  ne- 
ver behold  them  all  assembled  again  in  this  chamber.  That  these 
anticipations  have  been  fully  realized,  a  glance  over  the  Senate 
will  sufficiently  demonstrate.  Some  from  choice,  others,  perhaps, 
from  the  known  caprice  of  popular  favor,  have  voluntarily 
withdrawn  themselves  from  the  busy  and  but  too  turbulent  scenes 
of  political  life,  to  enjoy,  as  I  sincerely  hope,  the  more  substantial 
and  lasting  pleasures  of  a  tranquil  home.  So  that  at  this  moment 
I  find  myself  in  the  presence  of  but  a  small  portion  of  those  who 
three  years  ago  composed  this  Senate,  and  whom  I  had  the  hon- 
or of  addressing  from  this  place.  To  these,  therefore,  to  the  ab- 
sent, 1  embrace  this  opportunity  of  tendering  to  them  in  their  re- 
tirement, my  most  sincere  thanks  for  their  kindness  to  me  here, 
together  with  my  most  ardent  wishess  for  their  future  peace,  pros- 
perity, and  happiness. 

But,  gentlemen,  with  us  this  is  not  the  hour  of  parting;  it  is  the 
far  mo-e  cheerful  and  exhilarating  moment  of  meeting.  The 
gJoom  of  the  past  sheds  none  of  its  sombre  hues  over  the  track 
which  is  before  you,  for  all  as  yet,  with  many  of  you,  is  light  and 
life  and  animation.  Hope,  doubtlessly  touches  you  with  her  ma- 
gic wand,  busy  expectation  creates  within  you  a  glow  of  exciting 
interest;  while  fancy — sportive  fancy! — paints  on  the  bosom  of 
the  future,  those  delightful  visions,  which  of  all  others  are  the 
most  grateful  and  thrilling  to  the  heart  of  the  politician—  the 
smiles,  the  approbation  and  the  applause  of  your  countrymen: — 
In  short  you  feel  that  you  are  nerved  and  fitted  for  the  race,  and 
the  cry  with  you  is  onward!  onward!  onward!  Gentlemen,  at  a 
moment  so  auspicious,  may  I  be  permitted  to  congratulate  you 
on  your  assemblage  here;  to  join  with  you  in  giving  thanks  to 
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the  peopfe,  who  hare  so  generously  confided  to  us  the  manage- 
ment of  their  best  and  dearest  interests;  and, above  all,  to  sup- 
plicate that  our  richest  anticipations  may  not  prove  as  empty  and 
as  evanescent  as  dreams,  and  that  at  the  close  of  our  legislative 
career,  we  may  not  be  compelled  to  drink  of  the  bitter  waters  of 
disappointment. 

Without  attempting  t6  damp  the  ardour,  with  which  you  are 
about  to  enter  upon  your  respective  duties,  or  to  startle  you  with 
the  magnitude  of  the  labor  vv^hich  is  unquestionably  before  you,, 
do  1  invite  your  attention  to  some  of  the  doings  and  achievments 
of  your  predecessors.     They  have  indeed  done  much;  they  have 
reheved  you  of  a  vast   weight:  by  patient  industry,  by  untiring 
perseverance,  and  a  courage  not  to  be  subdued,  they  have  suc- 
ceeded in  bearing  down  opposition   the  most  determined;   in 
inspiring  even  the  timid  with  resolution;  and  finally  in  fixing, as  I 
hope,  on  a  broad,  deep,  and  permanent  foundation  the  policy  of 
the  state.     The  spirit  of  this  policy  is  manifesting  itself  every 
where.    The  cry  for  improvement  has  gone  forth.    It  comes  to  us 
in  distinct  notes  from  the  east ;  is  responded  to   from  the  centre; 
and  is  echoed  back  from  the  extreme  south.     The  idle  legisla- 
tion with  which  we  have  been   charged  for   some  years   past> 
has  not  proved  quite  as  idle  or  as  empty  as  its  scorners  prophe- 
cied.      The   turnpike  charters,  the  rail  road  charters,  and  the 
several  provisions  for  canal  surveys  which  are  to  be  found  so  plen- 
tifully scattered  through  our  statute  books,  if  they  have  not  built 
up  the  works  they  provide  for,  yet  have  they  performed  a  most 
important  office.      They  have  set  enquiry  afloat  amongst  the  peo- 
ple, they  have  elicited  investigation  from  all  classes,  and  from 
all  quarters;  in  a  word,  they  have  wakened  the  people  up  to  a 
lively  and  an  active  sense  of  their  own  interests,  together  with  a 
desire  for  the  interest  and  the  glory  of  the  state.     I  ventue  that 
there  is  scarce  a  log  cabin  to  be  found  in  our  wilderness,  where 
the  merits,  the  advantages,and  the  probable  cost  of  rail  roads  and 
canals  have  not  been  repeatedly  discussed  and  settled.      This  a- 
lone  is  a  victory — a  great  victory!     The  fears  of  the  many  have 
been  thus  quieted;  the  prejudices  of  others  have  been  dissipated 
to  the  winds,  and  the  way  opened  and  prepared,  for  you  and  your 
successors  to  build  upon  the  foundation  thus  laid,  a  superstructure 
tfiat  shall  at  once  give  to  commerce  a  nev  impulse ;  to  agriculture 
5«newed  energy,  and  to  the  state  unbounded  wealth  and  happiness. 
The  manner   in  which   you   are  to  acquit  yourselves  of  this 
truly  important  trust,  is  not  for  me  to  say,  or  point  out,  or   de- 
ter.iiine.     Like  the  great  mass  of  my  fellow  citizens,  I  may  hope, 
I  may  anticipate,  but  nothing  more.     I  cannot,  however,  for  a  mo- 
ment imagine  that  with  a  population  of  near  half  a  million  to  sus- 
tain you,  alike  distinguished  for  energy  and  enterprize,  occupying 
and  cultivating  a  soil  and  territory,  as  rich  and  as  fertile  as  any 
the  sun  of  heaven  shines  upon — you  will  ignommiously  fold   up 
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your  arms,  and  pause  in  the  career  your  predecessors  hare  so  hap- 
pily  marked  out  for  you.  The  day,  I  |flatter  myself,  h  not  far 
distant  when  by  the  course  of  a  bold,  a  wise  and  a  liberal  legis- 
lation on  your  part,  we  shall  be  blessed  with  the  heart  cheering 
spectacle  of  the  west  wending  her  way  with  the  rich  produce  of 
her  labor  along  our  northern  canal  to  the  great  northern  market; 
of  the  east  emptying  through  a  like  channel  on  to  the  bosom  of 
the  river  Ohio,  the  vast  surplus  of  the  interior;  and  of  the  centre 
and  south  embracing  with  the  rapidity  of  the  eagle's  flight,  the  ad- 
vantages presented  by  both,  through  the  instrumentality  of  their 
rail  ways.  Ycurs,  gentlemen,  will  surely  be  a  spirit  of  emula- 
tion— a  decent  rivalship  of  the  past;  and  inasmuch  as  improve- 
ment has  been,  and  ^is  nowthe  distinguished  order  of  the  day,  the 
great  end  of  all  your  exertions  will  be  at  least  to  extend  its  cir- 
cle. May  God  send,  that  in  this  most  laudable  design  you  and 
your  efforts  may  be  crowned  with  the  happiest  success. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  would  respectfully  commend  my- 
self to  your  best  and  kindest  feehngs.  The  experience  of  the  past 
has  taught  me  that  the  station  I  have  again  been  assigned  to,  is 
not  exempt  from  difficulties  and  vexations;  that  it  requires  rit  all 
times  and  upon  all  occasions  a  uniform  self-possession,  which  I  fear 
1  cannot  always  command.  The  preservation  of  order  is  indeed 
no  minor  achievement  either  by  the  Senate  or  its  presiding 
officer.  There  will  be  times  perhaps,  when  even  the  gravest 
«nd  the  m©st  deliberate  amongst  you,  will  be  driven  unconscious- 
ly, in  the  hurry,  the  excitement  and  the  passion  of  the  moment, 
to  a  violation  of  its  rules.  If  then  in  the  doing  of  my  duty  aught 
of  error,  or  feeling  should  creep  into  my  conduct,  I  would  most  ear- 
nestly bespeak  for  them  at  your  hands  a  consignment  to  oblivi- 
on. For  believe  me — my  ambition  will  be  more  than  gratified, 
if  at  the  hour  of  our  separation,  I  shall  have  so  discharged  the  du- 
ties of  the  chair,  as  not  only  to  merit,  but  to  obtain  your  approba- 
tion and  good  will.

William  W.  Wick  having  received  a  majority  of  the  whole 
number  of  votes  given,  was  declared  by  the  President,  to  be  duly 
elected  President  Judge  of  said  circuit  until  the  2d  of  January, 
1836. 

The  convention  then  proceeded  to  ballot  for  a  Prosecuting  At- 
torney for  the  7th  judicial  circuit,  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by 
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the  death  of  Erasmus  H.  iVl'Junkin,  anu  upon  counting  the  votes 
given,  it  appeared  on  the  first  balloting,  that 

David  M'Donald  had  received  57  votes, 
John  Cowgill  49  voles, 

and  Scattering  1  vote. 

David  M'Donald  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
given,  was  declared  by  the  President,  to  be  duly  elected  Prosecu- 
ting Attorney  of  said  circuit  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  and  af- 
the  last  day  of  the  present  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  convention  then  proceeded  to  ballot  for  a  Prosecuting  At- 
torney for  the  8th  judicial  circuit,  to  fill  a  vacancy  occasioned  by 
the  resignation  of  Chapmanjanduponcounting  the  votes 

given  on  the  first  balloting,  it  appeared  that 

Samuel  C.  Sample  had  received  83  votes, 
and  Scattering  23  votes. 

Samuel  C.  Sample  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
given,  was  declared  by  the  President,  to  be  duly  elected  Prosecu- 
ting Attorney  of  said  circuit,  for  the  term  of  two  }ears  from  and 
after  the  last  day  of  the  present  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 
The  convention  next  proceeded  to  ballot  for  a  Prosecuting  At- 
torney for  the  4th  judicial  circuit;  and  upon  counting  the  votes  gi- 
ven, on  the  first  balloting,  it  appeared  that 
John  Pitcher  had  received  87  votes, 
and  Scattering  18  votes. 

John  Pitcher  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  given, 
was  declared  by  the  President  to  be  duly  elected  Prosecuting  At- 
torney of  said  circuit,  for  the  term  of  two  years.

The  Senate  assembled. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Senate  the  annual  report  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Indiana  college,  which  is  as  follows; 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Indiana  College,  in  compliance  with 
a  joint  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana, 
concerning  said  college,  approved  January  25th,  1830,  respect- 
fully report: — 

That  inconsequence  of  the  non-attendance  of  a  quorum  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  last  year,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  cholera  in 
this  place,  no  report  was  made  to  your  honorable  body  at  that 
time.  In  1832,  when  the  Board  last  met,  they  were  under  the 
necessity  of  re-organizing  the  Faculty  of  the  college,  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  Messrs.  Parks  and  Elliott;  the  former  in  the  place  of 
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Mr.  Hall,  Professor  of  Languages,  and  the  latter  gentleman  in 
lieu  of  xMr.  Harney,  Professor  of  Mathematics.  Since  that  period, 
harmony  and  unanimity  of  sentiment  exist  among  the  gentlemen 
composing  the  faculty  of  the  college,  and  it  is  truly  gratifying  to 
the  Board,  that  they  can  bear  ample  testimony,  not  only  to  the 
talents  and  acquirements  of  the  President  and  professors,  but  to 
the  industry  and  assiduity  of  those  gentlemen  in  their  several  de- 
partments. When  the  last  report  v/as  made,  the  number  of  stu- 
dents was  between  fifty  and  sixty;  that  number  has  considerably 
increased,  and  they  at  this  time  amount  to  eighty- three,*  as  per 
catalogue  accompanying  this  report,  which  also  contains  the  names 
and  places  of  residence  of  the  students;  by  which  it  will  be  per- 
ceived that  a  large  majority  of  them  are  inhabitants  and  many  of 
them  natives  of  this  state.  The  new  college  edifice  is  not  yet  en- 
tirely completed,  but  hopes  are  entertained  that  it  will  be  so  at  an 
early  period ;  the  Board  conceiving  it  to  be  their  duty  to  husband 
the  resources  of  the  institution  as  much  as  possible;  therefore  but 
a  small  portion  of  its  funda  is  annually  appropriated  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

The  College  Library  contains  at  this  time,  as  per  report,  be- 
tween four  and  five  hundred  volumes.  These  consist  of  history, 
geography,  chemistry,  philosophy,  belles-letters,  and  a  number  of 
miscellaneous  works,  a  considerable  portion  of  which  were  pre- 
sented by  individuals  to  Doctor  Wylie,  for  the  use  of  the  college. 
An  appropriation  of  seventy-five  dollars  per  annum  has  been 
made  for  the  gradual  increase  of  the  library,  and  the  Faculty 
have  been  instructed  to  make  a  code  of  by-laws,  on  the  principle 
of  keeping  it  up,  and  see  the  same  executed. 

An  appropriation  also,  has  been  made  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  President  and 
Professor  of  Mathematics  for  procuring  a  Chemical  and  Philo- 
sophical apparatus,  in  addition  to  the  instruments  alreadv  on 
hand. 

The  Faculty  of  the  college  consists  at  present  of  a  President, 
Andrew  Wylie,  D.  D.,  and  the  two  before  named  gentlemen, 
namely:  Messrs.  Parks  and  Elliott;  the  former  receives  a  salary  of 
one  thousand  three  hundred  dollars,  and  the  latter  seven  hundred 
and  twenty -five  dollars  each  per  annum;  also  a  tutor  for  the  pre- 
paratory department  has  been  employed,  at  a  salary  not  to  exceed 
three  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Heretofore  part  of  the  salary  of  the  faculty  was  contingent  on 
the  tuition  fees,  but  it  is  now  made  permanent,  in  consequence  of 
the  comparatively  large  increase  of  the  number  of  students. 

An  act  of}our  honorable  body  v/as  some  time  since  passed,  au- 
thorizing the  sale  of  one  of  the  reserved  sections  of  land  belonging 
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to  the  college,  lying  immediately  south  of  the  edifice — part  of  the 
section  was  sold,  and  the  commissioner  did  not  feel  authorized  to 
offer  the  remainder,  without  a  renewal  of  the  act,  as  the  limita- 
tion had  expired.  The  Board  would  therefore  respectfully  sug- 
gest the  propriety  of  the  Legislature  renewing  the  act,  for  the 
sale  of  the  balarxe  of  the  south  section. 

In  proceeding  to  the  iast  requirement  of  the  joint  resolution  of 
the  General  Assembly,  rameiy:  whether  the  tenth  section  has 
been  complied  with.  This  section  forbids  the  introduction  into 
the  college  of  sectarian  tests,  or  the  inculcation  of  sectarian  prin- 
ciples. The  Board  take  great  pleasure  in  assuring  the  General 
Assembly,  that  they  are  unacquainted  with  the  slightest  abuses  of 
the  kind,  nor  do  they  apprehend  any  difliculty  on  this  score  can 
arise  at  any  time,  when  it  is  recollected  that  the  members  of  this 
Board  belong  to  different  religious  denominations  of  christians.

county.

REMARKS. 
The  Faculty,  to  whom  is  entrusted  the  government  and  instruc 
tionof  the  students,  consists  of  the  President,  who  is  also  Profes. 
of  Mental  and  Moral  Science — a  Professor  of  Mathematics,  Na- 
tural Philosophy  and  Chemistry,  and  a  Professor  of  Languages — 
a  Teacher  of  the  Prepai-atory  Department,  and  such  other  tutors 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  found  necessary.  The  course  occu- 
pies four  years;  the  first  three  sessions,  (after  entering  college,) 
are  spent  in  Professor  Parks'  department,  the  second  three  in 
Professor  Elliott's, and  the  last  two  in  Doctor  Wylie's. 

All  the  members  of  college  are  engaged  on  Saturdays,  in  exer- 
cises in  oratory,  elocution  and  composition,  under  the  superinten- 
dence of  the  President  and  Professor  of  Languages. 

No  young  man  will  be  suffered  to  remain  m  connection  with  the 
institution,  who  does  not  give  evidence  of  a*  mind  worthy  of  culti- 
ation,and  a  disposition  to  improve  all  his  opportunities. 

The  course  of  studies  pursued  in  Indiana  College  is  intended  to 
make  thorough  scholars  and  practical  men.  The  attention  of  the 
student  is  directed  to  but  one  primary  object  at  a  time,  and  his 
whole  force  and  energies  required  to  be  concentrated  on  that  ob- 
ject, and  in  this  way  it  is  found  that  more  can  be  acquired  and 
more  thoroughly  understood,  than  by  distracting  the  mind  by  a 
multiplicity  of  pursuits.

The  commencement  for  conferring  degrees,  is  held  annually,  on 
the  last  Wednesday  of  September.

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  State  Bank  in  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  act  establishing  a  State  Bank,  respectfully 
report,  that  on  the  13th  of  Feb.,  1834,  the  Directors  elected  on  the 
part  of  the  State,  assembled  at  Indianapolis,  and  with  their  Presi- 
dent were  duly  qualified  into  office,  and  respectively  gave  the 
bonds  required  of  them  as  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund. 
James  M.  Ray  was  chosen  their  Cashier,  and  on  deciding  by  lot 
the  terms  which  the  several  Directors  were  to  continue  in  offi(\e, 
that  of  R.  Morrison  was  drawn  for  one  year;  S.  W.  Norris  for 
two  years;  C.  Fletcher  for  three  years,  and  L.  H.  Scott  for  four 
years.  At  this  time  the  branches  were  located  as  follows :  1st  Dis- 
tricf,  Indianapolis — 3d  Lawrenceburgh — 3d  Richmond — 4th  Ma- 
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dison — 5th  New  Albany — 6ih  Evansville — 7th  Vincennea — 8(h 
Bedford — 9th  Terre  Haute,  and  10th  Lafayette.  Commission- 
ers for  receiving  subscriptions  of  stock,  were  appointed  for  the 
respective  Districts,  and  the  notice  required  by  law  was  direct- 
ed. 

A  special  meeting  was  called  the  20th  of  May  to  receive  the 
returns  of  stock  subscriptions,  when  it  appeared  that  the  amount 
required  by  the  charter,  had  been  subscribed  in  each  of  the  dis- 
tricts, of  which  notice  was  immediately  given  to  the  Canal  Fund 
Commissioners,  then  in  New  York. 

The  loan  authorised  by  the  state,  to  pay  ttie  first  instalment  on 
the  state  stock,  was  effected  on  the  6th  August — since  which  no 
time  has  been  lost  in  preparing  to  commence  banking  operations. 
The  individuals  subscribing  stock,  promptly  paid  their  first  instal- 
ment, at  the  time  required  of  them:  the  proper  oflicers  for  the 
branches,  were  all  duly  elected,  their  proceedings  were  approved 
at  the  first  general  meeting  of  the  parent  Board,  held  the  17th  No- 
vember; the  state  stock  whs  subscribed,  and  the  first  instalment 
has  been  paid  over,  or  is  on  the  way  for  that  purpose.  The  Gov- 
ernor, by  his  proclamation  of  the  19th  November,  authorised  the 
commencement  of  banking  operations,  and  several  of  the  branch- 
es have,  it  is  understood,  commenced  business,  though  as  yet 
no  reports  of  their  operations  have  been  received  at  the  parent 
Board. 

The  expenses  incurred  in  organizing  the  Bank,  providing  books 
and  banking  apparatus  for  the  Branches,  as  allowed  by  the  parent 
Board,  amounted  to  $'614  45  each  Branch,  except  that  at  Madi- 
son, which  required  no  gold  scales.  The  expenses  not  yet  pre- 
sented for  allowance,  will  probably  make  the  whole  amount  less 
than  ^1000  to  be  paid  by  each  Branch  for  all  charges  including 
bank  paper  necessary  to  commence  operations. 

As  the  first  instalments  of  stock  have  been  paid  in  specie, at  con- 
siderable expense  to  the  state  and  individuals,  which  certainly 
ought  not  to  be  regretted,  from  the  solid  basis  that  has  been  laid 
for  banking  transactions,  it  is  respectfully  suggested,  whether  the 
charter  might  not  be  advantageously  amended  as  to  the  second 
and  third  instalments  to  be  paid'  by  the  state. 

It  is  also  respectfully  suggested  that  the  Legislature  should  au- 
thorise the  Bank  to  calculate  their  discounter  interest  according 
to  the  standard  and  rates  set  forth  in  "Rowlett's  tables." 

Here  this  report  might  properly  terminate,  but  so  numerous  are 
the  inquiries  made  of  the  officers  of  the  Bank  as  to  the  course  to 
be  pursued,  and  the  policy  to  be-adopted  by  the  Branches;  and' 
such  erroneous  notipns  are  prevalent  on  this  subject,  that  il  may 
not  be  improper  for  the  organ  of  the  parent  Board  to  attempt  to 
express  their  viev/s  on  these  matters. 

The  management  of  the  institution,  which  the  Legislature  char- 
tered last  session,  has  been  committed  principally  to  the  stockhold- 
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ers,  whose  interests  are  such  that  it  does  not  zcell  appear  how  a 
majority  of  them  can  uniteinany  nneasure  injurious  to  the  common 
welfare.  The  state  only  appoints  such  a  portion  of  the  officers,  that 
'^he  can,  through  them  at  all  times  know  the  true  situation  of  the  in- 
stitution; but  the  control  has  been  rfzsf/?/ committed  to  persons  cho- 
sen by  the  stockholders,  that  the  steady^course  of  individual  enter- 
prise may  neyer  be  interrupted  by  political  changes  and  revolu- 
tions. 

Every  person  may  participate  in  the  privileges  granted  by  our 
charter;  those  who  have  capital  may  at  any  time  purchase  stock, 
much  of  which  will  at  all  times  be  in  market;  and  those  who  have 
notcapital,may  still  exercise  an  important  power  in  the  selection 
through  the  Legislature,  of  the  persons  who  are  to  guard  the  equal 
interests  of  the  state  in  the  institution.  By  reference  to  the  char- 
ter, it  will  be  seen  that  proper  guards  have  been  placed  against 
too  great  an  accumulation  of  power.  A  bank  has  been  establish- 
ed and  not  a  loan  office.  The  objects  to  be  effected  by  the  former 
are  to  supply  a  convenient  currency — to  facilitate  exchanges — to 
furnish  temporary  loans — to  aid  in  carrying  away  the  surplus  pro- 
duce of  the  country,  and  to  cheapen  the  prices  of  imports,  by  af- 
fording facilities  and  exciting  competition.  But  no  authority  is 
given  m  thecharier,toexereisethepowersthatproperlybelong  toa 
loan  office.  It  is  not  allowed  to  take  landed  security  in  the  first  in- 
stance, it  is  prohibited  from  holding  land,  except  for  special  pur- 
poses;— and  the  Branches  are  liable  to  suspension,  unless  they 
yield  a  certain  dividend, which  can  never  be  made  if  long  loans  be 
allowed:  so  that  it  would  appear  that  the  Bank  was  never  intend- 
ed to  supply  capital  to  a  few  favored  persons,  like  a  loan  office,  but 
to  furnish  a  currency  and  supply  facilities  for  trade  and  exchange. 
This  will  appear  still  more  evident,  by  reference  to  <hat  proceed- 
ing of  the  Legislature  which  struck  from  the  bill  a  clause  original- 
ly inserted  in  it  that  authorised  ^erma7?enY/oa"5.  Thatpower  might 
well  be  called  dangerous,  that  in  addition  to  the  usual  banking 
privileges,  could  also  influence  a  large  portion  of  community,  by 
lending  capital  for  long  periods  on  the  pledge  of  their  land.  The 
real  interests  of  the  Bank  are  undoubtedly  in  accordance  with  the 
course  intended  by  the  Legislature,  when  the  charter  wasgranted ; 
and  if  any  complain  that  their  cases  are  notprovidedfor,  it  will  ap- 
pear on  examination  that  they  have  indulged  expectations  that 
cannot  in  the  nature  of  things  be  realized.  What  they  expected 
from  the  Bank,  no  v:ell  managed  institution  could  ever  afford ;  and 
it  would  be  better  for  them  to  devise  some  other  remedy  than  to 
attempt  to  divert  the  Bank  from  the  accomplishment  of  its  legiti- 
mate objects. 

To  make  loans  for  short  periods  and  for  sperial  purposes,  and 
to  require  them,  to  be  paid  punctually,  will  be  found  the  most  pro- 
titable  to  the  Bank,  and  the  most  useful  to  the  country.  This 
mode  of  doing  business  will  keep  out  the  paper  of  the  Bank; — 
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will  bring  in  good  funds; — will  accommodate  the  greatest  number 
of  customers; — will  suit  the  business  of  those  who  are  taking  the 
productions  of  the  country  to  a  market;  and,  by  encouraging  punc- 
tuality and  regularity,  will  benefit  the  whole  community. 

If  long  loans  are  made,  only  one  set  of  men  can  be  accommoda- 
ted, nothing  will  be  coming  in  but  the  interest,  the  paper  of  the 
liank  cannot  be  kept  out;  when  the  expenses  are  deducted,  a  di- 
vidend sufficient  to  keep  the  Branch  from  being  suspended,  can- 
not be  made ;  the  customers  who  are  not  asked  to  pay  in  good  times 
will  hardly  make  an  effort  in  hard  times;  the  Board  ef  Directors 
will  cease  to  assemble  and  to  take  any  interest  when  nothing  new 
is  to  be  done;  the  responsibility  of  endorsers  will  be  less  and  less 
regarded,  and  it  will  not  require  the  aid  of  prophecy  to  foretell 
the  result.  As  the  Directors  are  all  made  personally  responsible 
for  the  consequences,  it  is  very  important  that  they  should  com- 
mence right  at  first.  If  they  deal  impartially  with  each  others' 
claims,  when  loans  are  asked  for,  by  any  of  their  own  board;  if 
they  aim  to  encourage  the  exporters,  the  manufacturers,  the  em- 
ployers, and  the  safe  business  men  of  their  vicinit}'^,  they  can 
scarcely  fail  to  augment  vastly  the  business,  enterprise,  and  pros- 
perity of  the  state.  But  if  they  suffer  a  community  of  wants  to 
produce  concert  of  action  m  granting  long  loans  to  themselves  or 
others — if  they  accept  as  principals  or  endorsers,  those  who  suffer 
themselves  to  be  sued  for  just  debts — if  they  cannot  appeal  to  a 
uniform  and  reasonable  course  of  action — if  they  suffer  their  vaults 
to  be  emptied  and  their  files  to  be  burthened  with  often  renewed 
notes,  <Aez>5  will  be  no  light  account  to  settle  with  the  public. 

In  the  circulation  of  Bank  paper,  it  has  been  found  by  experi- 
ence, that  efforts  to  send  it  to  a  distance  are  very  rarely' of  any  ad- 
vantage to  the  Bank.  The  paper  soon  returns  for  redemption, 
and  if  large  quantities  be  found  in  a  remote  district,  out  of  the  u- 
sual  way  of  trade,  suspicions  are  excited,  the  reputation  of  the  Bank 
is  injured,  and  the  field  is  soon  very  limited  in  which  the  paper 
will  be  freely  received.  But  when  the  business  m?n  around  a 
Bank  understand  that  it  is  prudently  managed,  when  it  stands  rea- 
dy to  give  support  instead  of  asking  it,  general  confidence  is  cre- 
ated, it  extends  and  enlarges  the  circle  of  business  in  every  direc- 
tion, and  it  soon  expels  other  currency  from  what  may  be  deemed 
its  natural  field  of  circulation.  Unless  a  bank  can  be  thus  conduct- 
ed, its  establishment  must  have  been  premature,  and  all  further 
operations  should  cease.

If  further  pro- 
ceedings be  had  before  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  they 
shall  be  immediately  communicated.

To  the  General  Jlssemb'ff 

of  the  Slate  of  Indiana: 

By  the  charter  of  the  Lawrenceburgh  and  Indianapolis  Rail 
Road  company,  it  is  made  the  duly  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to 
lay  before  the  General  Assembly  an  annual  statement  of  the  cost 
cf  the  road  and  of  its  income  and  expenditures.  In  complying 
with  this  requisition,  the  Board  conceive  they  will  best  fulfil  its 
spirit  and  intention,  by,  at  the  same  time  submitting  a  concise  his- 
tory of  what  has  been  done,  with  a  view  of  the  present  situation 
and  future  prospects  of  the  undertaking. 

With  the  exception  of  making  some  preliminary  examinations 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Lawrenceburgh,  and  taking  the  heigth  of 
a  few  important  points,  no  active  operations  had  been  undertaken 
until  the  present  season. 

The  increase  of  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock,  being  then' 
deemed  sufficient  td'justify  the  measure,  the  Board  took  immedi- 
ate steps  to  obtain  a  full  examination  and  survey  of  the  proposed 
road  and  estimate  of  the  cost  of  construction. 

The  character  and  success  of  the  project  depending  so  much 
upon  the  skill  and  reputation  of  the  individual  who  might  be  call- 
ed to  conduct  the  survey,  made  it  a  subject  of  anxious  solicitude 
with  the  members  of  the  Board  to  obtain  all  the  practical  know- 
ledge and  science  which  the  means  plnced  in  their  hands  would 
enable  them  to  procure.    To  obtain  the  necessary  information, 
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on  this  subject,  ^  committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Walker  and 
Peaslie  was  despatched  to  Lexington-,  whose  report  induced  the 
Board  to  call  to  their  assistance  Mr.  J.  S.  Van  De  Graaff,  then 
assistant  engineer  oa  the  Lexington  and  Ohio  Rail-road,  on  which 
he  had  been  actively  engaged  for  the  past  four  years. 

In  making  this  selection,  the  Board  felt  conscious  that  not  only 
had  their  duty  to  the  stockholders  been  performed,  but  that  a  last- 
ing and  important  benefit  had  been  conferred  upon  the  State. — 
Coming  amongst  us  with  the  highest  testimonials  of  character  and 
abilty :  with  a  reputation  already  established,  both  as  a  writer  and 
practical  man,  and  uniting,  with  the  most  ardent  devotion  to  his 
profession,  a  kindpess  of  disposition  and  courtesy  of  manners,  that 
endeared  him  to  all  who  had  the  happiness  of  knowing  him;  Mr. 
Van  De  Graaif  was  an  acquisition  of  which  we  might  well  have 
been  proud ;  and  whose  loss  must  be  long  felt  and  deplored  by  the 
friends  of  public  improvement  in  our  state. 

As  soon  as  the  necessary  instruments  could  be  procured  from 
Philadelphia,  a  corps  was  put  under  the  command  of  Mr.  Van  De 
GraafF,  who  commenced  his  field  work  in  the^arly  part  of  July 
and  continued  until  his  death  on  the  '20th  of  August,  having  pro- 
gressed with  the  survey  to  within  one  mile  of  Flat  Rock,  in  the 
county  of  Decatur,  and  about  fifty  miles  from  the  Ohio  river. — 
The  sickness  then  prevailing  in, the  neighborhood,  induced  the 
Board  to  suspend  the  survey  until  the  extreme  heat  of  the  season 
should  abate, and  to  employ  the  Assistant  Engineer  in  making  up 
the  estimates,  so  far  as  the  survey  had  progressed,  in  which  duty 
he  was  engaged  until  it  became  too  late  to  complete  the  residue 
of  the  survey  the  present  year,  and  the  Board  was  reluctantly  com- 
pelled to  postpone  it  until  next  spring. 

Accompanying  this  report,  the  Board  have  the  pleasure  of  sub- 
mitting that  made  by  Mr.  Hewitt,  assistant  engineer,  containing  a 
description  of  the  route  as  far  as  surveyed,  and  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  construction.  In  addition  to  the  facts  therein,  it  will  be 
proper  to  state,  that  although  the  whole  route  has  not  been  sur- 
veyed, yet  that  the  preliminary  examination  made  by  the  chief 
Engineer  in  the  spring,  warrants  the  assertion  that  no  obstruction 
will  be  found  to  the  continuance  of  the  work  from  the  point  where 
the  survey  terminated,  to  Indianapolis;  and  that  at  a  cost  of  con- 
struction materially  less  than  the  average  for  the  section  already 
surveyed. 

It  will  be  observed  that  no  eshmate  is  furnished  by  Mr.  Hew- 
itt, for  the  distance  from  Lawrenceburgh  to  the  head  of  Tanner's 
creek,  except  that  he  averages  it  at  the  same  rate  as  the  other. — 
An  estimate  miight  have  been  made  for  the  first  eleven  miles  from 
Lawrenceburgh;  extending  to  the  mouth  of  Fly  run;  from  that 
point  to  the  head  of  the  creek,  the  rise  being  greater  than  the  max- 
imum grade  adopted,  determined  Mr.  Van  De  Graaff,  not  to  de- 
lay upon  it,  but  to  give  it  a  more  thorough  and  careful  examina* 
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tion  on  his  return  from  Indianapolis.  In  consequence,  the  ground 
(^between  four  and  five  miles)  was  onlj  levelled,  without  the  exa- 
mination being  made  necessary  to  an  estimate. 

The  tirst  six  miles,  from  Lawrenceburgh  to  Cambridge,  had 
been  estimated  by  Mr.  .^^an  De  Graaff,  and  the  result  communica- 
ted verbally  to  the  Board  immediately  after  he  had  progressed 
that  far ;  and  on  arriving  at  Fly  run,  he  stated  to  the  members  of 
the  Board  who  attended  the  survey,  that  the  line  from  Cambridge 
to  that  place,  was  much  more  favorable,  and  the  cost  of  construction 
would  be  at  least  five  hundred  dollars  lessper  mile  than  the  first  six. 

The  expense  of  the  first  six  miles  as  estimated  by  Mr.  V"an  De 
GraafFwas  for  the  foundation,  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
per  mile,  and  takingMr.  Hewitt's  estimate  for  the  superstructure, 
three  thousand  and  ninety-one  dollars,  makes  the  whole  cost  five 
thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-one  dollars  per  mile.  This  does 
notincludethe  bridgesacross  Tanner's  creek,  atLawrenceburgh — 
the  expense  of  which  will  be  something  less  than  the  one  across 
Laughery,  estimated  at  ten  thousand,  five  hundred  and  fifty-four 
dollars;  and  will  bring  the  whole  cost  of  the  line  on  Tanner's  creek, 
somewhere  near  to  the  estimate  of  Mr.  Hewitt,  for  the  residue  of 
the  route,  namely,  six  thousand  dollars  per  mile. 

On  his  first  visif  to  the  line,  Mr.  Van  De  Graaff,  in  his  report 
made  to  the  Board,  fully  confirmed  the  previous  expectation  en- 
tertained, that  the  country  between  Lawrenceburgh  and  Indian- 
apolis, afforded  facilities  for  the  construction  of  a  road,  with  more 
gentle  curves  and  grades,  and  at  less  cost,  than  any  other 
route  yet  surveyed  and  estimated  in  the  United  States;  and 
he  reports  that  owing  to  the  cheapness  of  construction,  and  its  pe- 
cliar  adaption  to  conveyance  by  steam,  the  cost  of  transportation 
will  bo  much  reduced  below  that  of  any  other  road  within  hi? 
knowledge.  And  his  subsequent  examination  fully  confirmed  him 
and  the  Board  in  this  belief. 

It  was  a  favorite  object  with  the  Board  to  limit  the  grades  to 
within  thirty  feet  per  mile,  and  in  only  two  instances  in  the  whole 
route  as  at  present  located,  will  itbe  necessary  to  depart  from  this 
intention.  One  occurring  on  Tanner's  creek,  where  for  a  distance 
of  four  miles  the  creek  rises  fifty-five  feet  per  mile;  and  the  other 
at  Laughery,  where  a  grade  of  thirty-seven  feet  on  one  side,  and 
thirty-four  on  the  other,  was  found  necessary .  But  the  Board  are 
,yet  confident  in  the  bel'ef,  that  further  examination  will  enable 
them  to  bring  these  grades  much  nearer  to  the  desired  limit. — 
And  notwithstanding  they  are  entirely  superior  to  inclined  planes, 
and  perfectly  within  the  ability  of  locomotive  power  to  overcome, 
itis  the  design  of  the  Board  to  spare  CO  time  or  reasonable  expense 
in  their  search  for  a  better  route.  With  this  view,  it  has  been 
their  intention,  after  completing  the  survey  to  Indianapolis,  imme- 
diately to  have  placed  the  Engineer  on  the  section  from  Napole- 
on to  Lawrenceburgh,  and  to  have  given  the  several  streams  lead- 
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inginto  Laugherj,  the  westerly  branches  of  Tanner's  creek,  and 
the  country  on  Wilson's  creek,  a  careful  and  thorough  examina- 
tion. ^  "* 

The  line  commences  on  the  bank  of  Tanners  creek,  at  high 
water  mark,  and  runs  nearly  level  to  Cambridge,  only  rising  ten 
or  fifteen  feet  in  that  six  miles.  It  then  rises  with  the  creek  at 
grades  not  exceeding^^thirty  feet  per  mile,  for  five  or  six  miles,  to 
Fly  run,  a  large  westerly  branch  of  Tanner's  creek.  Following 
the  mam  creek,  it  rises  fifty- five  feet  per  mile  for  four  miles,  and 
from  thence  to  the  table  land,  the  grades  are  more  gentle.  From 
thence  the  line  was  found  to  descend  gently,  to  Flat  Rock,  where 
the  survey  was  suspended.  The  whole  rise  overcome,  being  five 
hundred  and  thirty-four  feet,  and  the  highest  point  being  the  ridge 
of  land  separating  the  waters  of  Tanner's  llogan,  and  Laughery 
creeks,  running  directly  to  the  Ohio,  from  those  of  Pipe  creek 
passinginto  White  Water.  Thispointwas  found  to  be  near  two 
hundred  and  fifty  feethigher  than  the  river  hills  at  Lawrenceburg, 
and  about  sixty  feet  higher  than  the  table  land  crossed  by  the 
line  on  Flat  Rock. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  estimates  of  the  Engineer  are  for  a 
road  made  of  oak  timber,  resting  on  a  broken  stone  foundation, 
and  plated  v/ith  heavy  iron,  of  the  weight  and  character  of  that 
used  on  the  Lexington  and  Ohio  Rail  Road.  However  desirable 
it  might  be  that  a  more  durable  material  than  wood,  should  be  us-* 
ed,  the  entire  want  of  a  substitute  in  this  part  of  the  country,  is  an 
insuperable  barrier,  nor  is  it  certain,  was  stone  within  reach,  con- 
sidering the  great  diflference  of  cost,  and  the  superior  advantages 
of  wooden  Rail  Roads  in  every  other  respect,  save  durability,  the 
ease  with  which  they  may  be  replaced  and  the  verv  great  abun- 
dance of  good  timber  on  the  line,  that  it  would  be  at  all  proper  to 
change  the  plan  of  construction. 

Throughout  the  whole  distance,  good  white  oak  timber  can  b» 
had  at  a  less  price  than  the  estimate  of  the  Engineer,  the  Board  is 
satisfied  that  on  this  item  alone,  a  saving  of  at  least  twenty  per 
cent,  will  be  made;  as  is  proved  by  the  prices  given  on  the  sr/lall 
piece  of  road  constructed  at  Shelbyville.  The  oak  rails  for  that 
work  were  furnished  at  the  price  of  one  and  three-fourths  cents 
per  foot,  delivered  on  the  spot;  and  to  be  of  the  enlarged  size  re- 
quired in  the  report  of  Mr.  Hewitt,  could  be  furnished  for  two 
and  a  quarter  cents  per  foot.  Such  would  be  (he  price  in  the 
country  about  Shelbyville,  than  which,  none  other  on  the  whole 
route  is  more  destitute  of  that  kind  of  timber.  And  when  it  is  re- 
membered that  the  major  part  of  the  line  will  furnish  it  in  much 
greater  abundance,  there  can  exist  no  doubt  but  the  saving  anti- 
cipated will  be  more  than  realized. 

The  average  for  excavation  and  embankments  allowed  by  the 
Engineer,  is  fourteen  and  one-fourth  cents  per  cubic  yard,  which 
all,  intimate  with  such  work,  al'ovv  to  be  sufficiently  high,  and  is 
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farbejond  the  contract  prices  of  the  small  improvement  made  by 
the  compan} ,  already  spoken  of.  One  leading  object  of  the  Board 
in  making  which,  was  to  ascertam  by  actual  experiment,  what  the 
cost  of  construction  would  be,  and  they  are  happy  to  state  that  it 
fully  justities  the  opinions  above  expressed.  ' 

After  the  line  passcss  Conn's  creek,  it  leaves  the  lime-stone  re- 
gion of  country;  and  it  was  supposed  from  that  point  to  Indianap- 
olis, a  distance  of  thirty-four  miles,  no  stone  could  be  found  suffi- 
cient to  make  even  the  foundation,  or  rests  upon  which  the  cross- 
lies  are  placed.  With  a  view  to  ascertain,  whether  long  pieces 
of  timber,  laid  lengthwise  the  road,  one  on  each  side  for  the  cross- 
ties  to  rest  upon,  might  not  answer  in  the  place  of  broken  stone 
foundation,  (he  one  mile  and  a  quarter  of  the  road  at  Shelbyville 
was  laid  in  that  manner.  Timber  of  various  kinds,  six  by  eight 
inches,  and  twenty  feet  long,  and  completely  covered  v^'ith  earth, 
have  been  used  for  this  purpose.  Supposing  that  by  the  time 
the  road  should  reach  that  point  in  the  course  of  construction, 
some  correct  opinion  could  be  formed  as  to  the  length  of  time  that 
such  timber  would  last  in  that  situation. 

From  Conn's  creek  to  the  Ohio  river,  stone  in  great  abundance 
is  found  at  convenient  points,  and  subsequent  examination  has  sa- 
tisfied the  Board,  that,  detached  rock  is  to  be  found  scattered  o- 
verthe  surface  of  the  country  from  Conn's  creek  to  Indianapolis, 
wherewith  to  make  the  foundation  for  the  cross-ties;  ar^d  will  su- 
percede the  use  of  timber  for  that  purpose.  After  the  road  is 
laid,  the  stone  for  the  horse  path,  (should  one  be  thought  necessary,) 
can  be  readily  brought  upon  the  road  from  the  extensive  quarries 
on  Flat  Rock,  at  very  little  expense. 

The  estimates  have  been  formed,  for  a  road  of  the  most  substan- 
tial and  improved  constuction,  and  no  expense  omitted  necessary 
to  make  it  equal  to  any  other  in  the  United  States  composed  of 
the  same  materials;  and  the  Board  has  no  hesitation  in  declaring 
their  belief  that  it  will  be  made,  taking  the  whole  route  together, 
at  an  average  cost  of  five  thousand  dollars  per  mile;  and  therefore 
that  the  capital  stock  of  the  Company,  being  five  hundred  thous] 
and  dollars,  is  fully  adequate  to  the  task. 

There  are,  however,  two  alterations  in  the  plan  of  construction, 
which  the  Board  is  desirous  of  making.  The  road  in  every  res- 
pect is  calculated  for  the  use  of  locomotive  power — and  the  speed 
and  cheapness  of  that  power  over  every  other,  will  no  doubt  oc- 
casion it  to  be  adopted  on  this  road  as  it  has  been  on  almost  every 
other  of  any  extent  in  the  United  States  and  in  Europe.  It  would 
therefore  be  proper  at  once  to  save  the  expense  of  a  horss  path. 
This  is  estimated  to  cost  three  hundred  dollars  per  mile,  and  sup- 
posing the  road  to  be  ninety  miles  long,  twenty-seven  thousand 
dollars  may  be  saved.  A  sum  sufficient  to  procure  all  the  loco- 
motive power  necessary  for  a  long  time.  And  it  will  likewise  su- 
percede the  outlay  of  capital  that  would  otherwise  be  necessarily 
mvested  in  horses. 
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In  addition  to  these  advantages,  if  steam  alone  should  he  used, 
the  intermediate  space  between  the  rails  need  not  be  so  entirely 
filled  with  earth  as  is  required  for  the  horse  path,  and  thus  the 
rails  at  least  may  be  made  to  last  many  years  longer  than  they 
would  do  were  they  brought  into  immediate  contact  with  the 
earth. 

The  other  improvement  which  the  Board  would  suggest,  is 
this; — that  black  locust  timber  should  be  used  for  the  cross- 
ties,  in  place  of  oak.  An  abundant  supply  may  be  obtained  on  the 
Ohio  river,and  can  be  furnished  on  the  line,  byusing  the  road  for 
that  purpose,  as  it  is  laid,  at  an  exppnse  not  exceeding  double  that 
©f  the  oak  timber.  The  estimate  for  this  item,  is  one  hundred  and 
five  dollars  per  mile,  and  will  be  about  ten  thousand  dollars  for 
the  whole  line;  and  thus  for  an  additional  ten  thousand  dollars  a 
material  may  be  had  that  will  make  the  road  last  at  least  twice 
as  long  as  the  one  that  has  been  proposed.  A  road  constructed 
in  this  manner,  with  locust  for  cross-ties,  and  heavy  white  oak 
rails,  the  rails  no  where  touching  the  earth,  and  with  the  joints, 
and  where  the  rail  comes  in  contact  with  the  cross-tie,  well  pitch- 
ed, can  be  made  to  last  at  least  fifteen  or  twenty  years,  and  then 
be  replaced  at  very  trifling  expense,  and,  induced  by  these  consi- 
derations, it  has  been  the  intention  of  the  Board,  as  far  as  the 
road  passes  through  the  region  of  country  producing  the  locust, 
to  use  it  for  cross-ties,  and  should  the  means  of  the  Company  be 
aided  by  the  State,  then  to  contract  the  whole  line  of  the  same 
material. 

It  has  already  been  remarked  that  one  mile  and  a  quarter  has 
been  constructed  at  vShelbyville.  By  the  charter,  it  is  required 
that  the  work  should  be  commenced  within  three  years  from  the 
passage  of  the  act;  which  period  will  expire  the  present  session. 
Desirous  of  securing  to  the  Company  the  privileges  conferred  by 
the  charter,  and  influenced  by  the  considerations  which  have  al- 
ready been  detailed,  the  Board  early  determined  on  the  construc- 
tion of  two  miles  of  road  at  the  place  named. 

Extending  from  the  town  of  Shelbyville,  two  miles  on  the  Mi- 
chigan road,  the  line  passes  over  about  half  a  mile  of  level  bot- 
tom, then  ascending  Blue  river  hill,  it  overcomes  an  elevation  of 
about  twenty  or  twenty-five  feet,  to  the  fiat  land,  and  runs  upon 
it  one  and  a  quarter  miles,  crossing  in  the  distance  two  ravines  re- 
quiring bridges,  one  <  (  twenty  and  one  of  thirty  feet  span.  The 
distance  selected,  was  supposed  to  present  a  fair  average  for  the 
whole  extent  of  level  country  from  tiie  west  side  of  Flat  Rock,  to 
Indianapolis;  and  from  its  cost,  a  very  correct  opinion  might  be 
formed  of  the  whole  expense  of  the  work  for  that  distance. 

Although  for  the  membersof  the  Board, and  mostofthestockhold- 
ers,  the  report  of  an  Engineer  would  have  been  entirely  satisfac- 
tory; yet  it  was  thought  necessary  to  disabuse  the  public  mind  of 
false  impressions,  concerning  the  cost  and  utility  of  such  works,  by 
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an  actual  experiment  about  which  there  coutd  be  no  mistake.  It 
was  also  amatter  of  great  uncertainty,  how  far  funds  might  be 
raised  to  aid  in  the  construction;  and  it  was  therefore  deemed 
highly  important  to  ascertain,  whether  a  road,  without  iron  might 
not  answer  a  useful  purpose,  in  case  the  ability  of  the  Company 
should  not  be  sufficient  to  supply  that  material. 

Having  formed  and  expressed  the  intention  of  completing  this 
piece  of  road  bv  the  4th  of  July  last,  under  the  expectation  of  hav- 
ing Mr.  Van  De  Graaff  to  superintend  it;  the  Board  found  it  ne- 
cessary to  comply  with  the  expectations  of  the  public  on  the  sub- 
ject, notwithstanding  they  were  disappointed  in  procuring  an  £n- 
gmeer  as  early  as  was  expected.  This  piece  of  road  was  accord- 
lingly  let  out  in  quarter  mile  sections  and  completed  in  about  two 
months,  by  its  enterprising  contractors.  And  when  it  is  considered 
that  it  was  built  without  the  aid  of  competent  Engineers — by  men 
without  experience  in  such  works,  and  with  the  ordinary  labor  of 
the  country,  it  is  not  only  highly  creditable  to  those  concerned, 
but  is  also  calculated  to  give  great  confidence  in  the  ability  of  the 
country  to  construct  the  work  throughout  the  whole  route,  and  at 
a  cost  far  below  the  Engineer's  estimate. 

In  the  course  of  the  day,  between  six  and  eight  hundred  per- 
sons were  passed  upon  the  road  by  one  car,  a  distance  out  and 
in  of  two  and  a  half  miles.  One  horse  was  found  able  to  draw 
from^  forty  to  fifty  persons  at  the  rate  of  nineteen  miles  per  hour, 
and  this  when  all  the  work,  both  of  car  and  road  was  new  and 
rough. 

Owing  to  the  difBculty  of  procuring  an  Engineer,  the  directors 
superintending  the  work,  did  not  deem  it  proper  to  carry  it  into 
Shelby vi lie,  as  they  could  not  tell  where  the  Engineer  might 
choose  to  cross  the  river.  The  work  was  therefore  stopped  three 
quarters  of  a  mile  from  town.  Yet  it  is  believed  that  it  affords  a 
fair  specimen  of  the  cost  of  construction  through  the  line  of  level 
country  already  spoken  of.  Upon  it  there  i,s  one  cut  of  five  feet; 
one  bankment  of  five  feet,  and  one  often — two  curves,  and  two 
bridges  already  mentioned — all  in  the  distance  of  one  and  a  quar- 
ter miles,  and  the  whole  cost  was  one  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars per  mile.  It  will  be  satisfactory  also  to  state  that  the  prices 
given  were  found  by  the  contractors  to  afford  them  an  ample  pro- 
fit;— and  that  the  work,  although  exposed  for  near  six  months, 
without  that  6are  that  would  be  taken  of  it,  if  more  constantly  in 
use,  appears  to  stand  as  well  as  when  first  constructed,  except  in 
two  places  where  the  embankment  was  too  green  when  the  rails 
were  laid,  and  they  have  settled  about  two  inches,  at  their  junction 
with  the  bridge. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  every  reasonable  expectation  pro 
mised  by  the  experiment  has  been  fully  gratified.  The  fact  that 
transportation  at  high  rates  of  speed  on  wooden  rail-ways  can  be 
attained — that  they  can  be  constructed  at  Ihe  estimated  prices, 
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and  that  the  common  labor  of  the  vicinity  is  sufficient  for  the  un- 
dertaking, when  directed  by  skilful  Engineers,  are  now  settled  be- 
yond cavil;  and  in  the  construction  of  other  parts  of  the  road,  will 
have  the  effect  to  bring  out  the  country  to  its  support,  not  only  in 
subscriptions  of  stock,  but  in  the  competition  for  contracts,  created 
by  this  confidence  in  the  ability  to  construct. 

Upwards  of  two  thousand  shares  of  stock  have  been  taken  chief- 
ly by  persons  residing  on  the  line ;  a  call  for  one  dollar  on  the  share 
has  been  made,  and  a  large  portion  of  it  paid  in;  and  some  public 
spirited  individuals  have  advanced  more  than  was  required  of 
them,  to  aid  the  Board  in  its  operations.  Instruments  of  the  new- 
est and  best  kind  have  been  procured  by  the  Company,  costing  two 
hundred  aiid  thirty-five  dollars,  and  the  expenses  incurred  may  be 
detailed  as  follows: 
Engineering,  including  the  price  of  instruments 

and  subsistence  and  pay  of  Corps,  consisting 

of  a  Principal  and  Assistant  Engineer — two 

Vane-men — one  Surveyor — two  Chair-bear- 
ers— -two  Markers,  and  one  teamster  with  a

The  item  of  expenditures  for  Engineering,  may  be  increased 
some  little,  as  a  few  small  bills  for  subsistence,  &c.  have  not  yet 
been  presented. 

The  only  profit  derived,  has  been  from  the  conveyance  of  pas- 
sengers on  the  one  and  a  quarter  miles  of  road  at  Shelbyville, — 
From  this  source,  there  has  been  received  eighty  three  dollars,  of 
which  sixty  dollars  was  taken  on  the  4th  of  July  last.  Had  the 
road  been  carried  into  Shelbyville,  the  amount  derived  from  it 
would  have  been  something  very  considerable,  considering  the 
sum  expended  upon  it. 

Having  thus  detailed  the  operations  of  the  Company,  and  stated 
its  present  situation,  the  Board  begs  leave  to  turn  your  attention 
to  its  future  prospects. 

Three  years  have  elapsed  since  the  charter  was  granted,  and  on- 
ly one  fifth  of  the  capital  stock  has  yet  been  taken.  Notwithstand- 
ing this  would  appear  to  be  discouraging,  yet  the  Board  have  the 
fullest  confidence  that  the  work  will  be  completed  within  the  time 
limited  by  law,and  will  proceed  to  lay  before  your  honorable  bo- 
dy the  rersons  for  entertaining  this  opinion. 

So  rapid  has  been  the  improvement  of  the  State,  that  we  have 
never  been  able  to  realize  our  true  situation.  Before  one  calcu- 
lation can  be  tested  by  experiment,  the  reality  far  outstrips  the 
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expectation.  Although  it  is  true  the  State  is  new,  facts  abundant- 
ly show  that  she  neither  lacks  strength  nor  resources.  Yet  many 
erroneous  opinions  are  entertained  on  the  subject.  One  year  ago 
how  many  believed  that  the  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  requir- 
ed for  the  Bank,  could  not  be  raised  without  great  embarrassment; 
yet  we  have  v/itnessed  its  payment  without  a  single  failure-  nor 
could  it  be  perceived  that  the  amount  in  circulation  was  in  the 
least  dimniished.  These  remarks  apply  with  full  force,  to  the 
country  on  this  route.  It  is  but  a  short  time  since  it  ceased  to 
produce  merely  for  consumption,  and  commenced  to  produce  for 
exportation;  and  will  soon  discover  that  it  is  rich  in  resources,  and 
will  be  clamorous  for  the  facilities  that  will  develope  and  render 
them  productive.  The  same  community  therefore,  that  in  the 
past  three  years  could  take  up  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  worth 
of  stock,  can  in  the  nine  that  are  to  come,  much  more  easily  sub- 
sciibe  and  pay  up  the  remaining  four  hundred  thousand  dollars: 
especially  as  three-fourths  of  the  whole  expenditure  immediately 
flows  back  for  subsistence  and  labor,  to  the  pockets  of  those  who 
advanced  it. 

We  are  therefore  fully  satisfied  that  the  backwardness  display- 
ed on  this  subject  by  the  pcopie  interested,  does  not  arise  from  a 
want  of  ability,  but  from  a  lack  of  knowledge  of  their  own  resour- 
ces, attended  with  some  false  notions  concerning  the  nature  and 
cost  of  the  improvement  intended. 

To  disabuse  the  public  mind  on  these  subjects,  by  collecting 
the  necessary  information  and  placing  it  in  a  sh.-tpe  that  it  may  not 
be  resisted ;  has  been  the  primary  object  of  the  Board.  The  steps 
taken,  were,  first  to  obtain  a  survey  and  estimate  of  the  expense 
of  construction  from  undoubted  authority.  And  although  circum- 
stances beyond  human  control,  and  most  distressing  in  their  char- 
acter, have  prevented  the  entire  completion  of  the  plan;  yet  it  is 
believed  sufiieient  has  been  done,  to  satisfy  the  most  scrupulous, 
of  the  practicability  and  remarkable  cheapness  of  the  work. — 
And  on  this  branch  of  the  subject,  reference  is  requested  to  the 
maps  and  profiles,  and  the  Report  of  tUe  Engineer,  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

In  the  next  place,  the  attention  of  the  B^ard  was  directed  to 
obtaining  the  information  necessary  to  form  an  estimate  of  the  a- 
mount  of  business  now  done,  by  means  of  imports  and  exports  iu 
the  country  depending  on  this  line  for  its  transportation. 

The  mode  of  ascertaining  this  was,  by  reference  to  business  men 
in  the  neighborhood,  and  where  returns  could  not  be  had,  the  po- 
pulation of  such  places  was  taken,  and  averages  formed,  by  com- 
parison with  other  districts,  whose  business  was  ascertained.  The 
amount  of  tonnage,  of  imports  and  exports  of  each  county,  the  av- 
erage prices  paid  by  each  at  present  for  transportation,  and  the 
amount  that  would  be  charged  for  the  same  service  upon  the  Rail 
Road  are  separately  carried  out  in  the  statement  hereunto  annex- 
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ed.  The  effort  of  the  Board  has  been  to  get  at  the  present  busi- 
ness of  the  country, — and,  therefore  in  the  statement  referred  to, 
DO  reference  is  had  to  the  increase  which  must  undoubtedly  take 
place.  Neither  was  it  thought  prudent  to  baie  the  calculation 
upon  any  other  counties,  save  those  immediately  adjoining  the 
road,  and  those  lying  immediately  around  Indianapolis.  Yet  the 
fact  will  readily  be  conceded  that  a  large  portion  of  the  counties 
on  each  side  of  the  line,  will  contribute  to  swell  its  revenues. 

The  questions  to  be  settled  by  this  table  are,  what  is  the  public 
to  gain  by  the  work  proposed?  and  what  are  those  to  gain  who  vest 
their  money  in  its  stock? 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  table  annexed,  that  the  several  counties 
on  the  route,  are  gainers  by  the  operation,  to  the  amount  of  two 
hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars  every  year,  in  the  single  item 
of  transportation.  The  present  cost  of  transportation  being  two 
hundred  and  ninety-six  thiousand,  and  that  by  Rail  Road  being 
fifty-two  thousand.  And  this  sum  is  divided  among  the  several 
counties  in  the  following  proportions:

all  o(  which  sums  would  be  annually  saved  and  added  to  the  active 
capital  of  the  country. 

It  may  be  said  that  we  estimated  the  whole  number  of  hogs 
driven  on  the  road  at  the  same  expense  as  it  hauled.  But  it  must 
be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  difference  in  expense,  between  hauling 
and  driving,  (which  is  not  much,)  will  be  far  more  than  made  up, 
by  the  improved  condition  in  which  the  pork  will  be  brought  to 
market.  The  farmer  who  -lives  near  to  transportation,  can  put 
from  forty  to  fifty  pounds  more  on  each  hog,  than  he  could  do  if 
the  animal  is  to  be  driven;  and  not  only  is  there  this  actual  in- 
crease of  weight,  but  the  price  of  the  whole  article  is  thereby  in- 
creased. Again :  at  present  the  producer  is  compelled  to  travel  a 
great  distance,  and  must  therefore  take  advantage  of  the  state  of 
the  roads,  and  the  consequence  is  that  too  much  is  hurried  in  to- 
gether, to  the  injury  of  the  seller.  And  intrinsicallj',  pork  that 
has  been  driven,  is  never  as  good  as  thit  which  is  not.  But  to  set 
at  rest  any  difficulty  on  this  subject,  we  need  barely  refer  to  the 
fact  that,  by  this  facility  the  market  is  brought  to  the  producer, 
and  that  instead  of  paying  to  the  land  owner  and  mechanic  on  the 
river  one  dollar  per  each  hog  for  the  barrel  in  which  it  is  packed, 
that  item,  amounting  to  sixty  or  seventy  thousand  dollars,  will  be 
saved  to  the  land  owners  and  mechanics  in  the  interior. 

In  estimating  the  advantages  to  be  derived  by  the  public,  by  this 
work,  the  saving  of  time  is  an  important  item.  Taking  Indian- 
apolis as  an  example,  we  will  find  a  saving  of  four-fifths  of  the  time 
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now  required  to  transact  its  business  with  the  river.  His  time  to 
the  business  man  is  money ;  and  the  farmer  and  merchant  who 
have  properly  thus  delayed  upon  the  route  loses  the  interest  or 
the  use  of  their  money  for  that  period.  Or  they  must  add  it  to 
the  cost  of  the  article,  and  make  the  consumer  pay  for  it,  as  is  now 
done  with  the  wear  and  tear  and  breakage  sustained  on  the  pre- 
sent roads,  all  which  will  be  removed  by  this  improvement. 

But  it  would  be  unpardonable  not  to  tumour  attention  to  the 
new  creations  of  value  that  would  thus  arise.  How  many  arti- 
cles now  lying  dead  and  valueless  on  this  route,  would  be  thus 
brought  into  use.  The  stone,  the  timber,  the  fire-wood  of  the  in- 
terior would  all  come  in  demand,  and  have  a  value  that  would  thus 
be  added  to  the  capital  of  the  country.  How  invaluable  would 
it  be  to  the  town  of  Indianapolis,  and  the  thirty  miles  of  country 
destitute  of  stone  to  be  thus  brought  in  contact  with  the  quarries 
on  Conn's  creek  and  Flat  Rock;  and  how  many  thousands  of  dol- 
lars would  be  obtained  for  that  article  vvhich  is  now  considered  an 
incumbrance.  So,  when  flour  can  be  conveyed  at  a  fair  rate,  the 
wheat  for  which  there  is  now  no  demand,  will  afford  a  fair  return 
to  the  grower,  while  the  wood  now  rotting  around  us  will  become 
valuable  for  the  use  of  the  steam  mills,  and  towns  which  will  be  e- 
rected  on  the  line. 

The  remaining  question  may  be  answered  quite  as  satisfactori- 
ly. The  amount  of  business  now  done,  will  aflTord  an  income  of 
sixty-two  thousand  dollars.  The  trifling  sum  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars has  only  been  set  down  for  passengers  and  for  carrying  of  the 
tqe  mail.  A  sum  scarcely  exceeding  that  realized  by  the  stage 
upon  the  same  route.  The  price  of  transportation  has  been  taken 
from  that  established  on  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road,  and 
the  cost  of  transportation  has  been  derived  from  the  experience 
of  the  same  company.  Yet  it  is  not  a  true  criterion,  the  cost  of 
carriage  by  use  of  horse  power,  which  is  still  used  on  that  road, 
being  much  greater  than  with  steam,  and  the  unusual  straightness 
of  this  route  giving  it  a  decided  advantage. 

It  is  firmly  believed  that  in  the  two  or  three  years  in  which  the 
road  would  be  constructing,  the  great  influx  of  capital,  occasioned 
by  its  commencemeot — the  stimulation  it  would  afford  to  increas- 
ed production,  and  the  new  articles  of  traflic  it  would  bring  into 
notice,  would  swell  the  revenues  of  the  Company  to  many  times 
the  amount  above  stated.  But  all  will  be  satisfied  to  say  that,  on 
the  first  year  after  its  completion,  at  least  double  the  business  will 
be  done  upon  it  that  is  now  done  on  the  present  road.  Ifso,  there 
would  be  a  gross  revenue  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  thousand 
dollars  per  annum;  from  which  deduct  expenses, eighty  thousand 
dollars,  (which  includes  all  repairs,)  leaves  a  nett  revenue  of  fox- 
ty-four  thousand  dollars,  affording  a  dividend  of  nine  per  cent,  on 
(be  capital  expended.  There  is,  however,  no  restriction  to  pre- 
tent  the  Company  increasing  the  toll  to  acy  anr.ounti  until  the  nao- 
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ney  expended  and  interest  is  refunded.  The  above  estimate  is 
made  at  a  charge  of  five  cents  per  ton  per  mile,  wliile  the  ordina* 
ry  cost  of  waggoning  will  average  twenty-eight  cents.  It  will 
therefore  be  entirely  in  the  power  of  the  Company  to  put  up  the 
prices  of  transportation  to  an  amount  that  will  pay  the  stockhold- 
ers twenty-five  or  thirty  per  cent.,  and  yet  command  all  the  busi- 
ness of  the  country. 

That  a  dividend  of  fifteen  per  cent,  can  be  commanded  without 
being  burthenson^e  to  the  community,  even  from  the  first,  is  not 
doubted  by  the  Board.  And  that  it  will  afford  a  sufficient  in- 
ducement for  the  investment  of  capital;  if  not  from  this  country, 
at  Jeast  from  other  States,  where  it  is  not  so  much  in  demand. 

That  no  effort  has  been  made  to  obtain  a  subscription  of  stock 
abroad,  has  been  owing  to  our  inability  to  obtain  those  estimates 
and  surveys  necessary  to  the  right  understanding  of  the  subject. 
And  the  members  of  this  Board  view  with  reluctance  the  neces- 
sity which  may-compel  them,  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  to 
carry  this  stock  into  a  foreign  market;  and  place  such  valuable 
privileges  and  vast  power  over  the  property  and  interests  of  the 
citizens  of  the  State,  in  the  hands  of  men  having  no  common  in- 
terest wi^h  us — and  they  yet  indulge  the  hope  that  when  these 
things  are  fairly  and  honestly  laid  before  the  people,  they  will, 
either  collectively  or  individually,  come  forward  vigorously  to  the 
undertaking.  We  have  already  expressed  our  firm  belief  that 
the  work  will  be  done  within  the  time  limited;  but  this  we  think 
is  not  enough  to  satisfy  the  great  interests  involved  in  this  matter, 
and  the  question  we  would  \\  ish  to  lay  belore  your  honorable  bo- 
dy is,  whether  this  work  shall  be  suflE'ered  to  linger  for  nine  years 
or  be  completed  in  two  or  three. 

If  it  can  be  completed  in  three  years,  but  should  not  be  under 
nine,  then, if  our  calculation  be  correct,  that  two  hundred  and  for- 
ty thousand  dollars  is  the  annual  excess  of  cost,  by  theS"  present 
conveyance,  an  injury  will  be  sustained  by  the  Stale,  equal  to 
one  million  six  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars;  or  rathc;r,  by 
completing  this  work  six  years  sooner,  one  million  and  a  half  will 
be  saved  and  added  to  the  capital  of  the  country. 

The  view  taken  of  the  importance  of  this  matter  has  been  so  far 
entirely  confined  to  the  interest  of  the  country  between  Indianap- 
olis and  the  Ohio.  But  this  is  altogether  too  sectional.  Equally 
interested  are  the  people  from  this  point  to  the  Lake.  Indeed, 
the  work  contemplated,  is  but  one  link  of  the  great  chain  of  rail 
ways  that  IS  to  connect  the  sea  coast  with  upper  Illinois,  Missouri, 
and  the  JVJississippi; — and  will,  ere  long,  be  as  much  the  higii- 
way  of  nations  as  those  now  making  from  the  Ohio  to  the  Atlan- 
tic. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  would  sny,  that  in  making  the  applica- 
lion  for  State  assistance,  which  is  hereby  done,  there  is  no  wish  to 
limit  the  Legislature  in  the  exorcise  of  its  own  discretion  as  to  the 
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manner  in  which  this  assistance  is  to  be  afforded.  And  that 
whether  it  shall  be  the  desire  of  the  State  to  take  upon  herself 
the  whole  work,  or,  to  obtain  a  control  over  the  operations  of  the 
Company  by  the  subscription  of  a  majority  of  its  stock,  or  with  a 
lesssubscriplion,  to  aid  the  stockholders  with  the  use  of  her  cre- 
dit, a  hearty  concurrence  will  be  given  by  those  whom  we  have 
the  honor  to  represent.

Mr.  Clark,  from  the  joint  committee  on  Public  Buildings,  made 
the  following  report : 

Mr.  President — 

The  joint  committee  on  Public  Buildings,  to  whom  was  refer- 
red that  portion  of  the  Governor's  message  which  relates  to  the 
erection  of  the  State  House,  direct  me  to  report,  that  they  have 
made  a  partial  examination  of  the  subject  referred  to  their  con- 
sideration, chiefly  with  a  view  to  ascertain  the  propriety  of  au- 
thorising the  commissioners  to  make  certain  modifications  in  the 
construction  and  arrangement  of  the  Senate  Chamber  and  Hall 
of  the  House  of  Representatives.  By  the  drawings  representing 
the  form  and  arrangement  of  the  Chambers  for  the  two  branches 
of  the  Legislature,  and  by  the  stipulations  of  the  contract,  the 
area  of  each  room  was  intended  to  be  of  a  semicircular  form,  hav- 
ing, on  each  side,  lobbies  and  galleries.  It  is  proposed  by  the 
commissioners,  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Ithiel  Town,  the  contrac- 
tor and  the  architect  of  the  building,  to  dispense  with  the  galle- 
ries in  both  Halls,  the  rooms  being  so  large  as  to  adnriit  of  lobbies 
of  sufficient  extent  for  the  convenience  of  speciators,  and  there 
being  no  windows  by  which  the  galleries  could  be  lighted,  it  is 
thought  that  they  would  be  dark  and  incapable  of  being  ventilat- 
ed. 

From  the  great  width  of  the  building,  the  central  portions,  in 
which  the  seats  for  members  of  either  House  will  be  placed,  will 
not  probably  receive  a  sufficient  supply  of  light,  especially  in  dark 
weather,  or  when  the  lobbies  are  crowded  with  spectators,  inter- 
cepting the  light  transmitted  through  the  windows  at  the  sides  of 
the  building.  To  remedy  the  defhciency  of  light,  and  to  add  to 
the  architectural  effect  of  the  building,  sky  lights  are  proposed. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  change  the  Senate  chamber  into  a  square 
form,  separating  the  lobbies  from  the  area  to  be  occupied  by  the 
Senate,  by  a  double  row  of  columns.  By  this  arrangement,  two 
rooms,  one  on  either  side  of  the  President's  seat,  will  be  gained, 
without  diminishing  the  space  allotted  for  the  seats  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Senate.  And  the  richness  of  its  appearance,  and  its 
architectural  beauty,  will,  it  is  thought,  be  greatly  increased,  with- 
out any  material  addition  of  expense. 

The  committee  have  directed  me  to  report  a  joint  resolution 
herewith,  entitled  "a  joint  resolution  relative  to  the  State  House."

President  of  the  Senate : 
Sir — Permit  me  through  you,  to  lay  before  the  Senate,  my  an- 
nual Report  of  the  operations  on  the  Michigan  Road,  with  the  ac- 
:ompanying  documents. 

Respectfully, 

WILLL\M  POLKE,  C.  M.  R. 

In  obedience  to  the  "act  to  provide  for  selling  the  Michigan 
Road  Lands,"  &c.,  approved  February  2d,  1832,  the  undersign- 
ed commissioner,  submits  the  following  Report: 

That  on  the  16th  day  of  April  last,  having  previously  advertised 
he  same,  he  commenced   at  the  town  of  Laporte  to  let  out  the 
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Improvements  at  public  sale,  of  such  miles  and  parts  of  miles  as, 
in  his  opinion,  would  be  most  beneficial  to  the  road,  and  continued 
the  sales  until  the  12th  of  May,  at  which  time  he  held  the  last 
sale  at  Madison. 

After  the  public  sales  were  completed,  having  an  unexpended 
balance,  he  proceeded  to  lay  off  the  road  into  three  districts;  the 
first  district  to  extend  fi*om  the  1st  to  the  70lh  mile,  the  2d,  irom 
the  70th  to  the  162d  mile,  reaching  to  the  Wabash  river  at  Lo- 
gansport,and  the  3d  from  Logansport  to  Lake  Michigan;  and  ap- 
pointed superintendents  to  the  tirstand  second  districts,  requiring 
them  to  pass  the  road  frequently  and  inspect  the  work  as  it  pro- 
gressed, and  to  enter  into  such  additional  contracts  as  might,  on 
examination  appear  necessary.  To  the  first  district,  Daniel  Kel- 
so, Esq.  was  appointed,  and  to  the  second,  Horace  Bassett,  Esq., 
the  third  district  was  personally  superintended  by  the  Commis- 
sioner. He  was  induced  to  adopt  this  course,  from  the  conviction 
that  more  beneficial  improvements  woukl  be  made;  tliat  the  pay 
of  the  superintendents  would  be  an  actual  saving  to  the  road  fund, 
and  that  the  improvements  would  be  of  a  better  character,  by 
the  employment  of  such  a  superintending  agency  whilst  the  work 
was  in  progress,  and  the  result  has  not  disappointed  h^sjust  expec- 
tations. Had  it  not  been  for  the  uncommon  df'gree  of  sickness 
during  the  past  season,  he  believes  the  contracts  would  generally 
have  been  completed,  but  owing  tothatcircumstance,sorr>e  remain 
unfinished.  Nevertheless,  the  Coniinissionor  has  the  satisfaction 
of  informing  the  General  Assembly,  that  the  improvements  are  in 
such  a  state  of  forwardness,  that  no  serious  injury  will  be  sustain- 
ed by  the  public  from  that  cause,  and  the  completion  of  the  con- 
tracts early  in  the  ensuing  spring,  will  be  of  more  solid  and  per- 
manent advantage  to  the  road  than  to  have  been  completed  late  in 
the  present  season. 

The  uncommon  emigration  to  the  North,  and  the  amount  of 
merchandize,  (principally  salt  and  other  heavy  articles,)  which  has 
been  transported  from  South  Bend,  Michigan  City,  and  '  other 
places  to  the  Wabash,  &:c.,  in  the  unfinished  stale  of  the  road, 
has  much  impeded  the  progress  of  the  work,  and  materially  inju- 
red the  same,  before  it  became  sufhciently  settled  for  carriages  to 
pass  over  with  ease  and  facility. 

There  has  been  sold  of  Michigan  Road  Lands  since  my  last  re- 
port, commencing  Dec.  4th,  1833,  to  November  2lst,  1834,34,- 
071  acres  and  8-100,  as  will  appear  by  certificates  numbered 
from  1342  to  174fiinclusive;  amounting  to  42,588  dollars  and  57 
cents.  By  deducting  the  number  of  acres  sold  from  the  amount 
that  was  unsold  at  the  time  of  the  last  report,  there  will  remain 
for  the  further  improvement  of  the  Ron  i,  30,933  25-100  acres, 
subject  to  the  scrip  in  circulation  and  other  claims  on  the  Road 
Fund. 

The  undersigned,  on  the  16th  of  January  of  the  present  year, 
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addressed  a  letter  to  the  Honorable  E.  Hayward,  of  which  docu- 
ment His  a  copy.  That  officer  not  being  authorised  by  the  ex- 
isting laws  to  comply  with  the  request  therein  made,  the  subject 
was,  by  the  Hon.  John  Tipton,  brought  before  the  Congress  oi 
the  United  States, and  a  law  passed,  approved  June  28th,  1834, 
authorising  other  land  to  be  selected  in  lieu  of  the  sections  thciein 
named. 

The  undersigned  has  proceeded  to  make  the  selections  aiithoria- 
ed  by  the  law  above  referred  to,  and  of  other  sections  to  complete 
the  entire  road  grant,  amounting  in  all  to  five  sections.  It  will 
therefore  be  with  the  General  Assembly  to  pass  a  law  for  the  sale 
of  these  lands  at  such  time  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

Should  the  General  Assembly  authorise  a  continuance  of  the 
improvements  on  the  road  the  ensuing  year,  the  Commissioner 
■would  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  having  plain  and  sub- 
stantial bridges  over  Eel  and  Tippecanoe  rivers,  as  the  travel  on 
the  road  urgently  requires  such  improvements;  much  inconven- 
ience being  experienced, especially  durmg  the  winter,  on  account 
of  high  water  and  ice. 

Tlie  accomplishment  of  the  last  named  work?  would  complete 
the  bridging  of  all  the  streams  from  the  Ohio  River  to  Lake  Mi- 
chigan, with  the  exception  of  White  River  and  the  Wabash;  the 
bridging  of  which  the  Road  Fund  will  be  insufficient  to  accom- 
plish, unless  Congress  would  donate  to  the  Stale  of  Indiana,  the 
fractional  sections  connected  with  the  Michigan  Road  Surveys 
through  the  late;  Pottawattamie  purchase.  These,  it  is  confidently 
believed,  would  be  sufficient  to  bridge  those  streams,  and  would 
afford  such  facilities  for  settling  the  country,  and  increasing  the 
sales  of  United  States  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  road,  that  the  Ge- 
neral Government  would  not  lose  by  the  donation.  It  is  more 
desirable  that  all  the  stre.^ms  should  be  bridged,  as  it  is  believed 
an  important  stage  route  will  pass  along  the  road  from  Indianap- 
olis, to  connect  with  the  route  from  Detroit  to  Chicago,  which  is 
now  in  successful  operation,  and  will  complete  the  line  from  the 
Ohio  river  through  the  centre  ofIndiana,by  stages  and  steamboats 
to  New  York. 

Paper  A,  herewith  submitted,  shews  in  a  tabular  form,  the  a- 
mount  and  nature  of  each  contract,  with  the  improvements  re- 
quired, from  Madison  to  Logansport. 

Paper  B,is  a  similar  statement  of  private  contracts  entered  in- 
to between  the  same  points. 

Papers  C  and  D,  are  similar  statements  of  the  public  and  pri- 
vate contracts  between  Logansport  and  Michigan  City. 

Paper  E,  is  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  Scrip  due  each  indi- 
vidual contractor  when  final  sftllement  shall  have  been  made. 

Paper  F,  is  a  statement  of  clerk  hire,  stationary,  Printers'  bills, 
and  all  other  contingent  and  incidental  expenses  since  last  report. 

Paper  G,  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  of  instructions  to  D.  Kelso,  a  si. 
milar  one  having  been  addressed  toH.Bassett,  Esq. 
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Papers  H  and  I,  are  copies  of  letters  to  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office.

You  will  be  furnish- 
ed with  all  the  necessary  papers,  field  notes,  etc.  to  enable  you 
to  determine  when  their  contracts  are  completed,  and  when  com- 
pleted, you  will  certify  the  same  to  me,  which  will  entitle  each 
contractor  to  reeeive  his  scrip,  on  presenting  such  certificate  at 
the  office  of  the  Michigan  Road  Commissioner  at  Chippewa,  Cass 
county,  on  the  Michigan  Road.

Mr.  President — 

The  House  of  Representatives  have  passed  without  amendment 
an  engrossed  bill  from  the  Senate  (No.  4)  to  vacate  the  town  of 
Bairdstown  in  Harrison  county. 

They  have  passed  an  engrossed  bill  of  the  House  (No.  14)  en- 
titled an  act  to  provide  for  the  election  of  one  justice  of  the  peace 
in  the  towns  therein  named. 

In  which  1  am  instructed  to  ask  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate. 

The  engrossed  bill  in  the  message  (No.  14)  was  read,  and 

Ordered,  That  it  pass  to  a  second  reading. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Senate  the  following  communica- 
tion from  the  commissioners  for  the  erection  of  a  State  House: 
.'i 

Indianapolis,  Dec.  6,  1834. 

To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana : 

The  undersigned  commissioners  to  superintend  the  erection  of 
the  State  House  respectfully  report,  that  during  the  past  year, 
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the  progress  of  tlie  building  has  been  such  as  to  satisfy  them  that 
it  may  be  completed  at  least  one  year  sooner  than  is  required  by 
the  contract,  and  this  the  contractor  proposes  to  do,  provided  ihe 
payments  can  be  made  as  the  work  progresses.  This  we  have 
reason  to  believe  can  be  done,  except  the  amount  required  by  law 
to  be  reserved  until  the  building  is  completed.  The  workman- 
ship and  materials  used  in  the  i)uildirg  are  thus  far,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  commissioners,  equal  to  the  requisitions  of  the  contract. 
^16,433  83  has  been  paid  to  the  contractor  for  work  done  and 
materials  furnished  between  the  1st  December,  1833^,  and  the  1st 
December,  1834. 

Several  alterations  in  the  plan  of  the  building  have  been  pro- 
posed by  the  contractor,  none  of  which  will  materiaily  augment 
the  cost,  and  several  of  them  vv'e  believe  should  be  made.  It  hfis 
been  proposed  to  place  the  stairs  at  the  outside  instead  of  the  cen- 
tre of  the  rotunda;  to  make  sky  lights  for  ihe  tvvo  Halls;  to  have 
for  the  second  story,  first  a  rough  ilcor,  then  a  covering  of  lime 
mortar,  and  then  a  floor  of  ihin plank,  which  it  is  supposed  would 
lessen  the  noise  from  below  and  be  a  great  security  against  fire. 
The  Senate  Chamber  also  might  be  altered  according  to  a  draw- 
ing exhibited  by  the  contractor;  but  the  commissioners  do  not 
think  that  the  galleries  in  the  Uepresentatives'  Hall  should  be 
dispensed  with. 

In  conclusion,  they  beg  leave  respectfully  to  suggest  that  pro- 
vision should  be  made  for  enclosing  the  State  House  square;  that 
the  appointment  of  a  person  to  be  specially  charged  with  the  pro- 
tection of  the  building,  should  be  authorised  by  law,  and  that  the 
defacing,  injuring  or  endangering  the  building  should  be  prohib- 
ited by  sufficient  penalties.

The  bridge  over  White  river  was  completed  on  the  7th  of 
June  last,  at  which  tinne  under  an  aet  of  the  General  Assembly, 
approved  Feb.  2,1833,  closed  the  term  for  which  the  ferry  and  ferry 
house  were  leased,  and  as  directed  in  the  act,  was  exposed  to  sale 
and  bid  off  at  ^760.  This  sale  only  included  the  ferry-house  and 
lot  144,  on  which  it  stands — lot  145  on  the  east  side  of  White  riv- 
er, and  lot  l,on  the  west  side,  were  reserved  from  sale.  These 
lots  and  the  ferry  privilege  should  remain  the  property  of  the 
state.  The  bridge  may  by  some  casualty  be  destroyed:  in  such 
an  event,  that  piece  of  public  property  will  prove  as  heretofore, 
profitable;  but  were  there  not  the  least  probabiUty  of  its  ever 
yielding  a  cent,  yet  it  would  be  unwise,  I  would  respectfully  sug- 
gest, for  the  state  to  expose  them  to  sale.  They  might  become 
the  property  of  some  one  whose  cupidity  would  lead  to  the  des- 
truction of  this  expensive  bridge. 

The  balance  yet  accruing  to  the  state  from  the  sale  of  lots,  lea- 
ses, &c.  will  amount  to  about  ,f  15,000,  the  major  part  of  which  will 
become  due  during  the  following  year. 

The  progress  which  will  probably  be  made  towards  the  com- 
pletion of  tne  State  House  during  the  year  1835,  will  forbid  the 
extension  of  the  relief  law  of  last  session,  to  purchasers  of  lots.

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The  bill  (No.  22)  was  read,  and 

Ordered,  That  it  pass  to  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  Long,  from  a  select  committee,  made  the  following  report: 

Mr.  President — 

The  select  committee,  to  which  was  referred  a  "a  bill  provid- 
ing for  the  appropriation  of  certain  unexpended  balances  of  the 
3  per  cent,  fund,  appropriated  prior  to  1830,"  have  had  the 
same  under  consideration,  and  have  directed  me  to  report  said 
bill  to  the  Senate  without  amendment. 

The  bill  (No.  23)  was  read,  and 

On  motion  of  iVJr.  Long,  was  rejected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Clark,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  judiciary  committee  be  instructed  to  inquire 
into  the  expediency  of  authorising  married  females  under  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  to  join  with  their  husband  in  conveyancess  of 
real  estate,  and  to  relinquish  their  right  of  dower. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sigler,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  education  be  instructed 
to  inquire  what  amendments  are  necessary  to  be  made  to  the 
laws'of  jthis  state,  on  the  subject  of  county  seminaries,  and  to 
inquire  into  the  expediency  of  revising  and  collecting  all  the  pro- 
visions of  the  several  acts  on  that  subject  now  in  force,  together 
with  such  amendments  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  into  one  ge- 
neral law,  with  leave  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Clark,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Agent  of  State  for  the  town  of  Indianapo- 
lis, be  requested  to  lay  before  the  Senate,  a  statement  of  the  a- 
mount  of  funds  arising  from  the  sale  of  lots  in  the  town  of  Indian- 
apolis; and  also  to  inform  the  Senate  of  the  number  and  situation 
of  lots  reserved  from  sale.

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  State  be  requested  to  lay  be- 
fore the  Senate,  the  number  of  counties,  the  school  commission- 
ers of  which  have  made  returns  of  land,  in  conformity  to  an  act  to 
provide  a  fund  to  encourage  common  schools,  approved  Februa- 
ry 2, 1832,  and  the  aggregate  amount  of  land  reported  as  unre- 
deemed. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Senate,  a  report  from  the  Trea- 
surer of  State,  in  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Senate,  of 
the  13th  instant,  requiring  him  to  report  to  the  Senate,  the  sub- 
stance of  all  the  returns  received  by  him,  in  pursuance  of  the  2d 
and  7th  sections  of  "an  act  for  the  encouragement  of  common 
schools,"  approved  February  2, 1832;  which  is  as  follows:

To  the  Hon.  David  Wallace, 

President  of  the  Senate : 

The  Treasurer  of  State  in  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the 
Senate,  of  the  13th  inst.  "requiring  the  Treasurer  of  State  to  re- 
port to  the  Senate  the  substance  of  all  the  returns  received  by  the 
Treasurer,  in  pursuance  of  the  2d  and  7th  sections  of  an  act  for 
the  encouragement  of  common  schools."  Approved  2d  February, 
1832, 

Submits  the  accompanying  abstract,  exhibiting  as  far  as  the  im- 
perfect character  of  the  returns  will  permit,  the  substance  of  the 
returns  of  school  commissioners  called  for  by  the  resolution. 

In  1832,  returns  were  received  from  twenty-four  counties,  and 
in  1833  from  twenty-two  counties.  But  seventeen  counties  have 
yet  made  returns  for  1834.  The  average  number  of  returns  for 
the  three  years  the  law  has  been  in  force,  is  twenty-one;  leaving 
about  fifty  counties  in  each  year  from  which  no  return  was  made. 
Although  the  abstract  now  presented,  contains  a  list  of  forty-one 
counties,  yet  it  will  be  seen  on  examination,  that  half  of  this  num- 
ber failed  to  make  return  in  some  one  of  the  three  years.  There 
are  thirty-nine  counties  that  have  never  made  a  return. 

The  neglects  and  errors  in  reference  to  the  duties  and  requif©- 
ments  under  the  act  in  question,  seem  to  consist, 

First — In  the  neglect  m  some  instances  of  collectors,  in  making 
proper  returns  to  the  school  commissioners. 

Second — the  most  culpable  neglect  on  the  part  of  school  com- 
missioners, in  failing  to  make  their  returns  to  the  Treasurer  of 
Slate:  and 

'Third — The  great  imperfection  and  want  of  uniformity  in  such 
returns  as  are  made.     Some  of  which  only  give  the  nuujber  of 
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acres  of  land  returned,  without  setting  forth  the  rate  or  amotint  of 
tax.  Others  give  the  state  tax,  omitting  the  county  and  road  ta*, 
and  also  omitting  to  state  the  amount  paid  in  redemption.  Oth- 
ers give  the  amount  paid,  omitting  every  other  matter.  Some  in- 
clude, and  others  exclude  town  lots. 

It  will  beseen  that  the  aggregate  amount  of  land  tax  returned 
to  the  school  commissioners  for  non-payment,  for  the  years  1832, 
'3,  and  '4,  is  three  thousand  sixty-three  dollars  and  three  cents. 
And  that  the  amount  paid  in  redemption,  is  one  thousand  one  hun- 
dred twenty-eight  dollars  and  twenty  cents.  These  results  being 
derived  from  the  returns  of  but  twenty-one  counties  per  year  (be- 
ing less  than  one  third  of  the  number  in  the  stale,)  it  is  fair  to  pre- 
sume, that  three  times  as  much  would  have  been  presented,  had 
the  returns  been  promptly  and  correctly  made  from -all  the  coun- 
ties in  the  state. 

Upon  this  presumption,  the  total  amount  of  tax  so  returned, 
would  have  been  nine  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  dol- 
lars,— and  with  the  fifty  per  cent,  authorised  to  be  added,  would 
make  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  seven  hundred  eighty-three 
dollars  and  fifty  cents.  The  amount  paid  m  redemption  upon  the 
same  supposition,  would  have  been  three  thousand  three  1  u  idred 
eighty-four  dollars  and  sixty  cents. 

If  we  may  indulge  in  anticipation,  and  a  just  estimate  may  be 
predicated  upon  the  basis  here  presented,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
amount  now  returned  to  the  school  commissioners,  with  its  inter- 
est, and  the  annual  accumulations,  by  returns  to  school  commis- 
sioners, will  in  1842,  (being  ten  yean  from  the  passage  of  the  law,) 
amount  to  the  sum  of  sixty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-seven dollars  and  twenty-nine  cents,  exclusive  of  the  inter- 
est on  the  accruing  and  subsequent  payments,  which  if  taken  into 
consideration,  would  in  ten  years  from  the  enactment  of  the  law, 
present  an  aggregate  of  little  short  of  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

Notwithstanding  the  imperfect  character  of  most  of  the  re- 
turns, yet  enough  is  exhibited,  to  show  the  importance  and  hope- 
ful results  of  the  law,  as  well  as  the  great  necessity  of  such  amen- 
datory provisions,  as  will  ensure  more  certainty  in  the  returns, 
and  accuracy  and  uniformity  in  their  character.  To  prevent 
embarrassment  in  land  titles,  and  to  provide  as  early  as  may  be,  for 
the  disposition  of  lands  which  may  remain  unredeemed  at  the  ex- 
piration of  three  years,  I  respectfully  refer  to  the  suggestions  of 
my  predecessor,  on  that  subject  in  his  last  report.

The  President  laid  before  tiie  Senate  the  second  annual  report 
of  the  trustees  of  South  Hanover  college,  which  is  as  follows, 
viz. 

South  Hanover,  Dec.  11,  1834. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, 

of  the  State  of  Indiana: 

Gentlemen, 

In  conformity  with  the  duty  imposed  by  an  amendment  to  the 
act  of  their  incorporation,  the  trustees  of  Hanover  College  beg 
leave  to  submit  their  second  annual  report. 

The  plan  of  the  Manual  Labour  Department  of  the  Institution 
having  been  reported  last  year,  the  trustees  would  just  say  that 
they  have  made  no  radical  change  in  it,  except  it  be  the  introduc- 
tion of  printing.  They  have  at  present  two  presses  in  operation ; 
and  can  give  employment  to  about  thirty  students,  two  hours  per 
-day.  Their  plan  contemplates  the  employment  of  from  fifty  to 
seventy  young  men  in  this  way,  so  soon  as  circumstances  will  per-

mit.  This  can  be  done  by  employing  two  or  three  additional 
presses  on  stereotype  works,  which  will  furnish  a  very  healthful 
employment.  Farming,  circumstanced  as  they  are,  is  found  to 
be  less  profitable  than  they  had  anticipated,  and  will  consequent- 
ly not  be  carried  on  extensively.  During  the  winter  session,  a 
number  of  young  men  are  profitably  employed  in  cutting  wood. 
The  effects  of  the  system  are,  the  trustees  believe,  of  the  most  sa- 
li^tary  kind.  A  few  preliminary  remarks  will  prepare  the  way, 
briefly  to  present  them. 

They  cannot  but  regard  the  present  popular  mode  of  education 
as  being  an  innovation  on  the  established  custom  of  antiquity,  if 
not  a  departure  from  the  common  sense  principle.  That  educa- 
tion was  carried  to  a  high  degree  of  perfection,  in  the  ancient  Re- 
publics of  Greece  and  Rome,  is  abundantly  evident,  from  the 
splendid  monuments  which  remain  of  intellectual  greatness,  in 
almost  every  depaitment  of  science.  And  yet,  every  one  ac- 
quainted with  Grecian  and  Roman  history,  knows  full  well  that 
physical  and  mental  cultivation  were  never  by  them  separated. 
They  would  no  more  have  thought  of  dispensing  with  their  gym- 
nasta  and  palastra  than  they  would  with  their  academies  and  ly- 
ceums. 

Nor  can  we  find  any  traces  of  the  present  rr.ode  of  education 
until  we  comedown  to  the  dark  ages;  when  education  was  clois- 
tered with  an  indolent  priesthood,  and  confined  to  convents  and 
monasteries.  And  when  disenthralled  from  the  sliackles  of  su- 
perstition, Europe  began  to  inquire  after  that  kriowlc-dge  which 
distinguishes  civilized  from  savage  mciv.^  J\lo7iks  were  the  only  cha- 
racters who  were  able  to  communicate  it.  By  them  colleges  and 
universities  were  established,  and  the  dress  and  manners  of  the 
convent  transferred  to  those  seats  of  literature.  But  (he  meta- 
morphosis of  boys  into  monks  by  their  ridiculous  custom,  was  but 
a  small  evil,  compared  with  their  indqlent  seclusion  from  the 
world,  and  the  cherished  impression  that  high  mental  cultiva- 
tion, was  inconsistent  with  the  ordinary  avocations  of  life.  The 
evils  resulting  from  this  state  of  things,  were  seen  and  deplored 
by  many. 

The  immortal  Milton,  as  well  as  our  own  Dr.  Rush,  wrote  ably 
on  the  subject.  But  it  was  left  for  the  philanthropic  Felli>'bekg 
to  reduce  to  practice,  a  system  of  education,  uniting  physical  and 
mental  culture.  The  success  which  attended  the  Hoferyl  school, 
encouraged  others,  both  in  the  old  and  new  world,  to  make  the 
experiments:  and  manual  labour  institutions  are  at  this  moment 
in  successful  operation  in  different  parts  of  Europe  and  America. 
And  although  they  may  still  be  regarded,  in  some  degree,  in  the 
light  of  experiments,  yet  a  few  very  obvious  and  very  important 
effects  may  be  noticed. 

We  notice  first  the  throwing  open  the  doors  of  the  balls  of  sci- 
ence, to  enterprising  and  talented  youth,  in  all  the  varied  walks

of  life.  The  fact  that  not  more  than  one  out  of  one  hundred  of 
the  youth  of  our  country,  is  found  enjoying  the  advantages  of  a  lib- 
eral education,  is  attributable,  not  to  the  want  of  talent  or  enter- 
prise, but  to  the  absolute  impracticability  of  availing  themselves 
of  those  advantages.  Of  the  truth  of  this  position,  an  illustra- 
tion is  at  hand.  Less  than  eight  years  ago,  a  little  grammar 
school  of  six  scholars,  commenced  on  the  manual  labour  system, 
formed  the  nucleus  of  Hanover  college,  which  numbers  at  this 
time  nearly  two  hundred  students. 

And  that  intellectual  improvement  is  not  impeded  by  two  or 
three  hours  per  diem,  devoted  to  some  healthful  employment,  the 
trustees  are  happy  to  be  able  to  appeal  to  those  gentlemen  who 
have  attended  the  examinations  of  their  students;  being  persuad- 
ed that  it  would  bear  a  comparison  with  the  examination  of  stu- 
dents of  the  same  grade  in  any  of  the  colleges  in  the  West.  Vi- 
gorous health,  and  an  almost  entire  freedom  from  those  diseases, 
to  which  students  and  men  of  sedentary  habits  are  subject,  form 
no  unimportant  item  in  the  good  effects  of  the  system.  This  is 
conspicuously  sure  in  our  institution.  Dyspepsia  is  scarcely  known 
by  name,  and  there  has  but  one  death  occurred  among  the  stu- 
dents since  its  organization;  and  that  was  a  year  and  a  half  ago, 
by  cholera.  In  tine,  the  spirit  of  independence  and  enterprise, 
together  with  the  habits  of  industry  and  economy  generated  and 
cherished  by  the  system,  should  be  sutiicient  to  recommend  it  to 
all  patriots  and  philanthropists,  were  there  no  other  good  effects 
resulting  from  it. 

Of  the  college,  the  Faculty  at  present,  consists  of  the  following 
gentlemen,  viz;

The  college  proper  is  divided  into  four  regular  classes,  compre- 
hending altogether,  about  eighty  students.    Connected  with  these 
are  the  Preparatory  and  Sdentifir  Departments,  cofmposing  some- 
thing above  a  hundred. 

The  trustees  are  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  most  perfect 
unanimity  in  plans,  and  cordiality  in  feelings,  seem  to  exist  among 
the  members  of  the  faculty,  and  that  docility  and  subordination 
characterize  the  students.  x\nd  at  this  moment  of  religious  and 
political  excitement,  where  other  institutions  boih  in  the  East  and 
in  the  West,  have  been  convulsed  by  a  spirit  of  disorganization, 
it  is  peculiarly  pleasing  to  find  so  large  a  number  of  young  gen- 
tlemen collected  from  eight  or  nine  different  States,  manifesting  to- 
AVHrd  each  other  no  other  feelings  than  those  of  fraternal  affection. 
And  while  there  is  a  careful  avoidance  of  the  inculcation  of  purely 
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•ectarian  principles,  the  great  and  fundamental  doctrines  of  the 
Bible,  are  not  only  made  the  basis  and  standard  of  morality,  but 
daily  impressed  on  the  minds  of  the  students  as  worthy  of  their 
most  serious  atlen*^ion. 

In  conclusion,  the  trustees  have  only  to  regret  that  they  are 
unable,  for  want  of  funds,  to  carry  out  their  plans,  and  the  conse- 
quent hazard  to  which  the  experiment  is  unavoidably  exposed. 
But  confiding  in  the  patronage  of  an  enhghtened  community,  and 
in  the  smiles  of  a  beneticent  Providence,  they  feel  encouraged  to 
go  forward.

THURSDAY  MORNING,  December  16,  1834. 

The  Senate  assembled.

Mr.  Whitcomb,  from  the  committee  on  education,  on  leave 
granted,  made  the  following  report: 

Mr.  President — 

The  committee  on  education,  to  whom  was  referred  "a  bill  to 
legalize  the  proceedings  of  (he  inhabitants  and  trustees  of  con- 
gressional township  number  two,  north  of  range  two  east,  and  al- 
so of  the  inhabitants  and  trustees  of  the  several  school  districts  in 
said  township  and  for  other  purposes,"  have  according  to  order, 
had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  have  directed  me  to  report 
that  having  maturely  weighed  the  reasons  and  facts  advanced  by 
the  petitioners,  for  the  relief  contemplated  by  said  bill,  they  are 
of  opinion  that  where  the  supposed  grievances  are  not  already 
provided  for  by  law,  it  would  be  impolitic  to  interpose  legislative 
actioA.

1.  It  is  intimated,  that  some  of  the  trustees  or  district  trustees  of 
said  township,  were  elected  or  appointed  as  such  before  the  pas- 
sage of  the  "act  incorporating  congressional  townships,  and  pro- 
viding for  pubHc  schools  therein,"  approved  February  iind,  1833, 
and  that  not  having  been  since  elected  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  that  act,  their  proceedings  as  such  are  ille^jal.  By  referring 
to  section '201  and  section  202  of  that  act,  it  will  be  seen  that  such 
fear  is  groundless.  Those  sections  expressly  continue  ^11  sub- 
trustees  as  district  trustees  and  all  township  trustees  then  in  office 
as  such,  until  their  successors  are  qualified,  or,  what  is  tantamount 
thereto,  they  are  continued  in  office  under  the  provisions  of  that 
act.  By  section  33,  the  school  commissioner  is  empowered  to  fill 
any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  trustee  until  the  next  annual  election. 
Section  140  of  the  same  act  authorises  the  clerk  of  the  township  tff 
till  vacancies  in  the  office  of  district  trustees  until  the  following  e- 
lection,  to  provide  for  every  possible  exigency,  and  to  prevent  all 
doubt  as  to  the  construction  of  the  statute,  it  was  provided  by  sec- 
tion 1  of  an  act  amendatory  of  that  statute,  approved  February  1, 
1834,  that  such  clerk  is  authorised  to  appoint  district  trustees 
where  none  may  have  been  previously  elected  or  appointed,  un- 
der any  law. 

It  would  seem  then  that  no  contingency  in  relation  to  the  advi- 
sability of  filling  either  of  said  offices  at  any  time,  is  left  unprovid- 
ed for  by  the  enactments  alluded  to,  and  that  every  trustee  under 
the  former  or  present  law,  continues  in  office  with  ample  powers 
until  his  successor  is  qualified. 

Any  and  all  acts,  therefore,  of  former  township  and  district 
trustees,  within  the  powers  conferred,  although  done  since  the 
act  of  1833,  if  no  successor  had  been  appointed,  are  as  valid  as 
though  there  had  been  a  re-election, 

2.  Some  of  the  petitioners  also  ask  that  elections  for  township 
and  district  trustees,  may  (in  case  of  failure  to  elect  them  at  the 
time  now  appointed)  be  held  at  any  time  thereafter,  and  that  all 
three  of  the  trustees  be  elected  at  once.  But  it  was  deemed  ne- 
cessary that  there  should  be  a  certain  period  or  duration  of  office 
(unless  in  case  of  a  failure  to  elect  a  successor)  which  would  be 
defeated  by  the  proposed  amendment. 

The  office  need  never  be  vacant,  (if  the  provisions  of  the  law 
are  complied  with,)  although  there  should  be  no  annual  elec- 
tion. 

The  committee  deem  it  equally  impolitic  to  have  the  three 
township  trustees  elected  at  the  same  time,  instead  of  the  present 
mode,  which  provides  that  one  of  them  should  annually  go  out  of 
office  unless  re-elected.  It  is  thought  important  that  there  should 
always  be  one  or  more  in  office  who  will  bring  to  the  delibera- 
tions of  the  board,  some  official  experience. 

3.  Some  of  the  petitioners  further  ask,  that  no  person  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  use  of  any  school  funds  unless  he  has  resided  thirty 
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days  in  the  district,  previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  schoo', 
without  the  consent  of  the  district  trustees. 

It  is  provided  by  the  act  of  Congress  granting  the  16lh  section 
(Rev.  code  of  1831  p.  30)  that  the  same  shall  be  to  the  inhabitants 
of  the  towiishipsybr  the  usp.  of  schools.  Itis  clearthat  the  legislature 
possesses  no  power  to  limit  the  grant.  To  entitle  a  pupil  to  re- 
ceive hi?  portion  of  the  funds  it  is  only  necessary  that  such  pupil 
be  an  actual  iiihai)itant  of  the  township  and  receive  instruction  at 
a  common  school. 

Doubtless  the  use  of  the  grant  would  not  attach  to  a  pupil  who 
should  go  into  the  township,  not  for  the  purpose  of  a  general  resi- 
dence but  for  the  sole  purpose  of  of  partaking  of  the  benefits  of  a 
school.  But  having  once  removed  into  the  township  with  an  in- 
tention of  such  general  residence,  the  right  accrues  as  well  in  the 
case  of  a  sliorter  as  in  that  of  a  longer  residence.  Whether  such 
intention  exists,  is  a  matter  of  evidence,  arising  from  all  the  cir- 
cumstances. 

Your  committee  have  been  thus  particular  in  the  expression  of 
their  views  to  prevent  similar  applications  hereafter. 

In  relation  to  the  other  motives  referred  to  by  a  part  of  the  pe- 
titioners, your  committee  on  mature  consideration  deem  it  inex- 
pedient to  legislate  thereon.  They  therefore  ask  to  be  dischare- 
ed  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  bill  referred  to  them,  and 
report  the  same  back  to  the  Senate  with  the  recommendation  that 
the  same  be  indctinitely  postponed.

Mr.  Morgan,  from  the  committee  on  military  affairs,  mad^e  the- 
following  report: 

Mr.  President — 

The  committee  on  military  affairs,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
reports  and  joint  resolutions  of  the  legislatures  of  North  Carolina, 
and  Maryland,  have  had  that  subject  under  consideration,  and  di- 
rected me  to  report,  that  the  reports  and  resolutions  referred  to 
your  committee,  relate  to  some  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress of  the  8th  of/Maj,  1792,  organizing  the  militia  of  the  Unit- 
ed States.  That  law  provides  that  every  able  bodied  Uee  white 
male  citizen  of  the  L'niied  States,  over  the  age  of  18  years  and 
under  the  age  of  45  years,  shall  be  enrolled  for  militia,  duty. 
Your  committee  believe  that,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  that 
law.  Congress  had  good  reasons  for  requiring  so  extensive  an  en- 
rolment, but  that  those  reasons  no  longer  exist. 

Your  committee  therefore  concur  in  the  opinion  set  forth  in 
tt>e  reports  of  the  states  above  named,  that  the  enrollments  in  fu- 
ture should  be  confined  to  able  bodied  free  white  males,  over  the 
age  of  21,  and  under  the  age  of  40  years.  The  law  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  requires  each  militiaman  to  furnish  himself  with  a  good 
firelock  and  other  implements  of  war,  at  his  own  expense.  This 
requisition  your  committee  views  to  be  not  only  as  burthensome, 
but  unequal  and  unjust  in  its  bearing  on  the  different  classes  of 
society. 

Under  the  present  militia  system,  each  state  is  left  to  fix  the 
Dumber  of  days  for  training.  That  number  varies  in  the  differ- 
ent states.  Consequently  the  burthen  falls  heavier  on  tlie  citi- 
zens of  some  states  than  others. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  large  standing  armies  are 
dangerous  to  the  liberties  of  the  people,  and  that  the  sword  may 
at  all  times,  (when  the  militia  are  properly  organized  and  discip- 
lined.) with.safety  be  placed  in  the  hand  of  the  citizen  soldier.. 
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The  power  of  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining  the  mililia, 
is,  by  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  granted  to  Congress, 
and  if  properly  exercised,  will  render  the  militia  the  strong  arm 
of  national  defence. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing "joint  resolution  on  the  subject  of  the  militia." 

The  joint  resolution  (No.  46)  was  read,  and 

Ordered^  That  it  pass  to  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  Batlell,  from  a  select  committee,  made  the  following  re- 
port:

Sir — Permit  me  throujih  you  to  lay  before  the  honorable  body 
over  which  you  preside,  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Levenvvorth  and  Bloomington  Rail  Road  Company. 

J.  B.  MOYER, 

President  of  the  Board. 
To  the.  General  Assembly 

of  the  State  of  Indiana : 

By  the  charter  of  the  Levenworth  and  Bloomington  Rail  Road 
Company,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  report 
annually,  a  correct  statement  of  the  amount  of  expenditures,  and 
of  the  amount  of  profits,  after  deducting  all  expenditures.  The 
Board  very  cheerfully  submit  the  following  statement,  as  a  com- 
pliance with  the  foregoing  stated  requisitions. 

The  Board  here  remark,  that  as  the  charter  was  only  granted 
by  the  last  l^egislature,  and  the  Board  was  not  in  possession  of  the 
same  until  the  statutes  were  distributed,  which  was  late  in  the 
season,  and  the  Directors  living  in  the  various  counties  all  along 
the  route  at  considerable  distances  from  each  other,  it  took  some 
time  to  communicate  and  agree  upon  a  time  and  place  of  meeting. 
This  however  was  done  as  soon  as  convenience  would  permit: 
and  the  Board  was  organized  and  arrangements  made  for  exam- 
ining the  route,  by  the  Directors  in  person,  in  the  first  instance  so 
far, as  to  be  able  to  point  out  nearly  the  route  and  ground  upon 
which  the  road  must  be  located.  This  course,  the  Board  conclu- 
ded, would  be  a  considerable  saving  of  time  and  expense  to  the 
Company:  as  when  the  engineer  should  be  employed  with  the 
proper  instruments,  he  could  go  right  to  work  on  the  line  at  once 
without  loss  of  timo,  measure,  level,  and  prepare  each  section  of 
the  route  for  the  proper  construction  of  the  same. 

The  Board  concluded  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  open  books 
for  the  subscription  of  stock  at  this  time,  nor  until  the  proper  ex- 
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aminations  should  be  had,  and  a  general  estimate  made;  as  the 
Board  could  not  say  what  amount  of  slock  would  be  necessary  to 
complete  the  enterprise;  nor  even  the  probable  amount,  nor  the 
time,  or  probable  time  it  would  take.  This  must  depend  upon 
the  ground  being  more  or  less  favorable,  and  the  obstacles  to  be 
overcome  more  or  less  difficult; — and  further,  it  was  thought  by 
the  Board,  that  the  State,  in  justice  to  tlie  working  and  industri- 
ous partof  community,  and  giving  impulse  to  their  actions,  should 
take  a  part  of  their  slock.  And  the  Board  had  no  doubt,  but 
that  the  Legislature  would  at  their  next  session,  if  proper  appli- 
cation should  be  made,  judging  of  the  liberality  of  the  last  Legrs- 
ture  in  providing  so  liberally  for  commerce,  and  the  means  of  ta- 
king the  surplus  produce  out  of  the  country  by  the  commercial 
part  of  the  community.  And  the  Board  cannot  but  believe  that 
should  the  present  Legislature  authorize  a  liberal  loan  upon  pro- 
per principles  for  internal  improvement,  and  make  a  judicious 
distribution  of  the  same,  it  would  add  great  strength  to  the  poli- 
cy pursued  by  the  last  Legislature,  in  establishing  the  State 
Bank  and  Branches,  and  enable  that  institution  to  be  much  more 
beneficial  and  useful  to  the  citizens  generally. 

The  ground  for  the  route  of  the  Rail  Road  has  been  examined 
geiierally,  and  as  far  as  can  be  judged  by  the  eye,  and  passing  a- 
longthe  route  without  putting  on  the  chain,  level,  and  all  the 
proper  instruments  by  an  engineer,  for  the  exact  calculation,  and 
is  as  follows,  to  wit:  commencing  on  the  bank  of  the  Ohio  Riv- 
er, in  the  town  of  Lcvenworth,  then  passing  out  northward — first 
quarter  of  a  mile  le;'el,  then  we  must  ascend  ihe  river  hill,  which 
may  be  accomplished  by  an  inclined  plane, of  from  a  quarter  to 
a  half  a  mile  long,  and  a  stationary  engine;  but  the  spare  power, 
or  the  time  the  stationary  engine  v/ould  not  be  employed  in  ta- 
king up  and  letting  down  cars,  could  l)e  advantageously  employ- 
ed in  manufacturing  flour,  the  profits  of  which  it  is  believed, 
would  nearly  pay  the  cost  of  erecting,  and  the  operation  of  the 
stationary  engine,  which  would  make  it  little  or  no  expense  to  the 
Company;  and  once  on  this  height  of  ground,  a  level  ridge  of 
from  a  quarter  to  a  mile  in  width,  extends  northward,  in  the  prop- 
er direction  to  Paoli,  a  distance  of  fifteen  miles,  to  within  about 
three  miles  of  Patoka  creek;  the  bed  of  Patoka  being  much 
higher  than  the  bed  of  the  Ohio  river.  The  high  lands  appear 
much  depressed  at  this  point,  and  a  small  stream  taking  its  rise  here, 
runs  nearly  in  a  straight  direction  to  Patoka,  a  distance  of  about 
three  miies.  This  long  descent  brings  us  so  gradually  from  the 
higli  land  dov/n  to  Patoka,  as  to  make  it  to  the  eye  appear  almost 
level,  the  descent  is  barely  sufficient  for  the  water  to  run  down, 
without  any  break  or  fall,  particularly,  the  whole  descent.  At 
this  point  on  Patoka,  the  present  State  road  from  Levenworth  to 
l*aoli  passes — and  it  is  eighteen  miles  by  the  State  road  from  the 
Ohio  river, and  takin;:  thclevel  ridce  and  creek  to    Patoka,  the 
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tlliStanceitisthought,  will  not  be  increased  over  one  nfiile.  At 
this  point  on  Patoka,  the  Rail  Road  route  will  turn  a  little  to 
the  right  up  Patoka  creek,  a  level  creek  bottom  about  five  miles 
to  the  head  waters  of  Patoka.  Here  is  the  heighih  of  land  between 
the  waters  of  Patoka  and  the  waters  of  Lick  creek,  which  is 
quite  low  and  a  small  creek  rises  here  and  runs  direcll>'  to  the 
Half  Moon  Springs  in  the  direction  of  Paoli;  a  cut  of  about  a 
quarter  of  a  mile,  from  ten  to  twenty  feet  deep,  will  take  U5  from 
the  level  of  Patokajio  the  level  of  Lick  creek,  the  earth  appears 
to  be  the  common  formation  of  this  country,  clay  without  any 
rock.  Once  on  the  level  of  Lick  creek,  we  have  a  level  creek 
bottom  down  to  Paoli,  which  brings  us  to  the  first  point  designated 
in  the  charter;  upon  the  state  road  from  Levenworth  to  Paoli  it  is 
twenty-eight  miles,  by  the  rail  road  route  it  is  thought  the  dis- 
tance will  not  be  increased  mere  than  two  miles.  On  the  east 
side  of  Paoli  is  a  valley,  the  head  of  which  is  nearly  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Orleans,  but  a  little  to  the  right  of  the  pre&ent  state  road, 
which  road  passes  over  the  hills-  To  avoid  these  h\lh,  take  up 
this  valley — at  the  head  of  this  valley  another  valley  commences, 
and  extends  to  Lost  river,  nearly  in  the  direction  of  Orleans. 

The  high  land  at  this  point,  between  these  two  vailies  is  low, 
and  a  cut  of  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile,- say  about  fifteen  feet  deep 
upon  an  average,  takes  us  level  or  nearly  so,  from  the  level  of  one 
valley  to  the  level  of  the  other.  The  formation  of  the  ground  ap- 
pears to  be  clay  without  rock,  pnd  easy  to  remove.  From  this 
point  to  Orleans  the  ground  is  generally  level— the  distance  by 
the  state  road  from  Paoli  to  Orleans,  is  eight  miles,  (it  is  thought,) 
by  the  proposed  rail  road  the  distance  will  not  be  increased  more 
than  half  a  nfiile.  This  brings  us  to  the  second  point  designated 
in  the  charter.  From  Orleans  t~>  Bedford  by  the  Davis'  ferry  road, 
passing  the  east  fork  of  White  river  at  the  month  of  Leatherwood 
creek,  the  ground  is  generally  level,  with  the  exception  of  the  el- 
evation of  land  upon  which  Bedford  is  situated,  which  is  two  miles 
north  of  White  river,  rather  up  Leatherwood  creek.  It  is  believ- 
ed, that  by  taking  up  Leatherwood,  a  gradual  ascent  can  be  ob- 
tained, extending  the  whole  two  miles,  which  will  enable  us 
by  that  means,  to  overcome  this  elevation  without  difficulty.  In 
fact,  v\hen  examining  the  ground,  it  appeared  to  the  eye  nearly 
level.  A  bridge  mustbe  built  over  the  east  fork  of  While  river, 
the  banks  are  above  high  water  on  each  side,  and  good ;  but  on  the 
north  side  the  ground  decends  towards  the  north  and  overflows 
in  high  water.  This  bottom  for  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  must 
be  raised  eight  or  ten  feet,  which  can  soon  be  done,  with  ploughs, 
scrapers,  and  oxen;  and  will  materially  aid  in  ascending  the  ele- 
vation upon  which  Bedford  stand?.  The  Board  hav6  made  no  es 
timate  of  the  cost  and  expense  of  building  the  bridge,  as  that  must 
depend  upon  the  materials  used,  and  the  manner  of  construction  j 
and  the  Board  not  at  this  time  knowing  what  anaonut  of  funds 
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could  be  safely  appropriated,  they  concluded  to  omit  that  calcula- 
tion until  an  engineer  should  have  examined  the  situation,  and 
made  some  calculations  of  the  cost  of  the  various  materials;  and 
by  that  time,  the  Board  would  have  a  better  knowledge  of  the 
means  of  the  Company,  and  could  then  better  settle  upon  such  a 
plan  as  would  best  answer  the  purposes  of  the  Company,  all  oth- 
er things  taken  into  consideration. 

The  distance  between  Orleans  and  Bedford,  by  the  proposed 
rail  road,  may,  it  is  supposed,  be  shortened  about  one  mile,  com- 
pared with  the  present  road,  travelled  by  Davis'  Ferry  to  Bed- 
ford. The  road  now  travelled  is  not  as  direct  as  may  be,  and  no- 
thing in  the  way  to  make  the  rail  road  more  direct.  From  Bedford 
to  Bloomington;  we  pass  out  of  Bedford  northward,  by  descend- 
ing a  gentle  slope,  between  two  and  three  miles  into  the  valley  of 
Salt  creek;  up  that  valley  to  the  mouth  of  Clear  creek,  up  the 
valley  of  Clear  creek  to  Bloomington.  As  we  progress  north- 
ward, leave  the  college  upon  our  left,  pass  up  that  valley  to  the 
heighth  of  land,  which  divides  the  waters  of  Clear  creek  from 
the  waters  of  Beanblossom  creek;  here  by  a  little  inclination  to 
the  left,  we  find  a  small  creek  rises  and  extends  to  Beanblossom 
creek;  a  cut  of,  say  from  ten  to  twenty  feet,  about  a  quarter  of  a 
mile,  will  take  us  nearly  level,  from  the  level  of  the  waters  of 
Clear  creek  to  the  level  of  the  waters  of  Beanblossom;  pass  down 
this  small  creek  northward  to  Beanblossom  creek,  and  down  the 
valley  of  Beanblossom  to  the  west  fork  of  White  river,  up  the  val- 
ley of  the  west  fork  of  White  liver  to  Martinsville,  thence  still 
up  the  valley  of  the  west  fork  of  White  river  to  Indianapolis,  the 
termination  of  tiie  rail  road  by  the  charter. 

This  proposed  route  of  the  rail  road,  will  increase  the  distance 
between  Bedford  and  Blooming' on,  compared  with  the  one  that 
is  now  travelled,  it  is  thought  about  two  miles;  and  the  distance 
between  Bloomington  and  Martinsvilc,  about  four  miles;  but  the 
Board  do  not  think  the  distance  between  Martinsville  and  Indian- 
apolis will  be  materially  or  much  changed;  and  h^re  let  the  Board 
remark,  that  they  have  succeeded  far  beyond  their  most  sanguine 
expectations  in  the  examination,  and  found  a  much  better  route 
than  any  friend  of  the  measure  had  anticipated.  When  we  com- 
menced the  examination,  judging  from  the  state  road  usually  tra- 
velled between  the  towns  of  Levenworth  and  Indianapolis,  which 
is  hilly,  we  expected  to  have  to  pass  over  high  hills  and  deep  val- 
lies,  which  would  be  very  expensive,  and  greatly  increase  the 
distance  of  the  route;  but  upon  actu.il  examination,  it  is  far  other- 
wise; in  fact,  it  seems  nature  has  designed  this  route  for  a  rail 
road — no  deep  vailies  or  high  hills  to  pass,  but  a  level  and  grad- 
ed route,  nearly  the  whole  distance,  as  creek  bottom?  generally 
are.  The  whole  distance  as  now  travelled,  from  Indianapolis  to 
Levenworth,  is  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles,  and  the  whole  dis- 
tance as  proposed  by  the  rail  road  route,  will  not  exceed  one  hun- 
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(Ired  and  ihirtj-  miles,  Hccortling  to  the  best  computation  the  Board 
can  make  by  the  examiualion.  Then,  in  the  whole  distance  of 
one  hundred  and  thirty  miles,  it  is  ordy  found  necessary  to  have 
but  one  inclined  plane,  (hat  not  to  exceed  a  half  a  mile  in  length, 
and  one  stationary  engine,  and  that  so  near  the  Ohio  river,  that 
it  can  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  manufacturing  flour,  when  it  is 
not  employed  in  taking  up  and  letting  down  cars,  which  will  make 
the  stationary  engine  of  very  litlle  expense  to  the  company.  This 
inclined  plane  and  stationary  engine  can  be  avoided,  if  it  should 
be  thought  expedient,  by  increasing  the  distance;  say  pass  up  the 
Ohio  river  to  Big  Blue  river,  up  that  to  Dry  run,  up  the  valley 
of  Dry  run,  about  eight  or  nine  miles,  gradually  brings  us  upon 
thesame  ridge,  the  same  level  the  proposed  inclined  plane  raises 
us  upon;  in  that  case,  the  Board  can  say,  all  the  obstruction  they 
would  meet  with  in  the  whole  distance  of  one  hundred  and  thirty 
miles  that  is  not  now  in  astatcof  nature, comparatively  speaking,  a 
level  plain,  will  be  only  a  cut  of  about  a  qu.irler  of  a  mile,  of  a- 
bout  from  ten  to  twenty  feet  deep,  to  pass  from  the  level  of  the 
waters  of  Patoka  creek,  to  the  level  of  the  waters  of  Lick  creek; 
and  a  cut  of  about  the  same  distance  and  depth,  in  passing  from 
the  level  of  the  valley  near  Paoli,  into  the  level  of  the  valley 
■which  extends  to  Lost  river,  and  another  cut  of  about  the  same 
depth  and  distance,  in  passing  from  the  level  of  the  waters  of  Clear 
creek,  to  the  levelof  the  waters  of  Beanblossom  creek,  making  in 
all,  three-fourths  of  a  mile,  in  the  whole  distance  of  one  hundred 
and  thirty  miles.  The  ground  at  these  cuts  appears  to  be  clay, 
no  rock,  and  easily  removed.  The  amount  of  bridging  is  small 
compared  with  the  distance.  The  east  fork  of  White  river.  Salt 
creek,  Beanblos5om  creek,  Indian  creek,  and  those  between  Mar- 
tinsville and  Indianapolis,  all  small  except  White  river,  only  thir- 
teen, of  every  size  and  description. 

The  Board  may  mistake,  but  they  do  think  no  route  from  Indi- 
anapolis to  the  Ohio  river  can  be  selected,  that  will  present  less 
difliculties  to  be  overcome,  or  the  ground  more  favorable  over 
which  a  rail  road  can  be  made  the  same  distance  for  less  money. 
Alaterialfc  of  a  good  quality  all  along  the  whole  route,  and  plenty, 
except  rock;  and  rock  of  good  quality  plentj',  and  for  more  than 
half  the  distance  from  the  Ohio  river  out,  and  in  many  places  all 
the  way  out.  The  Board  are  of  the  opinion  that  about  one-third 
of  the  whole  distance  of  the  proposed  rail  road  route,  is  now  in  a 
stateof  cultivation,  which  will  be  a  saving  of  expenditure  to  the 
Company  of  one  hundred  dollars  at  least,  for  every  mile  found  in 
a  state  of  cultivation,  say  forty  or  fifty  miles,  which  makes  a  saving 
of  four  or  five  thousand  dollars:  besides,  so  far  as  the  Directors 
have  conversed  with  tiic  citizens  generally  on  the  route,  with  a 
very  few  exceptions,  all  have  unhesitatingly  promised  to  donate 
the  land  on  which  the  rail  rowd  may  be  located, and  all  the  mate-

rials,  so  far  as  we  can  find  them  on  their  land  neceisarj  for  our 
use,  in  the  eonstruclion  of  the  road. 

The  Board  have  not  as  yet  come  to  any  conclusion  as  \o  the 
particular  construction  of  the  road,  farther  than  to  recommend 
steam  power  upon  the  locomotive  principle,  to  be  used  on  the 
road,  and  that  the  road  be  so  constructed,  and  the  locomotive 
power  be  so  calculated  and  applied,  as  to  move  with  a  velocity 
of  from  twenty  to  thirty  miles  per  hour,  with  one  hundred  tons 
cargo,  whenever  it  may  suit  the  convenience  of  the  Company 
to  move  with  that  velocity,  and  take  that  amount  of  cargo; — 
The  reasons  why  the  Board  recommend  this  high  volocity,  are 
these:  that  it  would  cost  the  company,  comparatively  speak* 
ing,  nothing  more  to  transport  any  commodity,  and  that  amount 
of  cargo  at  a  velocity  of  thirty  miles  an  hour  than  it  would  one 
mile  per  hour — provided  the  road,  the  locomotive  power,  and 
cars,  are  in  the  first  instance  calculated  for  that  purpose;  as 
friction  is  in  proportion  to  time,  and  not  distance  run;  once  the 
friction  overconie,  and  the  cars  in  motion,  the  additional  expense 
of  running  thirty  miles  per  hour,  over  one  mile  per  hour  is  so 
small,  that  to  the  Company  it  would  not  be  worth  calculating; 
but  the  time  and  expense  saved  by  transporting  at  high  velocity, 
is  very  great  to  the  whole  community;  for  instance,  suppose  this 
contemplated  rail  road  from  Indianapolis  to  Levenworth  finished, 
and  cars  moving  uponit  at  a  velocity  of  twenty  miles  per  hour, 
this  would  bring  Indianapolis  within  seven  hours  of  the  Ohio  riv. 
er  at  Levenworth.  Goods  ascending  the  Ohio  river  in  steam 
boats  destined  to  Indianapolis  or  any  of  the  intermediate  towns; 
as  Paoli,  Orleans,  Bedford,  Bloomington,  or  Martinsville,  landed 
at  Levenworth,  put  immediately  into  the  cars  and  started  for  In. 
dianapolis,  the  goods  would  arrive  and  be  delivered  in  Indianapo- 
lis as  soon  as  the  steam  boat  could  arrive  and  deliver  goods  in 
Louisville,  and  goods  could  be  delivered  to  all  the  intermediate 
towns  sooner,giving  Indianapolis  and  nil  the  intei mediate  towns, 
every  advantage  in  the  ascending  commerce  from  New  Orleans 
up  the  Ohio  river,  that  Louisville  now  has  upon  the  Ohio  river, 
only  sixty  milej  above  the  town  of  Levenworth.  As  to  the  ma- 
terials of  which  to  construct  the  road,  the  Board  recommend  the 
wooden  sleeper  and  string  plan,  with  iron  plates  or  bars,  spiked 
upon  the  strings;  the  sleepers  placed  five  feet  apart,  supported  by 
rock,  where  rock  can  conveniently  be  had:  and  where  not,  the 
sleepers  to  be  supported  by  wooden  posts  or  supports  under  the 
ends  of  the  sleepers,  the  wooden  posts  or  supports  to  be  removed 
at  the  convenience  of  the  Company,  before  decay,  and  replaced 
with  rock  brought  from  the  most  convenient  quarry  along  the 
road  in  the  Company's  cars,  whenever  the  cars  were  not  in  other 
employ,  until  all  along  the  whole  road,  every  sleeper  should  be 
supported  with  rock.  The  Board  recommend  the  use  of  the  most 
durable  timber  wbicb  cao  be  bad>  takiug  ioto  coosideratiou  the 
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cost  of  procuring  the  timber,  durability,  and  replacing  the  same. 
As  to  the  iron  f)r  the  construction  of  the  road,  the  Board  find  va- 
rious opinions,  and  various  kinds  used.  The  Board  would, how- 
ever, recommend,  that  kind  which  would  give  permanency  to  the 
road,  not  increase  the  cost  of  the  road  by  using  heavy  iron  un- 
necessarily;  nor  use  iron  so  light  as  to  easily  give  way  under  the 
wheels  and  shortly  need  repairs.  Finally,  the  Board  will  at  this 
time  say  no  more  upon  this  subject,  than  that,  early  in  the  spring 
they  will  open  books  in  all  the  counties  through  which  this  rail 
road  will  pass,  and  hope  to  be  able  to  say  to  the  citizens  general- 
ly— your  legislature  has  made  a  liberal  appropriation,  and  taken 
a  liberal  share  of  the  stock  of  the  Company,  to  encourage  you  to 
take  the  balance,  and  complete  the  enterprise;  but  should  the 
Legislatu  re  do  nothing  for  the  Company,  the  Board  will  still  open  the 
books,  and  from  the  assurances  they  have  received  from  the  citi- 
zens generally  along  the  route,  they  have  no  doubts  of  obtaining  a 
very  consideiable  amount  of  stock. 

The  Board  will  as  early  in  the  spring  as  convenience  will  per- 
mit, employ  a  competent  engineer,  and  have  the  whole  route  sur- 
veyed and  the  proper  estimates  made,  and  con-mencing  at  Leven- 
worth  upon  the  Ohio  river,  put  as  much  of  the  road  under  con- 
tract as  the  state  of  the  Company's  funds  will  justify.  The  Board 
have  no  doubt  but  that  the  enterprise,  industry,  perseverance, 
and  liberality  of  the  citizens  generally  along  this  route,  will  ena- 
ble the  Board  to  complete  the  road  in  half  the  time  given  in  the 
charter,  but  the  Board  believe,  it  would  greatly  advance  the  ge- 
neral interest  of  the  State,  if  the  Legislature  would  give  the  Com- 
pany liberal  aid,  and  enable  the  Company  to  complete  said  road 
in  three  or  four  years.  Should  the  Legislature  give  the  Compa- 
ny no  aid,  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  Board  to  select  the  cheapest 
and  not  the  most  permanent  mode  of  construction.  The  Board 
would  further  suggest  to  your  honorable  body,  that  for  the  pur- 
pose of  preventing  future  jealousies  and  contentions,  this  Board 
wish  their  charter  extended  so  far  as  to  enable  this  Company  with 
others,  to  be  mutuall}  interested,  in  a  rail  road  from  Indianapolis 
to  the  T^akes.  The  Board  have  some  doubts  whether,  under  the 
present  situation  and  claims  of  the  United  States  to  the  public 
lands,  a  legislative  enactment  will  authorise  the  Company  or 
Board  to  locate  this  rail  road  across  and  upon  the  public  lands, 
and  take  from  the  public  lands  timber,  gravel,  and  such  other  ma- 
terials  as  the  Board  may  want  for  the  construction  of  the  road.— • 
If  the  Board  should  so  take  timber,  gravel,  and  other  materials 
wanted  in  the  construction  of  the  road,  from  the  public  land, 
would  not  the  Board  be  liable  to  prosecution  by  the  L^nited  States, 
in  the  present  state  of  claims  andjurisdiction?  The  Board  would 
respectfully  suggest  to  your  honorable  body,  the  propriety  of  your 
memorialising  Congress  upon  this  subject,  asking  them  to  give  the 
Company  or  Board,  the  right  to  locate  this  road,  upon  and  through 
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Congress  lnnd,and  to  take  on)'  materials  the  Board  might  want, 
from  the  Congress  lands,  to  be  employed  in  the  construction  of 
said  road,  ware  houses,  &c.,  Tor  the  benefit  of  the  ('ompany ;  and 
likewise  to  ask  Congress  lo  give  to  the  Company  for  iis  own  use 
and  benefit,  each  section  of  land  belonging  to  the  United  States, 
npon  which  (his  road  maybe  located.  As  constructing  this  road 
in  this  section  of  the  state  will  be  of  great  benefit  lo  the  L'niled 
States,  by  causing  immediate  et  try  of  all  the  pu'olic  lands  near 
the  route — a  great  part  of  which,  but  for  the  construction  of  thia 
road,  would  not  probably  be  entered  in  fifty  year?. 

No  charges  as  yet  have  been  made  by  any  one  rendering  servi- 
ces for  the  benefit  of  the  Company,  neither  have  the  Board  as 
yet  made  any  expenditure  on  account  of  the  Company,  The 
Board  cannot  doubt,  but  firmly  believe  the  advantages,  and  bene- 
fits, to  be  derived  from,  or  on  account  of  the  con?truction  of  this 
road,  to  the  State  generally,  and  especially  to  the  citizens  all  a- 
long  the  route,  are  almost  invaluable,  judging  of  the  benificent 
effect  such  improvements  have  had  in  other  slates  and  other  sec- 
tions of  countries;  the  same  cause  will  produce  the  same  effect  in 
Indiana.  Thus  all  real  property  immediately  on  the  route,  s-hould 
the  road  be  constructed,  will  rise  one  hundred  per  cent.,  and 
more,  near  all  the  places  of  deposite,  which  will  be  every  five  or 
six  miles  more  or  less,  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  citizens,  and 
the  local  situation  of  the  country.  These  places  of  deposite  will 
be  nucleuses,  around  v/hich,  in  a  very  few  years,  will  be  formed 
very  respectable  villages;  leal  property  will  be  greatly  increaf^ed 
in  value,  at  considerable  distances  from  the  road,  on  each  side  of 
the  route.  All  kinds  of  surplus  produce  upon  the  route,  would 
be  raised  to  nearly  the  same  value  it  would  have  upon  the 
Ohio  river;  and  all  articles  brought  into  the  country,  along 
the  route,  for  consumption,  would  be  reduced  to  nearly  the 
price  snch  articles  sell  for  upon  the  Ohio  river;  all  the  towns 
on  this  route,  would  have  all  the  advantages  and  facilities 
of  the  towns  upon  the  Ohio  river,  without  the  inconvenien- 
ces of  high  wafer,  and  many  others:  real  property  in  all  the 
towns  along  the  route,  will  be  raised  to  the  same  value,  or  near- 
ly, it  would  have,  if  such  towns  stood  upon  the  bank  of  the  Ohio 
river. 

The  Board  have  no  doubt,  the  stock  itself,  after  the  road  shall 
have  been  properly  constructed  and  in  operation  one  or  two  years, 
will  be  worth  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  per  cent,  advance.  Jf 
afiy  one  should  doubt  the  rise  in  the  value  of  this  rail  road  stock, 
the  board  will  refer  them  or  him  to  the  Rail  Road  Journal,  vol- 
ume 3d,No.  42,  published  in  the  city  of  New  York;  in  that  it  will 
be' seen  that  the  stock  in  the  Liverpool  and  Manchester  rail  road, 
Caltho'  that  road^  in  its  construction,  is  one  of  the  most  expensive 
ever  made,)  h^is  risen  one  hundred  per  cent.  The  shares  in  the 
lit6€kt<>Dftbd'l)arliDgton  rail  road,  which  c*3t   C106  pjiid  in  on  ' 
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each,  nre  now  selling  at  £299  lOs  each,  portions  of  real  property 
near  the  place  ordeposiie  on  the  Liverpool  and  Manchester  rail 
road  at  the  extrenrsUles,  have  risen  one  thousand  tour  hundred 
per  cent.,  and  all  along  the  route  real  property  rose  hfly  per  cent, 
as  soon  as  the  roatl  was  opened.  The  same  causes  which  pro- 
duced these  asionishing  results  in  England,  must  and  w^ill  pro- 
duce equally  great  or  greater  beneficial  results  in  Indiana. 

The  Board  believe  this  rail  road  can  be  constructed  with  a 
single  t.-ack,  upon  the  cheapest  plan,  at  an  avernge  olTionr)  two 
thousand  to  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  mile,  and  upon  a  per- 
manent, substantial  plan,  for  say,  about  three  thousand  dollars  per 
mile,  although  perhaps  if  we  could  c  uiveniently  get  the  funds, 
more  might  be  advantageously  used  in  the  construction.  When 
laying  the  single  track,  every  calculation  and  preparation  should 
be  made  for  a  double  track,  so  far  as  to  prepare  the  ground,  and 
the  double  track  laid  as  soon  as  the  business  of  the  country  re- 
quires, and  the  funds  of  the  Company  would  justify. 

The  cheapest  plan  tne  Board  would  recommend  for  the  con- 
struction of  this  rail  road  may  be  calculated  thus  per  mile,  cut- 
ting down  timluT  eighty  feet  wide,  and  clearing  <;iT,  and  levelling 
twenty  feet  of  centre,  which  wmilj  lie  culling  down  ten  acres  of 
timber,  find  clearing  off  and  leveling  two  and  a  half  acres,  which 
the  Board  believe  could  be  done  for,  say  per  mile  160  00 

Placing  sleepers  five  feet  apart,  and  say  nine  fcv.t 
long,  to  square  when  drei=sed,  eight  by  ten  would  re- 
quire, nine  thousand  five  hundred  and  four  feel,  'ine- 
al  mearure — (this  limber  white  oak.)  can  be  delive.'*- 
ed  for  one  cent  per  foot,  lineal  measure,  which  would

Deduct  from  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  sevenly-erght  dollars  and  forty- 
three  cents,  leaves  for  bridging,  turn-outs,  and  every 
error  we  have  made  in  calculation,  fiive  hundred  and 
twenty-one  dollars  and  lifty-seven  cents  per  mile, 
which  on  the  whole  route  of  one  hundred  and  thirty 
miles,  amounts  to  -  -  -  -         67,804  10 

This  large  surplus  amount,  the  hoard  think,  is  quite  sufficient 
to  meet  any  and  all  errors  of  calculation,  bridging,  turn-outs,  or 
any  thing  which  the  Board  may  have  neglected  to  take  into  con- 
sideration in  the  construction  of  the  road.  The  manner  of  con- 
struction, given  as  above,  the  farmer,  the  mechanic,  can  make 
the  calculation  as  accurate  as  the  best  engineer.  The  Board 
wish  every  one,  who  should  feel  disposed  to  take  the  trouble,  to 
make  the  calculation,  and  ascertain  whether  the  Board  are  right 
or  wrong.  Should  the  Board  be  in  an  error,  the  Board  would  be 
glad  to  know  it,  and  most  readily  and  cheerfully  correct  it.  Ta- 
king one  hundred  and  thirty  miles  as  the  distance,  or  length  of 
this  road — computing  cost  of  construction  at  two  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  per  mile,  the  highest  estimate  upon  the  propo- 
sed plan,  the  whole  amount  required  will  be  throe  hundred  and 
twenty  five  thousand  dollars.  Interest  at  six  per  cent,  upon  this 
amount,  will  be  nineteen  thousand  and  five  hundred  dollars. 

A  steam  mill  was  erected  in  the  town  of  lievenworth  last  sum- 
mer, which  can  easily  manufacture  100  thousand  bushels  of  wheat 
in  a  year.  Put  the  cost  of  transportation  of  wheat  from  Indian- 
apolis to  Levenworth,  upon  this  road  along  the  whole  distance, 
at  six  cen^s  per  bushel,  upon  an  average,  that  would  give  six  thou- 
sand dollars.  Thus  upon  this  principle,  as  the  wheat  mostly 
comes  to  that  mill,  in  the  direction  this  road  comes,  the  Leven- 
worth steam  mill  alone  would  pay  nearly  one  third  of  (he  whole 
interest  of  the  amount  the  road  would  cost  in  the  construction. 

^he  Levenworth  steam  mill  company  would  not  hesitate  a  mo- 
ment to  contract  with  th«  Rail  Road  Connpany,  to  pay  the  Rail 
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Road  Company  six  (housand  dollars  a  year  for  the  privilege  of 
having  transported  upon  the  Rail  Road  all  tlie  wheat  they  want- 
ed to  mnnufacture  free  of  any  other  expense;  as  the  steam  mill 
company  would  make  more  than  one  hundred  per  cent,  by  this 
arrangement.  It  now  costs  generally,  by  the  present  mode  of 
transportation,  from  twelve  and  a  half  to  eighteen  and  three 
fourths  cents  per  bushel,  to  bring  wheat  from  the  country  to  the 
mill,  and  that  for  only  short  distances  when  compared  with  the 
length  of  this  road. 

l^et  the  legislature  make  a  liberal  appropriation  for  the  con- 
struction of  this  road,  such  as  to  insure  its  completion  in  a  few 
years  time,  the  Hoard  have  no  doubt,  with  all  the  means  at  hand, 
and  using  every  prudent  exertion  to  construct  the  road  as  soon  as 
possible,  befoie  the  road  could  possibly  be  finished,  a  large  exten- 
sive steam  mill  would  be  found  in  successful  operation  in  Paoli, 
another  in  Bedford,  another  in  Bioomington,  another  in  Martins- 
ville, and  another  in  Indianapolis;  making  in  all,  six  steam  mills 
depending  upon  this  road  for  transportation  of  their  wheat  to  a 
considerable  extent,  and  their  flour  generally.  Those  mills  along 
the  route  would  make  more  busirier.s  on  the  road,  than  that  at  the 
Ohio  river;  as  wheat  would  come  on  the  road  to  the  country 
mills,  and  the  flour  would  be  to  be  transported  on  the  road  to  the 
Ohio  river  for  exportation. 

The  Board  will  average  the  whole  amount  of  the  business  of 
the  six  mills,  and  say  wheat  at  six  cents  per  bushel  for  transporta- 
tion, and  flour  at  twenty-five  cents  per  barrel  for  transportation 
the  whole  distance  from  Indianapolis  to  Levenworth,  this  is  pla- 
cing all  the  mills  precisely  upon  the  same  footing.  The  Indiana- 
polis steam  mill  flour  would  cost  no  more  at  Levenworth,  upon 
the  Ohio  river,  than  Levenworth  steam  mill  flour.  Upor^  this 
principle  wheat  is  worth  as  much  per  bushel  in  Indianapolis  as 
upon  the  Ohio  river  or  the  difference,  if  any.must  be  very  small.  Cal- 
culating each  mill  to  manufacture  one  hundred  thousand  bushels 
of  wheat  annually,  the  six  mills  would  furnish  transportation  bu- 
siness upon  this  road,  to  the  amount  of  at  least  thirty-six  thousand 
dollars  in  the  year,  which  would  give  the  company  nearly  twelve 
and  a  half  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  proposed  capital  to  be 
expended. 

Now,  if  merely  the  article  of  wheat  will  give  thirty-six  thou- 
sand dollars  worth  of  transportation  business, being  only  biought 
into  demand  by  the  increased  and  cheapened  facilities  of  trans- 
portation on  this  Rail  Road,  what  must  be  the  whole  amount  of 
transportation  business  on  the  road?  or  what  per  centum  will  it 
give?  The  Board  believe  it  must  be  great.  Look  at  the  exten- 
sive, rich,  and  well  cultivated  country  this  road  must  pass  through, 
and  the  adjoiiiing  counties,  all  of  which  would  receive  more  or 
less  of  their  necessary  articles  of  consumption  brought  in  upon 
this  rpad,  and  more  or  less  of  their  surplus  produce  would  be  ta« 
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V/ashingloi),  Green,  Owen,  all  Lawrence,  Monroe,  Morgan,  Ma- 
rion, and  a  part  of  the  counties  adjacent  to  Marion  county. 

The  Board  find  it  impossible  to  make  any  accurate  calculation, 
in  addition  to  the  wheat  and  flour  business,  it  will  only  mention 
some  of  the  most  pron^inent  articles,  draw  a  general  coiidusion, 
and  leave  it  to  every  one  who  may  feel  dispo&ed  to  make  a  more 
particular  estimate.  Then  in  addition  to  the  wheat  and  flour  bu- 
siness, will  be  the  articles  of  salt,  iron,  sugar,  coffee,  passengers — 
transportation  of  the  United  States  mail,  pork,  beef,  flax-seed, 
rock  from  the  quarries  adjacent  to  the  road,  lumber,  and  goods 
of  every  other  description,  too  numerous  to  mention.  And,  as  it 
is  always  found,  articles  of  commerce  increase  with  the  increased 
and  cheapened  facilitiesof  transportation,  the  Board  cannot  doubt 
but  that  all  of  these  items  taken  together,  would  give  a  conside- 
rable larger  transportation  business  on  the  road  than  merely  the 
wheat  and  flour.  Indeed,  the  Board  cannot  doubt,  but  that  the 
stock  must  be  very  valuable;  and  the  whole  transportation  busi- 
ness will,  if  their  calculations  and  reasonings  are  correct,  and 
they  believe  them  correct,)  as  soon  as  the  road  is  in  operation,  be 
sufficient,  by  charging  ouly  a  moderate  toll  for  transportation,  to 
keep  the  road  in  repair,  pay  the  cost  of  transportation,  and  twen- 
ty-five per  cent,  annually  upon  the  amount  of  stock,  or  funds  ne- 
cessary to  construct  this  road.  If  it  has  been  shown  beyond  a  rea- 
sonable doubt,  that  the  transportfition  bufiness,  as  soon  as  the 
road  can  be  put  into  operation,  would  pay  twenty-five  per  cent, 
upon  the  capital  expended,  wliat  percent,  would  it  give,  after 
being  in  operation  ten  years,  giving  immeiise  facilities  to  the  ex- 
tension o(  cultivated  firms,  manufactories,  villages,  and  all  other 
kinds  of  improvements? 

The  Board  are  of  opinion  the  income  upon  the  road,  or  trans- 
portation business,  provided  the  road  was  in  successful  operation 
would  be  doubled  at  least  in  every  ten  years. 

The  iioard  would  respectfully  refer  your  honorable  b<  dy  to  the 
calculation  of  the  cost  of  one  niile  of  the  Columbia  Rail  Road  in 
South  Carolina,  l^y  the  Civil  Engineers,  Messrs.  A.  A.  Dexter  and 
C.  E.  Detmold,  published  in  the  Rail  Road  Journal,  Vol,  III, 
No.  45.  The  whole  cost  of  constructing  one  mile,  they  esti.nate 
at  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  dollars  and  sixty- 
four  cents,  except  the  iron.  According  to  that  manner  of  con- 
struction, which  is  considerably  more  expensive  than  that  recom- 
mended in  this  report.  Tiiese  engineers  recommer.d  a  heavy 
kind  of  iron,  with  a  downwaid  flange,  to  strengthen  the  bar. 
The  cost  of  that  kind  of  iron,  and  spikes,  would  be  iVom  thirteen 
to  fourteen  hundred  dollars  per  mile.  The  cost  of  iron  per  mile 
varies  very  much,  and  depends  upon  the  kind  used;  for  instance, 
if  bars  of  the  same  dimensions  of  those  used  on  the  Charleston 
r«id,  two  and  a  quarter  inches  wide,  and  half  an  inch  thick,  then 
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it  would  require  about  eighteen  tons  per  mile,  at  sixty  dollars  per 
ton,  would  be  one  thousand  and  eighty  dollars  per  mile.  If  bars 
of  the  size  of  those  used  upon  the  Portsmouth  and  Roarioak  road, 
two  inches  wide,  by  half  an  inch  thick,  fhen  it  would  require  six- 
teen tons  per  mile;  costing  at  the  same  rate  per  ton,  nire  hundred 
and  sixty  dollars  per  mile.  Should  bars  two  inclies  wide  and 
three-eighths  of  an  inch  thick  be  used,  such  as  are  used  upon  the 
Charleston  and  Augusta,  and  D'daware  and  Hudson  Rail  Roads, 
then  twelve  tons  per  mile  would  be  sufficient;  costing  seven  hun- 
dred and  twenty  dollars,  and  one  hundred  and  forty  dollars  for 
spikes  and  connecting  plate?,  will  in  all  be  per  mile  eight  hundred 
and  sixty  dollars;  all  of  which  is  very  respectfully  submitted.

sertmg  a  substitute. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Whitcomb,  previous  to  taking  the  question 
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in  concurrence,  the  bill  was  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"debtor"  in  the  third  line,  the  words,  "who  may  have  a  family." 

On  the  question,  will  the  Senate  concur  in  the  amendment  made 
in  committee  of  the  whole?  a  division  of  the  question  was  called 
for,  and  the  question  being  on  striking  out;  it  was  decided  in  the 
affirmative.

^e  Senate  adjourned  yesterday,  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative,^ 
and  the  amendment  was  so  amended. 
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Mr.  Whitcomb  moved  further  to  amend  the  amendment  by 
striking  out  of  the  first  section  the  words  "so  selected,"  and  to  in- 
sert instead  thereof  the  word  "exempted ;"  pending  which  mo-

bash and  Erie  canal,  and  in  the  construction  of  such  other  works 
of  internal  improvement  as  will  have  a  direct  tendency  to  open  a 
line  of  communication  between  the  Wabash  and  Ohio  rivers; 

Were  severally  read  a  third  time  and  passed. 

Ordered^  That  the  House  of  Representatives  be  informed 
thereof. 

The  Senate  resumed  in  committee  of  the  whole  the  further  con- 
sideration of  the  bill  (No.  38)  to  amend  an  act  to  regulate  marria- 
ges, approved  February  4, 1831,  Mr.  Embree  in  the  chair,  and  af^ 
ter  some  time  occupied  in  the  consideration  thereof,  the  commit- 
tee rose,  and  the  chairman  reported  the  bill  to  the  Senate  with  se- 
veral amendments,  in  which  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  was 
requested. 

The  Senate  proceeded  to  consider  the  amendments,  and  the 
1st,  2d,  and  5th  were  concurred  in,  and  the  Senate  refused  to  con- 
cur in  the  3d  and  4th  amendments.

the  defendant." 

Which  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Whitcomb, 

Ordered^  That  the  bill  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Long,  on  leave  granted,  introduced  the  following  resolution 
which  was  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  the  Senate  will,  on  Friday  next,  at  10  o'clock, 
A.  M.,  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  director  of  the  state  bank,  to 
fill  the  vacancy  of  Robert  Morrison,  whose  term  of  service  will 
expire  during  the  present  session,  the  House  of  Representatives 
concurring  therein,  and  that  the  House  be  informed  of  the  adop- 
tion of  this  resolution,  and  a  similar  one  on  their  part  requested.

The  Senate  assembled. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Senate  the  following  report  of 
the  commissioners  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  canal: 

To  the  General  Assembly  of 

the  State  of  Indiana : 

The  law  of  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  hav- 
ing directed  the  Board  of  Canal  Commissioners  to  put  under  con- 
tract, an  additional  portion  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal,  to  com- 
plete its  location  westwardly  from  Huntington,  to  the  termination 
of  the  canal  grant  of  lands,  near  the  Tippecanoe,  to  survey  each 
side  of  the  Wabash,  so  as  to  make  a  comparison  of  the  eligibility 
of  the  routes  on  either  side,  from  Logansport  to  the  western  ter- 
mination; and  to  locate  a  canal  route  from  Nettle  creek  to  Law- 
renceburgh  in  the  valley  of  the  Whitewater  river;  they  organized 
a  party  and  sent  them  into  the  field  as  early  as  the  6tii  of  March 
last,  to  perform  the  locating  service,  which,  with  much  industry 
and  unremitting  diligence  on  the  part  of  the  Engineers,  has  just 
been  accomplished. 

To  conduct  these  operations,  it  became  necessary  to  employ  an 
additional  number  of  Engineers.  Engagements  were  according- 
ly made  with  William  Gooding  to  take  charge  of  the  locating 
party,  anjl  with  Stearnes  Fisher  to  superintend  the  construction 
of  a  division  of  the  canal  line  on  the  Wabash. 
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In  order  Ihnt  the  State  should  have  the  benefit  of  all  the  skill 
within  her  control,  the  Engineer-in-Chief  was  directed  to  visit 
the  Wabash  surve}s,  as  often  as  his  duties  to  the  line  under  con- 
tract would  permit,  and  the  Whitewater  location  at  least  twice 
during  the  season,  and  to  assist  generally  in  devising  plans  and 
making  estimates.  In  this  manner  the  surveys  and  comparisons 
of  the  canal  routes  have  been  made  under  the  superintendence  of 
two  persons  at  least,  possessing  much  practical  knowledge  and 
experience  in  their  profession,  with  the  means  at  their  command 
to  make  all  necessary  exanninations  in  relation  to  these  subjects. 
Their  reports  therefore  may^be  relied  on  as  generally  true  in  their 
results,  and  safe  in  their  conclusions. 

A  report  of  their  proceedings  in  relation  to  the  Whitewater 
Canal  with  their  estimates,  is  appended  to  this  communication, 
and   respectfully  submitted.     (See  Appendix^  Document  marked 

From  an  examination  of  the  Engineer's  report,  and  map  of  the 
Whitewater  Canal,  which  they  have  filed  in  the  office  of  (he  Se- 
cretary of  State,  it  will  be  perceived  that  eight  miles  of  the  route 
is  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  of  Ohio;  consequently  in 
making  legislative  provisions  for  the  construction  of  this  canal,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  make  such  arrangements  as  will  enable  In- 
diana to  complete  that  portion  of  the  line  which  lies  in  the  limits 
of  that  State.  No  funds  having  been  set  apart  for  defraying  the 
cost  of  the  Whitewater  Canal  location,  the  expenditures  were 
paid  out  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  Fund ;  but  as  former  acts 
of  the  Legislature,  appear  to  have  pledged  all  the  proceeds  aris- 
ing from  the  sales  of  canals  lands,  and  the  tolis  of  the  canal  ex- 
pressly for  the  construction  of  the  canal  itself,  it  was  deemed  ad- 
visable to  keep  an  account  as  near  as  possible,  of  the  amount  ex- 
pended for  that  purpose;  which  was  the  sum  of  ^947,  exclusive 
of  ,$'119,  in  an  unsettled  account,  part  of  which  is  still  due  to  the 
%vagoner  for  transportation  of  the  baggage  of  the  pariy. 

The  full  and  able  report  of  the  Engineers  in  relation  to  the 
Whitewater  canal,  precludes  the  necessity  of  remarks  from  the 
undersigned,  but  strongly  impressed  with  the  utility  of  canals 
where  they  can  be  made,  in  advancing  the  general  interests  ot  the 
State,  as  well  as  tlie  immediate  district  of  country  through  which 
they  pass,  by  the  facilities  thej  give  to  commerce,  by  the  intro- 
duction of  capital  and  the  stimulus  thereby  imparted  to  industry; 
they  cannot  but  feel  in  common  with  other  citizens  of  the  State, 
a  deep  interest  for  the  prosecution  of  this  work.  Believing  there 
is  no  portion  of  this  State,  where  a  fertile  soil,  in  a  highly  cultivat- 
ed district  of  country,  fiirnished  with  numerous  streamsand  mills, 
and  abounding  with  productions  of  great  value,  which  from  their 
magnitude  and  interior  situation  are  expensive  to  transport  to 
market,  more  clearly  indicate  the  necessity  of  a  chcaji  and  easy 
mode  of  conveyance  for  their  sale;  nor  a  portion  of  the  State, 
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where  if  a  canal  should  be  made,  that  would  be  more  likelj  to 
jield  so  immediate  and  satisfactory  returns  in  tolls. 

On  the  first  of  May  last,  the  section  embracing  the  aqueduct 
over  the  St.  Mary's  river,  and  section  No.  3,  extending  eastward- 
ly  to  the  bank  of  the  Maumee,  and  the  portion  of  the  line  west- 
wardly,  from  section  No.  50,  near  Huntington,  to  section  No.  88, 
a  distance  of  eighteen  miles  in  length,  was  put  under  contract, 
and  since  that  time  has  been  worked  with  great  rapidity.  On 
the  27th  of  July,  another  po^^tion  of  the  line,^  17  miles  in  length, 
extending  from  secti^jn  No.  88,  to  within  15  miles  of  Logansport, 
was  also  let  for  censtruction.  This  part  of  the  line  has  likewise 
been  well  worked,  considering  the  lateness  of  the  season,  when  it 
was  commenced.  According  to  the  ternr>s  of  the  contracts,  all  the 
work  which  has  been  let  this  season,  is  to  be  finished  by  the  10th 
of  October  next^  and  although  itis  not  usual  for  improvements  of 
this  kind  to  be  completed  within  the  time  agreed,  yet  from  the 
Tiumber  of  men  engaged,  at  this  time  on  the  hne,  which  can  fall 
?)ut  little  short  of  1,000,  and  the  amount  of  labor  done  during  the 
present  season,  the  prospect  is  certainly  fair  for  its  completion 
within  the  time  specified  in  the  contracts. 

The  greater  part  of  Ihe  line  which  was  put  under  contract  in 
1832  has  been  coirypleted,  including  the  dam  across  the  St.  Jo- 
seph's river,  [n  finishing  it,  much  inconvenience  was  occasioned 
by  the  high  waters  during  the  «wmR>er  and  fall,  which  rendered 
the  last  a  very  unfavorable  season  for  such  operations.  This  dam 
is  15  feet  high,  and  built  upon  a  Sandy  foundation  from  necessity, 
as  the  entire  bed  of  the  river  is  composed  of  that  material.  But 
*o  much  care  has  been  exercised  by  the  Engineer,  in  devising  a 
plan  suited  to  the  exigencies  of  the  case,  and  attention  paid  to  its 
construction,  that  great  confidence  is  felt,  that  it  will  resist  the  ac- 
tions of  the  floods,  to  which  it  will  be  exposed,  and  remain  a  per- 
manent structure. 

The  water  has  been  let  into  the  canal,  from  the  dam  for  16 
fniles.  In  filling  this  distance  the  levels  were  proven  to  have  been 
truly  taken,  and  the  work  answered  the  expectations  formed  of  it, 
except  on  feeder  section  No.  9,  at  the  St.  Joseph's  Bluff.  Here 
the  bank  slipped,  and  made  a  breach,  carrying  about  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  yards  of  earth  into  the  river.  The  bank  has 
l)een  repaired.  From  the  point  filled  with  water,  to  Huntington, 
a  distance  of  sixteen  miles, «  considerable  part  of  the  sections  are 
finished.  The  remainder  are  all  commenced,  and  some  of  them 
nearly  completed.  This  part  of  the  line  lies  along  the  margin  of 
a  wet  prairie,  and  was  visited  with  some  severity  by  sickness,  in 
August,  September,  and  part  of  October.  There  is  more  unfin- 
ished work  on  this  portion  of  the  line  than  was  expected  or  the 
contracts  warrant.  Diligence  will  be  used  to  have  it  finished  by 
t!ie  Itn  of  July  next. 

li\  locating  the  canal  line,  from  near  the  mouth  of  the  Missis- 
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tinaway  river  to  Miller's  creek,  in  order  to  introduce  a  feeder  from 
the  Wabash  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  accession  of  (he  Mis- 
sissinaway,  it  became  necessary  to  make  a  considerable  change 
in  the  route  located  by  CoK  Moore,  His  line  followed  the  course 
of  the  prairie  between  which  and  the  river  was  high  ground  un- 
til it  subsided  near  Miller's  creek,  which  prevented  the  canal  from 
being  taken  to  the  river,  until  it  reached  that  point,  seven  miles 
below  the  moath  of  the  Mississinaway.  The  oW'  line  was  gene- 
rally two  miles  from  the  Wabasli.  The  new  one  is  nearly  on  its 
bank.  The  change  embraces  a  distance  of  eight  miles  in  length, 
and  was  only  made  after  a  thorough  examination  had  been  given. 
To  have  continued  the  canal  to  Miller's  creek  without  a  feeder,, 
would  have  reduced  the  supply  of  water  much  below  the  quanti- 
ty necessary  for  navigation  in  the  dry  months,  and  rendered  the 
work  valueless  during  that  part  of  the  year. 

The  line  put  under  contract  this  year  embraces  an  aquedu-cS 
across  the  St.  Mary's  river,  thirteen  lift  and  one  guard  lock,  three 
dams  across- the  Wabash,  one  across  Clear  creek,  and  a  number 
of  culverts.  These  structures  with  the  bluff  river  banks,  whicl* 
have  to  be  encountered,  render  this  part  of  th&  line  more  expen- 
sive than  the  middle  division  of  the  canal,  which  is  now  nearlv 
completed.  The  length  of  the  route  put  under  contrr;ict  this  year,, 
is  36  miles  3Si  chains  and  is  estimated  at  contract  prices,  with  rea- 
sonable allowance  for  contingencies  which  cnnnot  be  foreseen,  to- 
cost  the  aggregate  sum  of  §438,90i  50  cts.,  or  an  average  of 
$12,030  96 'cts.  per  mile. 

The  length  of  canal  which  is  completed,  and  the  line  under 
contract  is  nearly  seventy  miles,  which  when  finished  will  cost 
about  the  sum  of  §685,000,  or  nearly  the  entire  amount  which 
has  been  appropriated  for  its  construction;  the  provisions  of  the 
law  having  been  strictly  observed,  to  have  no  more  under  con- 
tract than  could  be  completed  withou-t  further  appropriations^ 
According  to  this  rule  no  nwre  of  tlve  line  can  be  let,  until sucii 
provisions  are  made;  and  the  question  arises,  what  amount  shoult^ 
be  appropriated?  The  present  provipvons,  would  be  sufficient  for 
the  ensuing  year's  operations,  and  wili  probably  cover  as  large  a 
«irm  as  will  be  expended.  But  the  interests  of  the  State  woulti 
doubtless  be  best  subserved,  by  putting  more  of  the  route  under 
contract  the  next  year,  and  adopting  such  measures  as  will  tinisli 
the  canal  in  the  least  time  it  can  be  performed  without  redncing 
reasonable  competition  and  increasing  its  cost.  The  interest  on 
the  loans  after  another  year's  operations,  will  amount  to  a  consi- 
derable sum,  and  continue  to  increase  until  the  canal  siiall  be 
completed;  hence  the  expediency  of  finirhir>g  the  canal  in  the- 
least  time  economy  will  warrant.  Within  three  years,  all  ih.e 
work  the  State  intends  to  perform  on  this  line,  should  be  complet- 
ed. In  carrying  the  canal  down  the  Waba«h,  the  difficuities  lo- 
be encountered  and  the  expense  increase.     The  tjreater  heighti 
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of  the  wafer  in  the  river  in  time  of  floods — the  washing  of  abrupt 
banks — the  greater  depth  of  the  beds  of  streams  which  discharge 
themselves  into  the  river,  and  which  have  to  be  crossed,  all  serve 
to  produce  such  a  result,  and  make  dilficult  sections  to  encounter, 
which  will  require  at  least  two  years  to  construct.  Hence  it  is  ob- 
vious that  such  expensive  jobs  should  be  speedily  let. 

The  proper  time  to  put  additional  portions  of  canal  line  under 
contract,  depends  on  the  forwardness  in  construction  of  the  line 
already  let;  for  commencing  a  new  line  has  the  tendency  to  with- 
draw laborers  and  provisions  from  the  old.  The  precise  period 
when  such  measures  may  be  taken  without  producing  injury,  can- 
not ahvays  be  foreseen,  but  must  depend  upon  contingencies  as 
they  transpire;  therefore  the  appropriate  time  of  commencing 
new  divisions  of  canal  line,  cannot  well  be  regulated  by  law,  but 
are  best  left  to  the  discretion  of  those  who  shall  have  in  charge 
tne  superintendence  of  the  work.  If  these  considerations  be  cor- 
rect, they  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  the  true  policy  to  be  pursued 
in  relation  to  this  subject,  would  be,  to  obtain  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  finishing  the  canal,  on  such  routes  as  shall  be  adopted, 
which  estimate  can  be  furnished  to  a  near  approximation  of  the 
truth,  to  decide  the  points  of  termination  to  which  the  canal  shall 
be  extended,  to  make  a  general  appropriation  to  complete  the 
canal  to  such  points,  and  give  authority  to  have  it  put  under  con- 
tract as  speedily  as  prudence  and  economy  will  permit. 

Some  of  the  sites  where  water  power  privileges  have  been 
made  by  the  construction  of  the  canal,  may  be  advantageously 
u?ed  during  the  ensuing  year.  Provisions  by  law  for  their  sale 
or  rent,  is  therefore  respectfully  suggested. 

In  the  course  of  the  last  summer  and  fall,  several  applications 
for  damages  occasioned  by  the  construction  of  the  canal,  have 
been  presented  to  the  Board  of  Canal  Commissioners,  but  with 
one  exception,  at  so  late  a  period,  that  the  cases  had  to  be  defer- 
red, until  their  return  to  the  canal  line.  A  disposition  to  claim 
damages,  has  lately  been  manifested  to  a  considerable  extent,  and 
there  are  reasons  to  believe  thnt  these  applications  will  be  so  nu- 
merous, that  it  will  necessarily  consume  too  much  time  of  the 
Board  to  attend  to  them;  and  for  that  reason,  aside  from  others 
which  might  be  given,  the  law  to  assess  damages  by  a  jury,  is  not 
the  best  which  could  be  devised. 

In  relation  to  this  subject,  it  may  be  remarked,  that  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Canal,  the  country  through  which  it  passes,  was 
mosily  unsettled,  and  the  land  cheap.  It  was  then  supposed,  that 
this  district  would  besufficientlyaccommodated,iftheState  should 
construct  the  Canal,  without  being  charged  with  the  right  of  way. 
The  idea  of  claiming  damages  was  not  entertained.  But  since 
that  period,  public  opinion  has  materially  changed.  The  pay- 
ment monthly  of  large  sums  of  money  in  a  small  community,  has 
greatly  increased  the  value  of  property,  and  produced  such  an  ex- 
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cited  state  of  the  public  mind,  (hat  it  is  difficult  if  not  impossible, 
to  carry  public  opinion  back  to  the  value  of  proj)crty,  when  the 
Canal  was  commenced,  or  to  make  correct  comparisons  of  the 
prices  it  would  bear,  provided  t)o  sucli  work  had  been  made.  In 
a  community  fO  situated,  that  an  increase  in  tiie  value  of  lands  is 
daily  witnessed,  it  would  beco.'itrar}-  to  nainral  principles,  if  hi^h 
prices  were  not  attached  to  any  portion  the  Stale  mijiht  occupy 
for  a  canal,  a  road,  or  other  improvement,  which  she  might  make. 
And  if  it  be  right  in  principle,  that  when  damages  are  assessed, 
the  advantages  which  an  individual  derives  from  a  public  work, 
should  be  deducted  from  the  injuries  he  sustains  l)y  its  construc- 
tion, it  may  be  ju?tly  doubted,  without  charging  impropriety  of 
motive  in  the  least  degree,  whether  a  jury  selected  from  the  vi- 
cinity of  the  Canal  line  be  the  most  impaitinl  triljunal  to  de- 
cide a  case  of  damages  between  one  of  their  neighbors  and  the 
State. 

It  is  respectfully  suggested  that  a  Board  of  three  persons,  se- 
lected from  places  remote  from  the  Canal  line,  would  perhaps  con- 
stitute a  preleralile  tribunal  for  the  assessment  of  such  damages. 
If  such  a  Board  should  be  appointed,  from  the  number  of  appli- 
cations already  made,  they  should  meet  on  the  line  early  in  the 
spring,  to  determine  the  cases  which  will  be  presented  for  their 
decision. 

Twenty-one  or  two  miles  of  the  Canal  route,  from  Fori  Wayne 
to  the  Ohio  State  line,  has  not  yet  been  located,  and  of  course  no 
estimate  of  cost  made.  Compaiing  it,  however,  with  the  summit 
section,  which  is  now  nearly  finished,  it  will  I)e  safe  to  say,  that 
this  part  of  the  line,  can  be  completed  for  ten  thousand  dollars 
peimile,  or  the  sum  of  -  -  -  §220,000

The  Report  of  the  Engineers,  of  the  survey  of  the  Canal  line 
westwardly  from  Logansport,  with  estimates  and  comparisons  of 
the  routes  on  each  side  of  the  Wabash,  is  subjoined  and  referred 
to,  (See  Document  marked  A.)  in  which  these  several  plans  with 
iheir  respective  advantages  and  objections  are  pointed  out  and 
elucidated. 

In  regard  to  the  routes'on  each  side  of  the  river,  it  is  evident 
that  the  one  on  the  north  side,  for  a  canal  simply  to  terminate  a- 
bove  the  mouth  of  the  Tippecanoe,  has  the  advantage  both  in 
cheapness  of  cost  a«d  safety  when  it  shall  be  constructed.  And 
if  the  question  be  viewed  without  reference  to  its  extension  be- 
yond that  point,  there  could  be  no  hesitation  in  giving  the  prefer- 
ence to  the  north  side;  as  it  would  save  the  expense,  hazard,  and 
interruption  to  business,  which  must  in  some  degree  be  involved 
in  crossing  the  Wabash,  and  place  the  line  on  rather  less  hazard- 
ous and  expensive  ground  than  it  would  be  on  the  other.  But  it 
)s  supposed,  that  such  views, would  be  too  limited,  and  that  in  de- 
ciding this  subject,  the  importance  of  its  further  extension,  and 
the  expediency  of  its  being  placed  in  such  situation,  that  it  may 
be  connected  with  other  improvements  in  the  great  body  of  the 
State,  should  be  considered  and  have  that  weight  which  subjects 
of  such  magnitude  justly  merit. 

Seven  or  eight  miles  above  the  mouth  of  the  Tippecanoe,  the 
Wabash  leaves  the  rocky  bed  over  which  it  has  run  for  many  - 
miles,  and  inters  a  sandy  plain.  The  character  of  the  river  is 
changed,  and  its  descent,  which  was  before  great,  is  nearly  lost, 
as  soon  as  it  leaves  the  limestone  ridge ;  and  the  floods  rise  to  much 
greater  height.  The  crossing  the  river  on  this  plain  would  be 
hazardous,  and  attended  with  much  expense.  If  the  river  is  to  be 
crossed  with  the  canal,  it  should  be  between  Delphi  and  Logans- 
port,  where  rock  foundations  for  dams  or  aqueducts  may  ba  ob- 
tained. When  this  is  kept  in  mind,  and  the  hazard  and  expense 
of  crossing  a  canal  over  the  Tippecanoe;  and  the  fact  that  a  ca- 
nal down  the  Wabash  from  that  point,  would  be  more  expensive 
than  on  the  other  side — that  the  state  owns  but  a  narrow  belt  of 
territory  on  the  northwest  side  of  the  river,  which  is  separated 
from  the  body  of  the  slate — the  advatages  to  be  derived  from 
crossing  the  canal  to  the  south  side  of  the  river,  are  so  apparent, 
that  it  becomes  equally  plain,  that  the  diflTerencc  ofcost  between 
the  tw5  sides  should  not  be  permitted  to  defeat  objects  of  such 
hnportanee  to  the  convenience  and  prosperity  of  the  state. 

jProm  all  the  rcSfctiori  we  have  been  able  to  bestow  on  this  stjb- 
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ject,  we  believe  that  the  interests  of  the  state  wiil  demand  the  ex; 
tension  of  the  canal  at  no  very  distant  day,  to  some  point  where 
canal  and  steamboats  can  at  all  times  meet;  and  whether  this  pe- 
riod should  be  near  at  hand  or  very  remote,  it  does  not  lessen  the 
importance  of  having  all  the  works  on  the  VVabash  and  Erie  ca- 
nal, made  in  reference  to  a  general  plan  of  improvement,  for  a 
navigable  connection  between  the  Lake  and  the  Mississippi, 

Without  wishing  to  travel  beyond  the  sphere  of  our  duties,  as- 
signed by  law,  and  recommend  works  on  which  we  are  not  autho- 
rised to  report,  we  deem  it  necessary  to  state,  in  order  that  our 
views  of  the  necessity  of  crossing  the  VVabash  may  be  understood, 
that  after  the  examination  we  have  personally  made,  and  the  la- 
bor we  have  bestowed,  we  fully  believe  that  if  the  canal  should 
be  extended  to  Lafayette,  instead  of  terminating  above  the  Tip- 
pecanoe; inasmuch  as  that  place  is  the  point  on  the  river,  where 
ordinarily  the  great  mass  of  steamboat  business  is  done,  that  the 
business  of  the  canal  would  be  so  much  increased  from  the  abun- 
dance of  the  productions  of  the  country  brought  to  that  place  for 
sale,  that  the  tolls  would  sooner  meet  the  interest  on  the  cost  of 
constructing  the  whole  work  to  that  point,  than  they  would  meet 
the  interest  on  the  amount,  which  will  be  necessary  to  make  it  to 
the  terminating  point  above  the  Tippecanoe. 

If  ifshould  be  considered  necessary  to  cross  the  canal  from  the 
north  to  the  south  side  of  the  river,  the  place  and  plan  of  crossing 
them  remain  to  be  determined.  The  places  proposed  to  cross, 
are  at  Logansport,  Georgetown,  and  Ballard's  Bluff.  The  man- 
ner of  crossing  the  two  first  with  aqueducts;  the  last  in  the  pool 
of  a  dam.  Aqueducts,  while  in  repair,  form  the  best  mode  of 
crossing  a  stream,  as  ihey  require  no  extra  hands  over  other  por- 
tions of  the  line,  to  attend  them;  and  therefore  they  are  not  sub- 
ject to  vexatious  delays.  But  it  should  be  borne  in  mind,  that 
the  superstructures  of  these  aqueducts  must  be  made  of  timber, 
and  will  have  to  be  rene:^d  once  in  eight  years.  This  however 
can  be  done  in  the  winter,if  care  be  taken  to  replace  them  before 
they  fail,  and  of  course  give  no  interruption  to  navigation.  The 
prominent  advantages  of  crossing  at  Logansport,  are  the  vicinity 
of  a  flourishing  town — the  ease  of  approaching  it  by  the  Michi- 
gan road,  and  the  fact  that  the  state  will  own  the  section  of  land 
where  it  crosses,  which  will  be  rendered  more  valuable  thereby. 
The  objections  to  crossing  at  this  point  are,  the  increased  cost, 
and  the  fact  that  the  aqueduct  trunk  can  only  be  raised  about  five 
feet  above  the  highest  floods,  M'hich  will  in  some  degree  endanger 
its  safety  in  ice  freshets. 

The  advantage  of  the  crossing  at  Georgetown  over  the  cross- 
ing at  Logansport,  is  the  great  breadth  of  the  river,  as  well  as  its 
fall,  which  prevents  the  high  rise  of  its  floods:  and  the  heighth  of 
its  banks,  which  are  cheaply  approached,  with  a  level  so  high, 
that  no  part  of  the  aqueduct  trunk  will  be  nearer  than  eight  feet 
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to  the  highest  flooda.  The  canal  may  be  carried  over  Eel  river, 
and  to  the  south  side  of  the  Wabash,  by  adopting  this  crossing, 
and  nnake  a  saving  over  the  one  at  Logansport  of  nineteen  tliou- 
sand  dollars  in  the  lirst  cost.  But  as  the  h^'ngth  of  perishable 
trunk  in  tlie  Eel  river  aqueduct  and  the  one  at  this  point,  will  be 
gre^jite'/  than  the  length  of  the  Logansport  aqueduct,  it  will  near- 
ly require  the  interest  at  six  per  cent,  on  nineteen  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  rebuild  once  in  eight  years  this  excess;  30  that  greater 
safety  seems  to  be  all  that  can  be  claimed  for  this  point. 

The  other  plan  proposed,  and  which  is  least  expensive,  is  the 
crossing  at  Ballard's  Bluff,  by  means  of  a  tow-path  bridge,  in  the 
pool  of  a  dam,  extending  across  the  river  four  and  a  half  miles  be- 
low the  bridge. 

The  objections  to  this  mode  of  crossing,  are  mostly  the  fears 
that  passengers  would  have  in  passing  the  stream  when  the -wa- 
ters were  high,  and  the  delays  wiiich  would  sometimes  occur  from 
that  cause.  Such  delays,  although  to  be  regretted,  as  well  as  a- 
ny  deviation  from  a  perfect  plan,  could  not  be  of  serious  import; 
for,  at  any, other  than  in  time  of  floods,  the  bridge  and  pool  would 
be  as  safe  as  the  Canal;  and  during  their  prevalence,  with  the 
aidof  boats  kept  toassist  in  passing  the  stream,  the  hazard  would 
b  e  so  far  reduced,  that  loss  of  life  or  property  would  not  be  in- 
volved. 

The  durability  of  the  dam,  founded  in  its  whole  length  upon 
solid  rock,  and  covered  at  all  times  with  the  waters  of  the  river, 
and  the  great  amount  of  water  power  which  it  will  bring  into  use, 
Beemto  recommend  this  plan  to  great  consideration. 

The  expense  of  repairs  willbe  but  ail  inconsiderable  sum,  and 
the  water  power  privilege?,  which  it  will  create,  will  be  equal  to 
a  quantity  suflicient  to  turn  thirty  pairs  of  mill-stones  iii  flouring 
mills.  This  quantity  of  water  power  to  be  distributed  in  the  pro- 
ductive counties  of  Carroll  and  Tippecanoe,  would  be  of  much 
value  to  community,  and  greatly  increase  the  business  and  lolls  of 
the  canal.  Such  an  amount  of  water  power  would  pay  an  annu- 
al rent  of  three  thousand  dollars,  so  that  in  comparing  this  with 
the  other  moder.  of  crossing,  it  would  appear  that  while  they  will 
cost  annually,  a  considerable  sum  to  rebuild  theaquednct  trunks, 
once  at  least  in  eight  years  this  plan  will  yield  an  annual  rent  to 
ewell  the  proceeds  of  the  work,  which  will  be  greater  in  amount 
than  that  sum,  exclusive  of  the  increase  it  will  produce  in  the  tolls 
from  the  facilities  it  affords  formills  and  machinery. 

At  the  same  time  that  we  have  given  our  views  freely  on  these 
plans,  from  a  conviction  of  the  dilficully  of  determining  such  sub- 
jects without  observation  of  the  various  points  proposed,  and  la- 
borious investigations  of  the  relations  connected  with  them, we  do 
not  wish  to  be  considered  as  attempting  to  decide  the  merits  of  ei- 
ther, as  we  should  consider,  even  if  the  General  Assembly  were  to 
decide  in  general  terms  the  necessity  of  carrying  the  canal  to  the 
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fouth  side  of  the  "VVabash,  that  we  had  not  sufBcientlr  collected 
all  Uie  I'acls  which  might  be  brought  in  aid  of  arriving  at  an  en- 
lightened decision.  VVe  should  want  (he  engineers  to  observe 
the  operations  of  the  ice  Hoods  of  another  winter,  and  to  open 
more  quarries,  to  be  more  strongly  assur«!d  that  good  stone  in  suf- 
ficient quantities  could  bo  obtained  lo  buihl  (lie  piers  of  the  aque- 
ducts. We  should  want  time  lo  collect  all  the  ii.lbimalion  which 
could  be  procured  until  (he  period  arrives  to  commence  the  con- 
struction of  this  part  of  the  line. 

We  owe  an  apology  for  the  lateness  of  the  season,  our  Report 
is  presented.  This  must  be  found,  partly,  in  the  necessity  there 
is  to  be  on  the  line  in  the  months  of  November  and  December, 
when  the  contractors  finish  (heir^work  for  the  season,  and  have 
heavy  accounts  to  settle,  and  their  laborers  to  discharge.  This 
lenders  it  necessary,  and  indeed  indispensable  for  the  Commission- 
ers to  be  with  them,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  and  paying 
their  dues;  and  partly  in  the  great  amount  of  labor,  which  during 
the  year  had  been  assigned  (o  the  Engineer  Department.  From 
the  length  of  canal  under  contract,  which  they  superintend,  and 
the  amount  of  line  to  locate,  notwithstanding  their  incessant  la- 
bors since  early  in  the  spring,  they  have  only  been  able  to  com- 
plete their  estimates  and  reports  within  the  two  last  days;  which 
of  course  wculd  have  delayed  the  communication  we  make,  even 
if  we  had  been  otherwise  fully  prepared  to  present  it. 

We  feel  deeply  iiidobted  to  IMr.  Gooding,  for  the  aid  he  has 
rendered  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  him.  The  lo- 
cating service  was  conducted  under  his  direction,  with  the  judg- 
ment, skill,  and  industry  which  characterizes  the  competent  and 
practical  Engineer. 

The  Commissioners  ofthe  Canal  Fund  having  left  Indianapolis 
before  our  arrival,  our  annual  settlement  with  that  Board  has  not 
been  made.  The  financial  part  of  our  operations  this  year,  will 
therefore  be  deferred  till  their  arrival,  and  made  the  subject  of  a 
Eeparate  report.

ENGINEER'S  REPORT— Y/ABASH  8URVEY. 

TO  THE  BOARD  OF  CANAL  COMMISSIONERS; 
Gentlemen, 

The  undersigned  herewith  respectfully  present  the  results  of  the 
surveys  and  examinations  on  both  sides  of  the  M  abash  river,  from 
Logaiisport  to  the  Tippecanoe,  which  have  been  made  in  pursu- 
ance of  an  order  of  your  Board. 

Staiton  No.  19G3,  of  the  Wabash  survey,  which  is  near  the  up- 
per part  of  the  town  of  liOgansport,  was  selected  as  'he  proper 
point  to  commence '.he  comparative  survey,  above  which  the  line 
will  not  be  affected  by  any  change  that  may  be  made  in  the  route 
below. 

KORTII   SIDE. 

A  few  cliains  from  tlie  place  of-beginning,  the  line  crosses  Eel 
river  by  means  of  an  aquedect,  ata  point  highly  favorable  for  this 
purpose,  as  the  bed  of  the  stream  is  composed  of  solid  rock,  and 
the  adjoining  banks  arc  so  elevated  as  to  require  but  little  em- 
bankment. From  the  rapid  descent  of  the  river  at  this  point,  its 
floods  cannot  rise  to  a  great  height,  and  the  level  adopted  is  so  far 
above  high  watermark  as  to  diminish,  in  some  degree  the  hazard 
of  crossing. 

The  rocky  bluffs  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Wabash  between 
Eel  liver  and  Georgetown,  have  been  avoided  in  the  location,  by 
keeping  up  the  level  and  passing  through  a  range  of  small  wet 
prairies,  which  extend  as  far  down  as  Crooked  creek,  in  a  direc- 
tion parallel  with  the  river.  A  large  saving  in  cost  is  effected, 
and  a  safer  line  obtained  b}  this  change  from  the  original  survey. 

Kelow  Georgetown  the  line  continues  on  favorable  ground  to 
the  head  of  Ballard's  Bluff,  about  live  miles  above  Delphi.  On 
this  portion  of  the  route.  Crooked  creek,  Burnett's  creek,  and 
Rattlesnake,  are  crossed,  each  requiring  a  culvert  equal  to  twen- 
ty feet  span,  which  must  be  built  of  timber.  This  sub-division 
may  be  cheaply  constructed,  and  with  the  exception  of  the  wood- 
en structuresjust  named,  will  require  but  little  repairs. 

At  the  head  of  Ballard's  Bluff,  the  charaetei  of  the  country 
through  which  the  line  passes,  is  essentially  changed.  The  allu- 
vial bottom  which  above  this  point  presents  a  favorable  route,  is 
here  terminated  by  the  immediate  contact  of  the  river  with  the 
high  bluff  that  skirts  its  valley,  and  the  construction  of  a  canal  for 
the  next  four  and  a  half  miles,  will  involve  a  heavy  expense.  A 
short  distance  below  Ballard's  Bluff,  two  other  similar  points  are 
presented,  making  in  all  one  mile  and  sixty-two  chains  of  washed 
bank,  along  which  the  canal  must  be  formed  by  an  embankment 
in  the  river,  protected  from  the  flood  by  a  covering  of  etone. — 


These  bluffs  form  much  the  largest  item  of  co!*t  belonging  to  tha 
north  side. 

At  the  head  of  Deer  creek  prairie,  the  bluff  recedes  from  the 
river,  leaving  favorable  ground  for  the  location  of  a  canal  to  the 
Erie  bluff  near  the  termination.  The  former  survey  was  extend- 
i6d  to  the  lower  end  of  this  bluff,  but  from  soundings  taken,  it  is 
ascertained  that  there  is  sufficient  depth  of  water  for  the  river 
boats  to  pass  to  the  upper  end  of  the  washed  bank  at  all  times, 
when  they  can  reach  the  lower  end;  and  the  necessity  of  construct- 
ing the  canal  along  this  difficult  pass  is,  therefore,  not  perceived, 
unless  it  be  with  a  view  to  its  extension,  further  down  the  river 
than  the  mouth  of  the  Tippecanoe. 

The  cost  of  the  canal  on  the  north  side,  is  eslimated  as  follows,

SOUTH    SIDE. 

Beginning  at  the  diverging  point,  the  line  crosses  the  Wabash 
at  the  island  near  the  upper  part  of  the  town  of  l.ogansport, 
where  two  separate  aqueducts  will  be  required,  both  of  which  will 
be  founded  on  solid  roclc.  The  crossing  here  is  rendered  more 
expensive  by  the  division  of  the  river  into  two  chaiinels,  which 
makes  it  necessary  to  build  two  additional  abutments.  A  high 
embankment  will  be  required  both  on  the  island  and  on  the  north 
bank  of  the  river. 

After  crossing  the  river,  the  line  passes  over  favorable  ground 
toSimons'  bluff,  a  distance  of  about  two  pnd  a  half  miles;  but 
from  this  poisit  to  Georg-etown,  the  route  is  less  favorable,  as  the 
river  in  several  places,  runs  at  the  base  of  high  rocky  points,  leav- 
ing no  other  method  of  forming  the  canal  than  by  excavating  the 
rock  and  earth  from  the  hill,  and  forming  with  these  mateiiais  an 
embankment  in  the  river.  Levels  were  taken  with  a  vie\vN3f  find- 
ing a  route  back  of  these  cliffs,  but  without  success.  A  large  a- 
mount  of  rock  excavation  must  be  encountered  on  this  portion  of 
the  line,  which  together  with  other  obstacles  mentioned,  will 
make  it  very  expensive. 

Below  Georgetown,  the  high  ground  recedes  from  the  river, 
leaving  in  most  places  a  wide  alluvial  bottom,  along  which  a  cheap 
and  safe  line  has  been  located  to  Delphi.  Keep's  creek.  Hoovers 
creek,  and  Rock  creek  are  crossed  on  this  sub-division.  The 
two  first  named,  bj  means  of  culverts,  each  equal  to  twenty  feet 


span;  and  the  other  bj  an  aqueduct  of  two  spans  of  twenty-eight 
feet  each,  all  of  which  must  he  built  of  timber.  The  expense  of 
cotistructinj:^  this  portion  of  ihe  cumhI  will  be  light,  asjJ  ihe  cost  of 
repairs  but  litiie,  ifwe  except  the  rebuilding  of  the  wooden  struc- 
tures meMlionod. 

Froin  D(.^lpl)ialo  the  termiiiation,  the  construction  ofa  Cfinal  will 
beattendt'd  witli  great  co?t.  The  first  expense  is  tiic  crossing  of 
Deer  creek,  wliich  will  require  an  aqueduct  with  three  spans, 
each  forty-tive  ft;et,  the  abutaienls  and  piers  for  which,  as  well  as 
the  trunk,  must  be  formed  of  timber.  Soon  after  crossing,  some 
deep  cutting  is  presented  with  a  small  amount  of  slate  rock  in  the 
bottom,  which,  however,  does  not  form  a  serious  dilliculty,  and  is 
encountered  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  an  abrupt  slate  bluff, 
washed  at  its  base  by  Deer  creek.  About  three  miles  below  Del- 
phi, the  Falling  Spring  lilutfcoinmences,  which  j)resentsthe  most 
serious  obstacle  to  the  construction  of  the  canal  found  on  either 
side  of  the  river.  The  hill  which  is  high  and  abrupt,  is  compos- 
ed partly  of  slate  rock  and  partly  of  eaith,  out  of  which  materials, 
a  heavy  embankment  must  be  formed  irj  the  river,  and  protected 
by  a  coating  of  stone.  The  whole  length  of  the  blulT  is  one  mile 
and  a  quarter.  Below  this,  no  difficult  or  expensive  line  is  met 
with  to  the  termination. 

As  a  comparison  betwen  the  two  sides  of  the  river,  is  the  main 
object  of  tlie  surv(;y  it  would  seem  that  opposite  points  should  be 
selected  for  closing  the  comparative  surveys  and  estimates.  But 
on  examination,  this  was  found  impracticable,  if  any  regard  be 
paid  to  the  convenient  transfer  of  the  trade  from  the  canal  to  thft 
river  boats;  for  it  is  uniformly  the  case  on  this  part  of  the  Wabash, 
that  a  high  bank  on  one  side  is  opposite  to  an  overflowed  bottom 
on  the  other.  There  are  but  two  points  in  this  vicinity,  on  the 
south  side,  that  offer  the  necessary  facilities  for  a  connection  with 
the  river;  one  of  which  is  a  short  distance  below  the  end  of  the 
canal  grant,  and  the  other  about  one  and  a  half  miles  above  that 
point.  ^^ 

The  latter  place  was  preferred  for  the  termination  of  the  coip- 
parative  survey  and  estimate,  from  the  fict  that  it  is  more  nearly 
opposite  to  the  point  selected  on  the  north  side,  and  on  that  ac- 
count would  make  a  fairer  comparison.  It  was  also  ascertained 
from  soundings  taken,  that  the  water  is  of  such  depth  as  to  allow 
the  river  boats  to  reach  the  upper  point  as  readily  as  the  other. 

The  cost  of  the  canal  on  the  south  side  may  be  estimated  as  fol- 
lows, namely: —

It  is  proper  to  remark  here,  that  these  estimates  shew  the  true 
differenceincost,if  considered  in  reference  merely  to  the  original 
plan  of  terminating  the  canal  at  or  near  the  Tippecanoe;  but  if 
the  subject  be  viewed  with  regard  to  its  further  extension,  in  that 
case,  the  comparative  estimates  should  be  extended  to  the  boun- 
dary of  the  canal  donation,  in  order  to  place  both  sides  on  an  e- 
quality,  w^hich  v/ill  reduce  the  above  difference  to  $38,152  36,  in 
consequence  of  the  greater  expense  on  the  north  than  on  the  south 
side  for  this  additional  distance. 

Near  Logansport,  it  is  supposed  that  stone  can  be  procured  for 
the  abutments  and  piers  of  the  aqueducts,  and  they  are  accord- 
ingly estimated  upon  this  plan.  Three  locks  on  each  side  of  the 
river,  in  this  vicinity,  are  also  estimated  of  stone.  But  after  lea- 
ving this  part  of  the  line,  all  the  mechanical  structures  must  be 
built  of  timber,  as  no  stone  has  been  discovered,  except  such  as 
are  only  suitable  for  protection  or  rough  slope  walls.  The  aque- 
duct trunk  across  the  Wabash  or  Eel  river,  will  be  constructed  of 
timber.  The  one  across  the  Wabash  will  be  616  ft.  including 
both  channels;  and  that  over  Eel  river  336  feet  in  length.  The 
whole  ainonnt  of  lockage  embraced  in  these  surveys  and  esti- 
mates is  06  feet,  which  is  overcome  by  eight  locks;  and  the  lock- 
age is  the  same  on  either  side  of  the  river.  The  most  expensive 
structures  embraced  in  these  estimates  and  plans,  both  in  cost  of 
construction  and  repairs,  are  the  aqueducts  over  the  Wabash  and 
Eeel  rivers;  the  former  belonging  to  the  route  on  the  south,  and 
the  latter  in  the  north  side.  Cross! Dg  large  streams  like  these, 
must  necessarily  expose  the  canal  to  some  danger,  especially 
when  they  are  subject  to  ice  floods;  and  it  is  impossible  to  adopt 
any  plan  of  crossing,  which  will  entirely  remove  the  liability  to 
mtervuplion  in  the  navigation  and  expensive  repairs.  But  what- 
evei'  expense  or  hazard  there  may  be  in  sustaining  an  aqueduct 
over  either  of  these  streams,  it  will  be  greater  in  crossing  the  Wa- 
bash than  Eel  river,  inasmuch  as  its  floods  rise  higher  and  must 
bring  down  larger  quantities  of  ice  and  drift. 

The  expensive  character  of  the  line  on  the  south  side  of  the 
Wabash  between  Logansport  and  Georgetown,  suggested  the 
propriety  of  an  examination  with  a  view  of  crossing  the  river  at 
the  latter  place.  It  appears  from  the  examination  given,  that  a 
saving  of  $19,370  51, can  be  efiected  on  this  plan,  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  aqued  ict  will  be  much  safer  than  one  at  Logansport, 
Ironi  the  fact  that  the  river  rises  less,  is  of  greater  width,  and  less 
subject  to  obitniclions  from  ice  fre;;het?.     Upon  this  line,  howevj" 
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#;r,  h6ih  Eel  river  aud  the  Wabash  must  be  crossed,  and  the  great 
length  of  the  aqaeduct  trunk  required,  which  must  be  composed 
of  perishable  materials,  will  form  an  objection  to  the  plan  of  cross- 
ing at  Georgetown. 

A  plan  of  crossing  the  Wabash  about  five  miles  above  Delphi 
hy  means  of  a  dam  and  towing  path  bridge,  has  also  been  exam- 
ined. Upon  this  plan  the  canal  would  pursue  the  north  side,  fol- 
lowing the  route  heretofore  described,  to  the  head  of  Ballard's 
Bluff,  where  it  would  cross  in  the  pool  of  a  dam  to  be  built  at 
Kock  Ripple,  four  and  a  half  miles  belo-w  the  point  of  crossing. — 
After  crossing  the  river  the  same  pool  would  be  used  as  a  canal, 
by  making  a  towing  path  on  the  south  bank  for  two  miles  and 
sixtj-two  chains,  where  the  canal  would  enter  a  bayou,  which  ex- 
tends nearly  to  the  mouth  of  Deer  creek,  a  distance  of  two  miles 
and  fifty-thiee  chains.  This  bayou,  for  a  great  part  of  its  length, 
is  already  sufficiently  deep,  and  with  some  excavation  at  the  low- 
er end,  and  a  guard  lock  and  guard  banks  at  the  upper  end, 
would  make  a  perfect  canal,  varying  from  forty  to  a  hundred 
feet  wide  at  top  water  line,  A  short  distance  from  the  lower  end 
of  the  bayou,  the  line  crosses  Deer  creek  near  its  nrtouth,  which 
would  also  be  passed  by  a  dam  and  towing  path  bridge.  One 
mile  and  a  half  below  Deer  creek,  the  line  approaches  Falling 
Spring  Bluff,  where  it  unites  with  the  line  that  crosses  at  Logans- 
port,  and  from  this  point  the  expense  of  the  two  routes  is  the 
same. 

If  it  be  deemed  advisable  to  cross  the  Wabash  on  a  dam  at  any 
point,  the  situation  here  selected  is  highly  favorable  for  the  pur- 
pose. The  dam  which  is  eleven  feet  high  and  will  raise  the  wa- 
ter seven  feet  at  the  point  of  crossing,  will  be  built  on  a  rock  foun- 
<lation,  and  though,  not  entirely  free  from  casualty,  would  never- 
theless be  comparatively  secure  if  properly  constructed;  and  the 
bayou  just  described,  offers  a  favorable  opportunity  for  leaving 
tke  river  without  deep  cutting.  The  saving  on  this  plan,  when 
compared  with  the  cost  of  crossing  the  Wabash  at  Logansport  by 
an  aqaeduct,  will  be  |5 1,930  21 . 

There  are  evils  attending  the  plan  of  crossing  in  the  pool  of  a 
dam  when  con^pared  with  an  aqueduct,  which  must  not  be  over- 
looked. 

During  high  water  the  canal  boats  would  be  exposed  to  the 
current  of  the  stream,  which  would  doubtless  cause  difficulty  and 
delay,  and  in  extreme  floods  the  crossing  would  perhaps  be  im- 
practicable for  a  few  days.  The  apprehension  of  danger  and 
vexatious  delay  arising  from  these  contingencies,  wi  11^  in  some 
degree,  injure  the  business  and  consequently  the  usefulness  and 
profits  of  the  canal,  so  for  at  least  as  relates  to  the  conveyance  of 
passengers.  There  cannot,  however,  be  much  risk  of  property^ 
especially  us  the  point  of  ci^QCungis  fou<r  and  a  half  mil«8  aboire 
the  dam. 
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On  the  other  hand,  it  maj  be  mentioned  aa  an  advantage  be- 
longing to  this  mode  of  crossing,  over  that  of  the  aqueduct,  that 
there  will  be  less  danger  of  a  total  suspension  of  navigation  for  a- 
nv  great  length  of  time  as  the  dam  on  a  rock  foundation,  must  be 
a  safer  structure  ihan  an  aqueduct  across  a  river  subject  to  dan- 
gerous accumulations  of  ice,  as  the  Wabash  is  said  to  be.  The 
towing  path  bridge  as  well  as  the  aqueduct  will  be  liable  to  in- 
iury  from  the  same  cause:  but  this  would  prove  less  fatal  to  navi- 
gation, as  some  other  expedient  might  be  adopted  for  passing 
boats  across,  until  the  bridge  could  be  repaired,  whilst  the  des- 
truction of  the  aqueduct  would  probably  cause  a  total  suspension 
of  navigation  for  some  length  of  time. 

For  the  purpose  of  presenting  at  one  view,  the  whole  subject, 
it  mav  be  proper  to  make  the  following  recapitulation  of  plans  and 
estimates,  viz:

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ENGINEER'S  REPORT— WHITE  WATER  SURVEY. 

TO  TfiE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF  THE  STATE  OF  INDIANA: 

In  compliance  with  an  order  from  the  Board  of  Canal  Cbm- 
iTiissioners,  founded  upon  an  act  of  the  last  General  Assembly, 
the  undersigned  have  made  a  careful  examination  and  survey  of 
the  White  Wat€r  valley,  with  a  view  to  the  construction  of  a  Ca- 
nal, and  now  respectfully  submit  the  results. 

The  upper  part  of  the  route,  as  far  down  as  the  vicinity  of 
Somerset,  is  unusually  favorable  to  the  construction  of  a  Canal, 
except  the  lockage,  vs^hich  forms  the  principal  item  of  expense 
on  this  part  of  the  line.  The  valley  is  depressed  but  little  be- 
5owthe  general  level  of  the  country,  and  the  descent  towards  the 
iiv<!r,  in  most  cases,  is  remarkably  gentle  and  uniform,  presenting 
the  most  favorable  slopes  for  the  location  of  a  Canal,  with  refer- 
ence both  to  cheapness  of  construction  and  safety  when  complet- 
ed. But  the  descent  of  tlie  river  through  this  part  of  the  valley, 
and  indeed  through  iis  vrhole  course,  is  so  extremely  rapid  that 
the  canal  where  it  miglit  otherwise  have  been  very  cheaply  con- 
structed, Avill  be  rendered  expensive  by  the  great  amount  oflock- 
;!ge.  In  descending  the  Vv'hite  Water,  its  valley  becomes  deep 
and  narrow,  and  the  slope  of  the  adjoining  hills  more  abrupt. 
The  river,  in  its  serpentine  course  through  the  valley,  frequently 
vrnshes  the  base  of  these  hills,  presenting  at  each  point  of  contact 
an  expensive  section  of  Canal.  Some  of  these  washed  banks 
are  composed  of  a  kind  of  clay  which  is  liable  to  slip;  and  at 
such  points  it  will  be  necessary  to  guard  against  this  evil  by  form- 
ing the  Canal  principally  in  tiie  cb.annel  of  the  river,  so  that  the 
present  base  of  the  hill  wiil  not  be  diminished,  but  rather  incrcas- 
fd  by  the  operation  of  constructing  the  Canal,  The  outer  slope 
«)f  the  bank  must  be  protected  from  tlie  abrasion  of  floods  by  a 
thick  covering  of  stone  procured  from  tlsc  adjoining  hills  and  ra- 
vines; and  in  some  instances  it  will  be  necessary  to  enlarge  the 
river ciuuinei  on  the  oj)positesidc,  to  give  suliicicnt  space  for  the 
Hoods.  A  short  distance  below  iJarrison,  the  hills  recede,  leav- 
ing a  highly  favorable  louie  lor  the  Canal  to  the  Ohio,  through 
the  w-ide  alluvial  bottom  of  the  P.Iiami. 

In  commcnciiig  tiie  survey  at  the  mouth  of  Nettle  creek,  the 
fiist  (juestior.  that  presented  itself,  was  in  regard  to  the  relative 
advantages  of  the  two  sides  of  tlie  river.  The  fact  that  all  ti^e 
principal  lrii;^ut;iri<;s  of  the  ^V'hite  Water  are  received  from  th(i 
cast  side  arid  n'lust  L>e  crossed  by  the  Canal,  il'  that  route  were 
selected,  seciiicd  lo  indicate  tiie  v/cat  side  as  the  proper  route. 

Accordingly  the  survey  was  conunciK  ''d  aiid  continued  on  the 
v,'f:8t  si(i( .  passitii',  (hroMgh  the  towns  oi  Milton  and  Connersville 
to  ,Soi!.(rs;-t.     l'\orn  x'.n-  })i.'i;:l  So  tl^•  mouth  ot  tiie  east  foi!:,  the 
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cast  side  was  supposed,  from  the  hasty  examination  made,  to  be 
80  much  more  favorable,  as  tojustify  the  expense  of  crossing  and 
re-crossing  the  river.     The  line  surveyed,  therefore,  crosses  to 
the  east  side  near  Conwell's  mill,   and  re-crosses  at  BrookVille. 
Both  crossings  will  be  effected  by  means   of  wooden  aqueducts, 
supported  by  stone  abutments  and  piers.     From  Brookville,  the 
line  follows  the  west  side  to  Lawrenceburgh,  where  it  terminates 
in  a  basin  near  the  bank  of  the  Ohio.      Hut  it  is  a  question  wor- 
thy of  examination,  whether  a  cheaper  line  could  not  be  olitain- 
cd,  by  conlinuinsj  further  down    on   the  east  side,   and  crossing 
about  four  miles  below  Harrison  and  the  propriety  of  the  survey 
of  this  route   previous  to  the  construction  of  the  canal,  is  here 
suggested.     The  time  allotted  to  the  examination,  did  not  admit 
of  a  careful  survey   of  both  sides.     The  total  distance  from  the 
mouth  of  Nettle  ereek  to  the  basin  J't  Lawrenceburgh,  is  seventy 
sixtf  miles  and  forty  nirie  chains,  and  the  total  descent  four  hun- 
dred and  ninety  one  feet;   which  is  overcome  by  fifty  five  locks, 
distributed  to  suit  the  inclination  of  the  valley. 

The  supply  of  water  for  the  canal,  must  be  drawn  from  the 
White  Water,  which  can  be  introduced  as  often  as  necessary,  and 
with  very  little  expense,  in  the  survey  which  has  been  made, 
seven  dams,  varyiFij^  from  two  to  four  feet  in  height,  have  been  lo- 
cated, and  their  cost  together  with  that  of  the  feeders,  included  ia 
the  estimates. 

On  the  5th  of  Octoher  last,  the  discharge  of  the  stream  was  as 
follows,  namely : 

One  mile  below  the  iftouth  of  Nettle 

creek 1,*2S0  cubic  feet  per  minute. 

At  the  National  Road  -     -    -     -     -  1.670  cubic  feet  per  minute. 

At  Milton 2,9(J{)  cubic  feet  per  minute. 

At  Connersville 5,670  cubic  feet  per  minute. 

These  measurements  show  a  sufficiency  of  water  at  the  time 
they  were  made,  as  far  up  as  Nettle  cieek,  hut  it  is  believed  that 
the  stream,  in  seasons  of  extreme  drought,  furnishes  less  water 
than  it  passed  at  that  time.  Other  means  have  been  resorted  to 
with  a  view  of  collecting  some  further  information,  from  which 
the  minimum  discharge  of  the  stream  could  be  correctly  ascer- 
tained. And  the  facts  have  been  so  far  conclusive,  as  to  remove 
all  doubts  in  relation  to  the  sulKriency  of  water  during  the  driest 
seasons,at  least  as  far  up  as  the  National  road.  Whether  the  ca- 
nal can  be  supplied  to  Nettle  creek,  at  extreme  low  water,is<i 
question  that  must  be  settled  by  future  examination. 

North  of  the  National  road  no  stone  lias  been  discovered,  with- 
in reasonable  distntice  of  the  litic,  but  south  of  that  poiiU  this  ma- 
terial c.in  in  all  eases  be  found.  In  the  viciniiy  of  Connersville 
and  Somerset,  quarries  of  limestone  are  found,  from  which  excel- 
lent cut  stone  locks  can  be  built,  biit  the  Quarrying  oad  dreesing 
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will  be  expensive.  On  all  otber  parts  of  the  line  it  is  believed 
that  stone  can  be  obtained  which  will  answer  for  building  strong 
undressed  walls  thouo;h  not  for  cutslone  masonry.  Four  of  ihe 
locks  situated  above  the  National  road,  are  cftinnatcd  to  be  built 
of  timber;  twenty  three  others  between  ConnersvilJe  and  Judge 
Mount's,of  cut  stone  masonry;  and  the  remaininjr  twenty  eight  of 
stone  and  wood  combined.  All  the  streams  south  of  the  Nation- 
al road,  except  the  White  Water  and  Garrison's  creek,  will  be 
crossed  by  permanent  stone  arches.

6  4- 10  feet. 

These  several  sums  include  an  addition  of  seven  per  cent,  to 
cover  the  cost  of  superintendence  and  contingencies.  For  the 
estimates  of  each  half  mile  section,  reference  can  be  had  to  the 
annexed  abstract.  A  map  of  the  route  is  also  herewith  submit- 
ted . 

Both  (he  law  authorizing  the  survey,  and  the  order  of  the 
Board  of  Ganal  Commissioners,  under  which  we  have  the  honor 
to  act,  seem  to  require  some  estimate  of  the  probable  advantages 
to  be  derived  from,  the  work. 

The  district  of  country  for  which  it  is  su^pposed  this  canal  will 
form  the  channel  of  trade,  is  composed  of  (he  comities  of  Frank- 
lin, F^^yet(e,  Rush,  llenr}',  Randolph,  Iliincock,  and  parts  of 
Wayne,  Union,  Decatur  and  Delaware.  The  country  embrac- 
ed, is  essentially  an  agricultural  district,  and  from  the  climate 
and  quality  of  its  soil,  as  well  as  (he  pursuits  and  habits  of  its  citi- 
zens, is  capable  of  lurnishingas  large  an  amonnt  of  canal  trans- 
portation, as  any  district  'f  equal  extent  in  (he  v/est.  The  staple 
productions  arc  pork,  flour,  and  whiskey — articles  for  which  a 
canal  will  furnish  the  most  suitable  mode  of  ronvenyance.  Tho 
surplus  annually  taken  to  market  is  already  great,  and  must  con- 
tinue to  incrtrase  as  additional  portions  of  (he  country  shall  be 
^lw:oug.ht  undor  cultivation.     It  is  the  trans|Jortutiou  of  this  sur- 
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plus  produce  to  mnrket,  together  with  the  salt,  iron,  and  various 
other  articles  of  merciiandize  which  the  country  demands  in  re- 
turn, that  will  conslitute,  principally,  the  business  of  the  canal; 
and  the  saving  in  the  cost  of  this  transportation,  when  compared 
with  the  present  nnode  of  conveyance,  will  form  the  prominent 
advantage  of  the  work. 

To  ascertain  with  accuracy  the  amount  of  exports  and  imports 
of  this  district,  i5  a  task  of  difficulty,  sinre  the  trade  is  carried  on 
through  so  many  dillerent  channels.  Perhaps  the  method  most 
to  be  relied  upon,  is  to  compare  this  district  of  country  with  anoth- 
ersimilarly  situated,  where  the  amount  of  the  trade  has  already 
been  determined.  With  this  view  efforts  have  been  made  to  as- 
certain the  extent  of  country  which  trades  to  Dayton,  at  the  head 
of  the  Miami  canal  together  with  the  prabablc  amount  of  its  trade. 
The  similarity  wiiich  exists  betweeii  the  two  districts,  with  regard 
to  the  nature  of  the  soil,  the  character  o^f  the  products,  and  the 
occupation  of  the  inhabitants,  justifies  such  a  comparison. 

With  some  important  aid  received  through  the  politeness 
of  the  Collector  at  Dayton,  the  following  facts  have  been  ob- 
tained, viz: 

1st.  That  the  extent  of  country  which  sends  its  trade  to  Day- 
ton and  receives  its  supplies  therefrom,  is  equal  to  about  1,519 
square  miles,  and  in  1830  contained  a  population  of  thirty  four 
persons  per  square  mile. 

2d.  That  the  exports  of  this  district,  shipped  from  Dayton 
through  the  Miami  canal,  during  the  year  ending  3lst  Dec.  1833, 
cotisisting  principally  of  flour,  pork,  whiskey  &c.  amounted  to 
about  fourteen  thousand  tons. 

3J.  That  imports  received  for  the  same  district  of  country 
during  the  same  time,  consisting  of  salt,  iron,  merchandize,  &c. 
were  equal  to  nearly  three  thousand  tons,  which  added  to  the 
amount  of  exports,  gives  17,000  tons  as  the  whole  trade  of  the 
district. 

On  referring  to  a  table  annexed,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  exfent 
of  country  which  it  is  supposed  will  trade  through  the  White 
Water  canal  amounts  to  3,156  square  miles,  and  contained  in 
1830  a  population  of  twenty  one  and  a  half  persons  per  square 
mile.  By  comparison,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  extent  of  country 
here  embraced,  is  a  little  more  than  twice  as  great  as  that  trading 
to  Dayton;  and  that  the  population  in  1830,  was  more  than  one 
third  less. 

From  a  calculation  founded  upon  official  documents  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  auditor  of  state,  it  is  ascertained  that  the  increase  of 
population  in  the  White  Water  district,  from  1830  to  1834,  was 
thirty  three  and  one  third  per  cent,  and  allowing  the  same  ratio 
of  increase  to  continue  until  the  time  when  the  canal  could  be 
completed, say  in  1838,  it  will  then  be  about  thirty  nine  pcf 
square  mile ;  which  must  be  a »  great  as  that  which  the  upper 
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Miami  country  contained  in  1833 — the  period  when  these  facts 
were  collected.  The  nvarage  of  population  then  being Ihesame 
and  the  extent  of  the  White  Water  district  being  twice  as  great 
as  the  district  north  of  Dayton,  it  follows  that  its  trade  would  be 
twice  as  great,  which  will  give  thirty  four  thousand  tons  as  the 
amount  of  exports  and  imports  that  would  annually  pass  through 
the  White  Water  canal.  But  this  amount  of  tonnage  is  calcu- 
lated to  apply  to  the  circumstances  and  business  of  the  country 
on  the  completion  of  the  work,  and  must  be  mcreased  as  the 
improvements  and  products  of  the  country  increase.  , 

The  cost  of  transportation  in  wagons  to  pnd  from  the  Ohio 
river,  under  existing  circumstances,  may  be  avaraged  at  ten  dol- 
lars per  ton. 

The  canal  transportation  for  the  same  distance,  could  not  ex- 
ceed three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  ton,  including  tolls,  showing 
a  saving  of  six  dollars  and  filty  cents  per  ton,  or  an  annual  saving 
to  this  district  of  country,  of  two  hundred  and  twenty  one  thous- 
and dollars. 

An  important  advantage  will  be  found  in  the  water  power  cre- 
ated by  the  canal.  Above  Connersville,  however,  no  advantage 
shouLi  be  expected,  but  on  the  contrary,  the  power  already  in 
use, especially  near  the  head  of  the  canal,  will  be  somewhat  di- 
minished. Mere  the  bed  of  the  stream  is  narrow,  and  its  floods 
inconsiderable;  and  owing  to  these  circumstances,  the  water  in  its 
natural  channel,  is  susceptible  of  being  applied  to  machinery 
with  very  little  cost  but  after  the  larger  tributaries  are  received, 
the  case  is  different. 

The  stream  is  more  subject  to  floods,  its  channel  becomes  wider, 
and  the  cost  of  building  and  sustaining  dams  is  so  great,  as  tore^ 
duce  materially  its  value, and  much  of  the  fall  will  therefore  re- 
main unimproved.  By  turning  a  part  of  the  water  into  the  canal 
the  whole  fall  of  the  stream  will  at  once  he  made  available,  and 
the  safety  and  certainty  of  the  power  will  be  so  much  greater, 
that  capitalists  will  be  more  ready  to  invest  in  valuable  machine- 
ry, and  the  improvements  will  be  made  upon  a  more  permanent 
and  useful  plan. 

By  measurment  of  the  stream,  it  is  ascertained  that  below  the 
mouth  of  Grcens's  fork,  it  passes,  at  common  low  water,  a  consid- 
erable surplus  in  addition  to  the  quantily  required  for  the  purpose 
of  navigation.  From  the  feeder  above  Connersville,  it  will  be 
practicable  to  introduce,  say  2,'20()  cul)ic  feet  per  minute  for  hy- 
draulic  purposes,  and  by  replenishing  the  canal  at  the  several 
feeders  below,  the  same  surplus  may  be  continued  throughout 
the  whole  length  of  the  line,  without  serious  injury  to  the  exist- 
ing improvements  on  the  river,  affording  a  valuable  water  power 
at  each  lock.  Between  Connersville  and  Harrison,  there  are 
thirty  nine  locks,  averaging  nine  feet  lift.  The  results  of  actual 
experiment  show  that  on  a  fall  of  nine  feet,  three  hundred  and 
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sixty  cubic  feet  per  minute  will  drive  a  pair  of  four  and  a  half 
feet  mill  stone?,  which  gives  a  power  at  each  lock  suflicient  for  6 
pairs,or  (wo  hundred  tiiiily  four  pairs  on  (his  portion  of  the  line. 
One  fourth  of  this  power  will  be  at  or  near  C'onnersvillc,  and  the 
remainder  distributed  throughout  the  line.  On  the  lower  part  of 
the  canal,  a  greater  amount  ofpower  may  be  safely  relied  upon,  aa 
the  stream  is  much  laiger  after  receiving  the  east  iork.  From 
the  Harrison  ffeder,  the  qurinlity  of  water  introduced  may  he  lim- 
ited only  by  the  capacity  of  the  canal  to  convey  it.  It  may  be 
safe  tosay  that  four  thousand  five  hundred  cubic  feet  may  be  de- 
livered as  Lawrenceburgh,  and  be  used  also  at  each  lock  on  its 
passage  down.  On  this  portion  of  the  line  there  are  (our  locks, 
avaraging  nine  feet  lift,  at  each  of  which  twelve  pairs  of  mill 
stones  may  be  driven,  or  forty  eight  pairs  at  the  four  locks.  From 
the  level  of  the  basin  in  Lawrenceburgh,  to  low  water  o[  the 
Ohio,  is  probably  fifty  feet.  Throwing  off  one  half  of  (his,  which 
will  be  rendered  useless  by  the  floods,  and  there  will  remain  a 
fall  of  twenty  five  feet.  Dividing  this  into  two  falls  of  twelve 
and  a  half  feet  each,  there  will  be  water  sufficient  to  propel  at 
each  fall  eighteen  pairs  of  stones  or  thirty  six  pairs  at  both. 

If  these  premises  and  computations  be  correct,  the  power 
which  might  be  brought  into  use  on  (he  whole  extent  of  tlie 
canal,  would  be  sutlicicnt  to  keep  in  motion  three  hundred  and 
eighteen  pairs  of  mill  stones,  or  other  machinery  to  an  equal 
amount. 

It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  all  of  this  power  would  be  immedi- 
ately brought  into  use,  yet  a  large  portion  oi'  it  could  be  profita- 
bly employed  soon  after  the  completion  of  the  work,  and  the  re- 
mainder would  be  improved  as  the  increase  of  business  might 
warrant.  The  current  that  would  he' given  by  the  passage  of  the 
surplus  water  in  the  canal,  would  rather  improve  than  injure  the 
navigation,  inasmuch  as  (he  descendirg  freight  will  greatly  ex- 
ceed that  which  will  ascend  the  canal.  The  value  and  usefulness 
of  the  work  would  be  increased  by  the  employment  of  the  water 
power. 

Besides  being  a  direct  source  of  revenue  in  itself,  it  would  add 
to  the  revenue  of  the  canal  by  increasing  the  business  and  trade 
of  the  country.  It  is  an  important  advaritage,  that  canals  have 
over  every  other  species  of  internal  improvement,  that  while  they 
furnish  a  safe  and  chenp  conveyance  to  market  for  the  surplus 
products  of  the  country,  (hey  also  put  in  motion  along  their 
hanks,  the  necessary  machinery  for  the  manufacture  of  these  pro- 
ducts. 

Perhaps  some  of  the  greatest  benefits  to  the  slate,  from  the  con* 
struction  of  the  canal,  will  he  found  in  the  encouragement  it  will 
afford  to  the  settlement  and  cultivation  of  lands  that  are  now  un- 
productive; in  (he  stimulus  that  will  be  given  to  every  branch 
of  agricultural  and   mechanical  industry;  and  the  inducement 
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that  will  be  offered  to  the  introduction  of  of  capital  which  will 
add  to  the  wealth  of  the  state,  and  be  employed  for  the  benefit  of 
its  citizens.

Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  t- 

Sir — In  obedience  to  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  December  the  30th,  1834,  the  undersigned  have  the  ho- 
nor to  state,  that  in  order  to  make  examinations  of  such  subjects 
as  were  connected  with,  and  dependant  on  the  termination  of  the 
Wabash  and  Erie  canal,  near  the  mouth  of  the  Tippecanoe,  it  he- 
came  necessary  to  extend  the  Wabash  surveys  below  the  Tippe- 
canoe and  Wild-Cat  rivers;  and  being  in  the  vicinity,  these  sur. 
veys  were  taken  to  Lafayette. 

The  description  of  the  route  of  this  survey,  on  the  south  side  of 
the  Wabash,  we  here  subjoin. 

At  Americus,  a  short  distance  below  the  boundary  of  the  canal 
grant,  a  low  slate  blulf  is  encountered,  which  extends  about  20 
chains.  Instead  of  running  the  line  at  the  base  of  the  bluff  as  at 
those  above,  a  deep  cut  is  here  preferred  ns  it  will  not  increase 
the  cost,  and  the  perfect  safely  of  the  canal  is  secured.  No  other 
obstacle  is  found  on  the  route  between  this  point  and  the  Bir- 
mingham bluff,  except  Sugar  creek,  which  will  be  crossed  by  a 
culvert  of  24  feet  span,  and  Buck  creek  by  a  culvert  of  14  feet 
span,  both  of  which  must  be  built  of  timber. 

About  5i  miles  below  Americus,  the  Birmingham  Bluff  com- 
mences and  extends  S7  chains,  forming  by  far  the  greatest  obsta- 
cle to  the  construction  of  the  canal,  found  between  the  boundary 
ofthe  canal  grant  and  Lafayette.  The  canal  here  a?  at  Falling 
Spring  bluff,  will  be  made  by  forming  an  embankment  in  the  riv- 
er which  will  require  protection.  As  there  is  no  stone  conven- 
ient to  this  place,  brush  protection  has  been  estimated. 

After  passing  Birmingham  bluff,  the  next  obstacle  presented,  is 
the  crotsing  of  Wild-Cat,  which  must  be  effected  hy  means  of  a 
dam:  as  from  the  unfavorable  nature  ofthe  ground  above  this 
point,  the  level  cannot  be  kept  sufficiently  high  to  pass  this  stream 
on  an  aqueduct,  without  involving  a  very  great  expense.  But 
the  objections  to  this  mode  of  crossing,  it  is  believed,  will  be  bal- 
anced by  the  valuable  water  power,  that  will  by  this  means  be 
obtained  at  l^afayette,  which  will  be  sufficient  to  drive  30  pairs 
of4  1-2  feet  mill  stones;  and  from  the  rapid  growth  ofthe  town, 
and  the  great  improvements  that  are  making  in  the  extensive  and 
fertile  country  around  it,  all  this  power  will  in  a  few  years  be 
brought  into  use,  and  the  moneys  arising  from  the  rents  and  sales 
ofthe  water,  will  pay  a  considerable  portion  ofthe  interest  ofthe 
money  necessarily  expanded  in  the  construction  of  the  canal  from 
Tippecanoe  to  Lafayette. 

From  the  crossing  of  Wild-Cat,  a  favorable  route  for  the  canal, 
may  be  obtained  to  Lafayette,  where  it  would  terminate  in  a  ba-

Sir — In  obedience  to  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  December  the  30th,  1834,  the  undersigned  have  the  ho- 
nor to  state,  that  in  order  to  make  examinations  of  such  subjects 
as  were  connected  with,  and  dependant  on  the  termination  of  the 
Wabash  and  Erie  canal,  near  the  mouth  of  the  Tippecanoe,  it  be- 
came necessary  to  extend  the  Wabash  surveys  below  the  Tippe- 
canoe and  Wild-Cat  rivers;  and  being  in  the  vicinity,  these  sur. 
veys  were  taken  to  Lafayette. 

The  description  of  the  route  of  this  survey,  on  the  south  side  of 
the  Wabash,  we  here  subjoin. 

At  Americus,  a  short  distance  below  the  boundary  of  the  canay 
grant,  a  low  slate  bluff  is  encountered,  which  extends  about  20 
chains.  Instead  of  running  the  line  at  the  base  of  the  bluff  as  at 
those  above,  a  deep  cut  is  here  preferred  ns  it  will  not  increase 
the  cost,  and  the  perfect  safety  of  the  canal  is  secured.  No  other 
obstacle  is  found  on  the  route  between  this  point  and  the  Bir- 
mingham bluff,  except  Sugar  creek,  which  will  be  crossed  by  a 
culvert  of  24  feet  span,  and  Buck  creek  >by  a  culvert  of  14  feet 
span,  both  of  which  must  be  built  of  timber. 

About  5i  miles  below  Americus,  the  Birmingham  Bluff  com- 
mences and  extends  S7  chains,  forming  by  far  the  greatest  obsta- 
cle to  the  construction  of  the  canal,  found  between  the  boundary 
ofthe  canal  grant  and  Lafayette.  The  canal  here  as  at  Falling 
Spring  bluff,  will  be  made  by  forming  an  embankment  in  the  riv- 
er which  will  require  protection.  As  there  is  no  stone  conven- 
ient to  this  place,  brush  protection  has  been  estimated. 

After  passing  Birmingham  bluff,  the  next  obstacle  presented,  is 
the  crotsing  of  Wild-Cat,  which  must  be  effected  by  means  of  a 
dam:  as  from  the  unfavorable  nature  ofthe  ground  above  this 
point,  the  level  cannot  be  kept  sufficiently  high  to  pass  this  stream 
on  an  aqueduct,  without  involving  a  very  great  expense.  But 
the  objections  to  this  mode  of  crossing,  it  is  believed,  will  be  bal- 
anced by  t!ie  valuable  water  power,  that  will  by  this  means  be 
obtained  at  Lafayette,  which  will  be  sufficient  to  drive  30  pairs 
of4  1-2  feet  mill  stones;  and  from  the  rapid  growth  ofthe  town, 
and  the  great  improvements  that  are  making  in  the  extensive  and 
fertile  countr}'  around  it,  all  this  power  will  in  a  few  years  be 
brought  into  use,  and  the  moneys  arising  from  the  rents  and  sales 
ofthe  v/ater,  will  pay  a  considerable  portion  ofthe  interest  ofthe 
money  necessarily  expanded  in  the  construction  of  the  canal  from 
Tippecanoe  to  Lafayette. 

From  the  crossing  of  Wild-Cat.  a  favorable  route  for  the  caral, 
may  be  obtained  to  Lafayette,  where  it  would  terminate  in  a  ba- 
sin, at  a  point  highly  favorable  for  the  transfer  of  freight  from  the 
canal  to  the  river  boats* 
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The  cost  of  the  canal  is  estimated  as  follows: 
From  the  termination  of  the  survey  on  the  south  side, 
as  described  in  the  Engineer's  report  of  Dec.  27th, 
1834,  to  Lafayette,  14  miles  5  chains,  lockage  6 
feei,  cost        '  $176,064  48 

Add  for  stone  protection  at  Birmingham  bluff,  which 
will  be  required  within  three  years  after  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work,  when  the  stone  can  be  brought 
in  canal  boats,  26,964  00 


Total  cost  $203,928  48 

There  has  been  no  particular  survey  on  the  north  side  of  the 
river,  but  from  a  cursory  examination  made,  it  is  very  evident, 
that  the  construction  of  a  canal  on  the  north  side  would  involve 
a  much  heavier  cost  than  on  the  south  side.  The  crossing  of  Tip- 
pecanoe would  be  much  more  expensive  that  the  crossing  of  Wild- 
Cat;  and  besides  this  there  are  three  expensive  washed  banks  or 
bluffs;  the  first  of  which  is  the  Erie  bluff,  above  the  Tippecanoe; 
the  second  at  the  Prophet's  town,  and  the  third  below  Davis'  fer- 
ry; the  combined  length  of  which  is  two  miles  and  forty-four 
chains,  which  exceeds  the  length  of  bluff  on  the  south  side  by  97 
ch-aiiis.  At  all  other  points  not  here  noticed,  the  cost  will  be  a- 
bout  the  same  as  on  the  other  side  of  the  river. 

Estimating  from  the  data  here  given,  it  was  sufficiently  ascer- 
tained that  the  difference  in  favor  of  the  south  side,  for  the  dis- 
tance  above  descrived,  will  vary  but  little  from  $80,000,  which 
precluded  the  necessity  of  the  labor  and  expense  of  an  accurate 
survey.

The  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  a  reso- 
lution of  the  Senate,  instructing  them  to  inquire  into  the  expedi- 
ency of  giving  to  justices  of  the  peace,  jurisdiction  of  confessed 
judgments  to  any  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  exclu- 
sive of  interest  and  costs,  have  according  to  order  had  the  same

Mr.  President — ■ 

The  select  committee  appointed  in  pursuance  of  a  rcsolatie* 
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of  the  Sennlc,  to  draft  a  memorial  to  Congress,  prajing  that  all 
thoae  persons  who  were  engaged  in  the  Indian  war,  between  the 
commencement  of  our  revoluiionary  struggle,  and  the  year  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety  four,  may  be  placed  on  the 
pension  roll,  have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them  and  now  re- 
spectfully beg  leave  to  submit  a  few  remarks  prefatory  to  the  in- 
troduction of  the  memorial. 

The  duty  assigned  your  committee  is  of  the  most  pleasing  char- 
acter. It  presents  a  subject,  the  investigation  of  which  is  well 
calculated  to  call  forth  the  warmest  feelings  of  the  heart.  To 
them  has  been  assigned  the  grateful  task  of  pleading  at  the  bar  of 
their  country,  the  cause  of  the  war-worn  and  aged  soldier.  There 
is  a  chord  in  the  bosom  of  every  patriot,  that  vibrates  with  joy, 
at  the  bare  mention  of  this  interesting  topic.  Let  their  feelings 
then  be  indulged  on  the  present  occasion  to  its  fullest  extent. 
Let  it  not  be  said  that  the  subject  is  of  too  grave  a  character  to 
justify  such  an  extensive  range  of  the  fancy,  but  let  it  ratherbe 
cause  of  gratulation  that  the  principle  of  this  holy  feeling  is  yet 
preserved  pure  and  uncontaminated  in  the  American  bosom.  To 
these  men  our  country  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude,  not  less  weighty 
than  that  due  to  those  who  achieved  our  national  independence. 
At  the  close  of  the  revolutionary  war,  when  those  engaged  in 
that  glorious  cause  resigned,  for  the  cheerful  avocations  of  peace, 
those  arms  which  they  had  rendered  so  illustrious,  there  was  a 
portion  of  our  beloved  country  which  was  yet  the  theatre  of  bloody 
conflict.  The  western  frontier  was  not  yet  freed  from  the  incur- 
sions of  the  savage  foe.  Here  the  tomahawk  was  slill  bathed  in 
gore;  here  the  husbandman  reaped  his  harvest  in  the  soldiers  cos- 
tume, and  often  forsook  the  labor  of  his  farm  to  mingle  in  the  tu- 
mult of  battle.  Most  of  those  that  are  yet  living,  who  were  en- 
gaged in  this  arduous  and  dangerous  service  are  poor  and  needy. 
To  their  intreaties  for  aid,  that  country  for  which  they  under- 
went every  fatigue,  and  braved  every  danger,  has  thus  far  turned 
a  deaf  ear.  It  is  reserved  to  us,  perhaps,  to  be  the  instruments 
of  rendering  independent  and  comfortable,  the  closing  hours  of 
this  remnant  of  an  age  gone  by. 

It  is  matter  of  regret,  yea  deep  and  abiding,  regret,  that  your 
committee  have  seen  it  charged  upon  these  aged  men,  that  they 
were  engaged  in  a  war  of  plunder.  We  cannot  find  language  to 
describe  the  feelings  in  our  bosoms  when  we  see  this  charge, 
openly  made  in  the  very  halls  of  Congress  and  by  Repesentatives 
of  that  very  people  who  are  now  reaping  the  rich  rewards  of  their 
toils  and  their  danger.  But  at  the  same  time  that  your  commit- 
tee m«urn  over  the  ingratitude  that  could  prompt  such  an  accu- 
sation, they  rejoice  to  find  not  wanting,  those  within  whose  bo- 
soms still  glows  with  undiminished  ardor,  the  fire  of  patriotism 
which  animated  their  fathers  to  stand  ready,  with  nerve  unsha- 
ken, boldly  and  fearlessly  to  refute  the  foul  assertion  and  ca«t  it 
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back,  with  scorn  and  contempt  upon  its  unworthy  authors. 
What!  the  brave  and  hardy  band  who  defended  our  western  fron- 
tiers from  the  savage  inroads  of  an  infuriated  ioe,  an  association 
of  plunderers  and  robbers? 

Theirs  was  the  bloody  task  of  guarding  from  the  uplifted  tom- 
ahawk of  the  painted  foe,  the  inmates  of  the  rude  cabin  of  the 
border  settlements.  To  them  the  terror  of  the  savage  war-whoop 
was  lost  in  its  frequency.  It  ill  befits  us  who  are  the  immediate 
descendants  of  these  men,  to  defend ,  in  strong,  bold  and  erierget- 
ic  terms,  iheir  reputation  and  fame  from  such  foul  aspersions. 
The  individual  from  whose  bosom  is  not  heard  a  responsive  echo, 
to  every  sigh  of  these  destitute  old  men,  furnishes  strong  evi- 
dence of  the  destitution  of  the  proper  feelings  of  the  heart.  It 
is  that  the  nation  may  be  just,  to  these  destitute  and  aged  men, 
that  we  place  ourselves  as  suppliants  at  her  bar,  to  ask  for  them 
the  same  aid,  which  has  been  justly  extended  to  those  who  fought 
for  and  won  our  national  independence. 

With  these  remarks,  therefore,  your  committee  respectfully  in- 
troduce the  following  memorial:

MONDAY  MORNING,  January  5,  1835. 

The  Senate  assembled. 

Mr.  Thompson,  who  had  for  some  days  past  been  absent  from 
indisposition,  appeared  and  took  his  seat.

(No.  45)  to  amend  the  act  entitled  "an  act  to  amend  an  act  enti- 
tled an  act  to  establish  a  college  in  the  state  of  Indiana,"  have  di- 
rected me  to  report  the  bill  to  the  Senate  with  an  amendment,  in 
in  which  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  is  requested.

Ordered,  That  the  bill  be  committed  to  a  committee  of  the 
whole  Senate  and  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Hanna,  from  the  committee  on  canals  and  internal  im- 
provements, made  the  following  report: 

Mr.  President— 

The  committee  on  canals  and  internal  improvement,  to  which 
was  referred  a  resolution  of  the  Senate,  directing  an  inquiry  into 
the  expediency  of  applying  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
for  the  purchase  of  a  tract  of  land  ten  miles  in  v/idth  on  a  line  from 
Muncietown  in  Delaware  county,  to  Fort  Wayne  in  Allen  coun- 
ty, and  from  thence  to  Laporte  in  Laporte  ceunty,  passing  through 
the  counties  of  Elkhart  and  St.  Joseph,  the  profits  to  be  derived 
from  the  sale  of  said  land  to  be  applied  to  the  construction  of  some 
work  of  internal  improvement  on  said  route,  have  according  to 
order  had  that  subject  under  consideration,  and  the  committee 
are  entirely  satisfied  that  an  improvement  on  said  route  of  the 
character  contemplated  by  the  resolution,  would  be  of  vast  im- 
portance to  the  state,  by  connecting  the  Wabash  and  Ek'ie  canal 
with  a  chain  of  easy  communication  with  Lake  Michigan  and  tiie 
valley  of  While  river. 

The  attention  of  the  eommittec  was  first  directed  towards  the 
probable  practicability  of  such  a  work  as  would  afford  the  desir- 
ed facilities  for  conveyance  of  the  surplus  products  of  the  country, 
through  which  said  route  would  pass,  to  the  Wabash  and  Erie  ca- 
nal; and  secondly,  the  prospect  of  realizing  profits  (from  the  sale 
of  the  lands  if  they  were  purchased  of  the  United  States  at  a  fair 
valuation,)  sufficient  to  make  said  improvement,  without  incurring 
any  expense  to  the  state. 

The  country  lying  between  the  points  named  in  the  resolution,- 
is  almost  entirely  owned  by  the  United  States,  and  is  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  miles  an  entire  wilderness,  ft  is  generally 
level,  and  roads  of  any  description  could  be  constructed  very 
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cheaply,  when  compared  with  other  roads  of  the  same  length. 
But  it  is  so  remote  from  any  navigable  streams,  that  there  is  but 
little  inducemen'fefor  persons  to  settle  the  same;  for  although  the 
land  is  generally  of  a  good  quality  and  might  be  classed  with  the 
best  parts  of  the  state  in  point  of  soil,  yet  being  deprived  of  the 
facilities  of  a  cheap  conveyance  of  the  products  of  the  agricultu- 
rists to  market,  it  cannot  be  expected  that  emigrants  will  be  dis- 
posed to  locate  in  this  region  until  the  places  possessing  these  ad- 
vantages are  first  taken  up,  unless  some  such  improvement  as  the 
one  contemplated  by  the  resolution,  is  made. 

The  great  advantage  that  would  result  to  the  state  from  the 
settlement  and  improvement  of  the  country  through  which  this 
road  would  run,  and  its  connecting  the  Whitewater  and  White 
river  valleys  with  the  Wabash  and  Erie  canal,  and  the  northern 
counties  in  the  state  by  a  chain  of  internal  improvement  so  essen- 
tial to  the  prosperity  of  the  country,  your  committee  deemed  the 
inquiry  worthy  of  a  serious  consideration,  and  from  the  best  view 
they  could  take  of  the  subject,  were  led  to  believe  that  if  the  land 
can  be  purchased  at  its  present  value,  and  the  proposed  improve- 
ment made  or  commenced,  and  assurance  given  of  its  completion 
in  a  reasonable  time  by  the  state,  before  these  lands  are  brought 
into  market  or  sold,  that  there  can  scarcely  be  a  rational  doubt 
but  the  additional  value  given  to  them  by  the  construction  of  the 
road,  would  be  entirely  sufficient  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  land  and 
defray  the  whole  expense  of  the  proposed  improvement. 

For  every  mile  of  road  there  would  be  6,400  acres  of  land, 
which,  at  50  cents  per  acre,  would  amount  to  f3,'200  per  mile; 
and  if  sold  at  ^'l  25  per  acre,  the  minimum  price  of  Congress 
land,  it  would  amount  to  $8,000  per  mile.  But  there  is  good  rea- 
son to  believe  that  the  facilities  afforded  to  the  inhabitants  of  said 
lands,  justifies  the  belief  that  a  minimum  price  of  ^'2  per  acre 
might  be  put  upon  them,  and  the  cash  at  that  rate  realized  from 
the  sale  of  them  in  a  short  time  after  the  construction  of  said  road, 
which  would  amount  to  |12,80O,  from  which  deduct  |3,2O0,  ori- 
ginal cost,  and  you  will  have  a  balance  of  $9,600,  to  be  applied 
in  payment  for  the  construction  of  said  road.  It  is  highly  proba- 
ble, however,  that  these  lands  can  be  purchased  of  the  United 
States  for  a  mere  nominal  sum,  as  those  that  lie  between  Muncie- 
town  and  Fort  Wayne  have  been  in  market  for  eleven  years,  and 
the  greater  part  of  them  must  remain  unimproved  and  of  no  use 
to  the  United  States  unless  some  other  inducements  are  held  out 
to  purchasers  than  is  at  present. 

Your  committee  have  therefore  directed  me  to  report  the  fol- 
lowing "memorial  and  joint  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  state  of  Indiana  on  the  subject  of  the  purchase  of  a  tract 
of  land  from  the  United  States." 

The  memorial  and  joint  resolution  (No.  62)  was  read,  and 

Ordered,  That  it  pass  to  a  second  reading.

3d.  To  cause  an  examination  to  be  made  to  ascertain  the  prac- 
ticability of  connecting  the  Whitewater  valley  with  the  Wabash 
and  Erie  canal,  either  by  means  of  a  canal  or  a  rail  road. 

4th.  To  inquire  if  the  valleys  of  the  three  principal  rivers  of 
the  state,  to  wit,  the  Wabash,  W^hi<e  river,  and  Whitewater,  do 
not  present  the  greatest  facilities  and  inducements  for  construct- 
ing permanent  works  of  internal  improvement,  and  whether  a  sys- 
tem of  improvement,  embracing  the  vaiMes  of  the  said  rivers, 
■would  not  make  an  equal  distribution  of  benefits  to  three  great 
divisions  of  the  state,  the  east,  the  centre,  and  the  west,  and  con- 
stitute a  system  of  improvement  fully  commensurate  with  the  pre- 
sent ability  of  the  state. 

5th.  Also  to  inquire  if  it  be  not  necessary  that  an  advalorem 
system  of  taxation  be  adopted  by  the  state,  before  entering  upon 
any  system  of  internal  improvement,  and  providing  that  lands  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  contemplated  works,  shall  be  rated  with  a  re- 
ference to  the  increased  value  they  will  acquire,  and  thereby 
make  the  burthen  of  constructing  works  of  improvement,  bear  a 
proportion  corresponding  with  the  benefits  received. 

A  division  of  the  question  being  demanded,  the  question  was 
taken  on  striking  out,  and  decided  in  the  negative,

The  report  and  memorial  of  (he  President  and  Directors  of 
the  Indianapolis  and  Lafayette  Rail  Road  Company,  represents, 
That  on  the  28th  of  August,  1834,  a  majoiily  of  the  Directors  nam- 
ed in  the  charter  of  said  company,  met  at  Crawfordsville  and 
organized;  elected  their  President  and  other  of  the  officers 
named  in  the  charter,  and  (hat  the  Board  thus  formed,  adopted 
their  se.ll,  and  appointed  books  to  be  opened  to  receive  (lie  sub- 
scription of  stock:  That  in  the  county  of  Montgomery  alone,  274 
shares  %verc  taken,  from  about  the  15th  of  November  to  the  10th 
December,  and  no  report  yet  received  from  the  books  opened  at 
other  places:  That  at  a  calied  meeting  of  the  Board  on  tiiis  27th 
day  of  December,  1834,  an  election  is  ordered  to  be  holden  by 
the  stockholders  on  the  second  .Monday  in  March  next,  at  Craw- 
fordsviile,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  the  13  Directors  required 
to  be  elected  by  the  charter:  Tiiat  the  expenditures  of  (hii 
Board  has  not  been  much,  prificipally  for  postage,  blank  books, 
procuring  5ea!,and  blank  cerliticatcs  of  slock,  but  the  auwunt  not 
exactly  now  known,  to  be  reported  under  oath,  but  will  be  so  re- 
ported when  ascertained.  And  here  this  report  might  seem  to 
be  made  to  close,  but  for  as  much  as  this  Board  is  informed  that 
projects  of  internal  improvtrmcnts  are  expected  to  he  engaged  in 
by  the  Legislature,  they  will  as-k  induhijence  further  to  state,  tliAt 
nolwilhslaiiding  the  tardiness  with  which  stock  seemed  to  Ije  ta- 
ken, for  a  short  time  after  the  books  were  first  opened,  yet  the 
spirit  with  ivhich  stock  was  taken  when  commenced,  plaiiily  indi- 
cated that  the  subject  had  been  matured  i)y  the  people  of  Mont- 
gomery county  who  now  fiiel  a  deep  interest  a  id  so'icituJe  in  this  . 
work,  and  wo  feel  assurance  in  saying  to  the  Legi.-ialure  that  the 
stock  so  far  has  been  taken  by  stockholders  amply  a!)le  at  all 
times  to  meet  their  esigagements  in  this  m;ittcr,  and  of  a  firm  in- 
tention that  the  work  should  progress:  That  the  rapidity  of  ta- 
king stock  only  ceased,  when  word  became  ciicnlaled  among  the 
citizens  that  the  Legislature  were  about  to  engage  in  similar  pro- 
jects, our  citizens  well  l<elieving,  as  this  Board  also  !)e!ieves,  that 
itcannot  be  expected  of  a  private  company,  at  this  time,  in  this 
state,  to  progress  with  a  work  of  this  kind  piosperously,  with  even 
many  advantages  i.'i  its  favor,  yet  in  competition  with  the  state  or 
her  patronage,  find  this  Board  is  fully  of  opinion  that  the  present 
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route  of  the  Indianapolis  and  Lauijette  rail  road  will  embrace  as 
many  desiral)le  objects  and  advantages  worthy  the  attention  and 
assistance  of  the  stale,  as  any  other  route  of  similar  length  in  the 
state.  Tliey  view  that  while  one  end  of  this  rail  road  is  at  or 
near  the  Wabash  and  Erie  canal  and  the  o'.her  at  Indianapolis, 
in  the  centre  of  the  stale,  it  connects  the  canal  with  the  various 
projects  of  simihir  works  that  has  or  may  terminate  at  or  pass  the 
centre  of  the  state,  and  this  at  t!ie  same  lime  passes  through  a  sec- 
tion of  country,  especially  in  Tippecanoe  and  AJontgomery  coun- 
ties, as  well  favored,  pe.-liaps,  as  any  similar  extent  of  the  state, 
with  waterpou'ertopropel  machinery;  ihusafFordingan  assurance 
of  freight  and  business  for  the  road:  That  this  line  of  road  will 
pass  nearer  the  extensive  coal  region  lying  west  of  Crawfordsville, 
than  any  other  route  from  Indianapolis  to  the  canal;  which, though 
at  present  may  not  seem  important,  yet  in  a  few  years  may  be- 
come an  important  item  for  transj)ortalion. 

This  Board  is  apprised  that  the  most  important  commercial 
points  in  this  state  are  on  hrr  borders;  the  Ohio  river  on  the.  south, 
the  Waljash  west,  and  the  lake  and  canal  in  the  north  and  more 
northern  part  of  the  state,  must  give  tJieir  peculiar  advantages, 
hence  this  Board  had  expocled  that  the  public  works,  undertaken 
for  the  henetit  of  the  interior  of  the  state,  would  generally  be 
made  to  pass  from  the  centre  to  some  commercial  and  important 
point  on  ihe  borders  of  the  state,  connecting  as  many  advantages 
and  interests  in  their  routes  as  practicai)le,  thus  those  public 
works  passing  from  the  cMitre  in  the  different  directions,  would 
form  (tjiken  together)  connected  and  direct  communications  a- 
cross  tiic  state,  and  undei-  this  view  of  the  subject  was  this  compa- 
ny organized,  believing  tiiis  route  to  embrateas  many  more  im- 
portant ol)jecls,  than  any  other  route  to  and  fiom  the  same  points. 

But  if  the  Li'gislature  should  prefer  taking  the  public  works  of 
this  kind  u'idfM-t!ie  immediate  control  and  care  of  the  slate,  un- 
connected with  any  priv;ite  company,  this  board  is  fully  of  opin- 
ion that  the  present  stockholdeis  of  this  company  will  feel  it  their 
duty  to  the  state  and  llicir  fclio^v  citizens  of  tiie  state,  !o  relin- 
quish (heir  private  claims  in  f  ivor  of  liie  slate.  Or  if  it  shall 
please  the  Legi^lillu^e  as  liiis  Board  prays  that  it  may  to  aid  this 
company  in  the  c  jnstrnclion  of  their  rail  road  by  laking  slock  or 
otherwise, it  must  be'gralifyingtothe  present  storkiiolders,  and  the 
subscription  for  stock  by  individval-,  no  doubt,  will  again  be  re- 
vived w'illi  biiskness.  Or  if  it  shall  please  the  Legislature  to  pa- 
tronize arioljiei  company  for  a  rail  road  connerlirg  the  canal  with 
some  other  impnrant  point  and  pr.ssing  through  Crawfordsville  in 
JNIongomcry  county,  being  the  n<.it;hi)orhood  of  the  stockr-olders, 
this  Board  upon  such  an  event  must  al)andon  their  present  enter- 
prise, however  reluctantl}',  in  favor  of  a  secondary  choice. 

But  if  the  Legislature  should  see  fit  to  patronize  another  com- 
pany, or  another  route  of  rail  road  in  competition  vvitb  this,  and 
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(hat  passing  through  the  neighborhood  of  these  stockholders,  their 
feehngs  ofregret  and  disappointment  may  easily  be  conceived,  but 
against  any  such  route  of  road  or  patronage,  this  Board  does  most 
earnestly  remonstrate.

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Mr.  Wliitc5)mb,  from  the  judiciary  committee,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

Mr.  President: 

The  committee  on  the  judiciary  to  whom  was  referred  a  reso- 
lution of  the  Senate  instructing  them  to  inquire  into  the  expedi- 
ency of  providing  by  law,  that  in  all  actions  of  replevin  originat- 
ing before  a  justice,  evidence  may  be  given  by  the  defendant  of 
property  in  liimself  or  a  stranger  without  specially  pleading  the 
same,  have  according  to  order  had.  the  same  under  consideration, 
and  have  directed  me  to  report  herewith  a  bill  entitled  "a  bill 
amending 'an  act  regulating  the  jurisdiction  and  duties  of  justices 
of  the  peace,'"  approved  February  10, 1831. 
The  bill  (No.  71)  was  read,  and 
Ordered^  That  it  pass  to  a  second  reading. 
Mr.  Embree  from  the  joint  committee  on  enrolled  bills,  report- 
ed that  they  did  on  yesterday  present  to  his  excellency  the  Gov- 
erner  for  his  approval  and  signature,  bills  which  originated  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  following  titles,  to  wit: 

No.  7*  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Vincennes  medical  society 
for  the  promotion  of  correct  medical  knowledge;" 

No.  47.  "An  act  further  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'an  act  to 
provide  for  (he  sale  of  certain  lands  therein  named,"  approved 
February  2,  1833;" 

No.  107.  "An  act  for  the  relief  of  Nathan  Harlin,  and  for 
other  purposes,"  and 

A  memorial  and  joint  resolution  which  originated  in  the  House 
of  Representatives  entitled  as  follows:

Mr.  Ilackett  from  the  joint  committee  on  enrolled  bills,  report- 
ed that  they  had  compared  the  enrolled  with  engrossed  bills 
which  originated  in  the  House  of  Representatives  entitled,  acts 
as  follows,  to  wit: 

No.  112.  An  act  to  continue  in  force  an  act  for  the  benefit  of 
persons  who  are  likely  tosuiffer  by  the  destruction  of  the  records 
of  Spencer  county,  approved  December  27,  1833. 

No.  151.  An  act  supplemental  to  an  act  to  authorize  the  Han- 
cock circuit  court  to  hold  a  special  session,  approved  December 
20,1834; 
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And  find  the  same  truly  enrolled. 

Mr.  Morgan,  on  leave  granted,  introduced  a  bill  (No.  72)  to 
amend  the  act  entitled  "an  act  to  organize  and  regulate  the  mili- 
tia of  the  stale  of  Indiana,"  approved  February  10, 1831, 
Which  was  read,  and 
Ordered^  That  it  pass  to  a  s2Cond  reading. 
The  Senate  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  orders  of  the 
dayj  and  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  bill  (No.  4'2)  in  further- 
ance of  "an  act  to  provide  a  fund  to  encourage  common  schools," 
approved  February  2,  1832;  and  the  question  recurring  on  concur- 
ring in  the  lOlh  and  last  amendment  made  to  the  bill  in  commit- 
tee of  the  whole,  which  was  pending  when  the  Senate  adjourned 
yesterday,  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Dumont  moved  further  to  amend  the  bill  by  adding  the 
following  as  a  section: 

Sec.  —  "Each  school  district  that  is  or  may  be  destitute  of  a 
school  house,  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  and  use,  out  of  its  propor- 
tion of  the  fund  provided  for  by  this  act,  or  the  act  to  which  this 

is  in  furtherance,  any  sum  not  exceeding dollars  to  aid  them 

in  building  a  school  house,  but  no  such  district  shall  thereafter 
draw  any  money  in  any  year  that  they  do  not  maintain  a  school 
at  least  three  months." 

Mr.  Dumont  moved  to  fill  the  blank  in  the  amendment,  with 
the  word  'fifty.' 

Mr.  Mastin  named  *one  hundred' — 
Mr.  Embrce  named  'twenty  five.' 

The  question  was  taken  on  filling  the  blank  with  the  words 
*one  hundred,'  and  decided  in  the  negative;  and  the  blank  was 
filled  with  the  word  fifty ;  and  thus  amended  the  proposed  amend- 
ment was  adopted. 

Mr.  Boon  moved. to  amend  the  bill,  by  striking  out  the  10th 
and  11th  sections,  which  are  as  follows: 

"Sec.  10.  No  owner  .'hall  be  allowed  to  redeem,  without 
making  and  filing,  or  causing  to  be  made  and  filed,  an  affidavit 
with  the  school  commissioner,  that  he  or  she  was  the  bona  fide 
owner  of  the  tract  or  lot  described,  and  that  the  right  to  such 
land  was  not  purchased  since  the  return  to  the  commissioner,  with 
a  view  to  make  a  speculation  by  redeeming  the  same. 

Sec.  11.  Any  person  falsely  swearing  to  such  affidavit,  know- 
ing the  same  to  be  false,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  wilful  and  cor- 
rupt perjury." 

Previous  to  taking  the  question  on  striking  out, 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Dumont  the  lOth  section  was  amended  bj 
inserting  after  the  word  "affidavit"  these  words:  "that  the  affiant 
verily  believes  the  person  on  whose  behalf  the  land  or  lot  is 
(sought  to  be  redeemed,  h  the  bona  fide  owner  of  said  land  or 
lat— 
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And  the  question  recurring  on  striking  out  the  10th  anJ  lltli 
sections, 

On  this  question,

(or  if  there  be  no  commissioner,  the  board  doing  county  business) 
shall,  (on  the  request  of  any  three  persons  of  the  county,)  appoint 
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elected  anj.  Section  27,  provides  that  such  trustees  may  be  re- 
moved and  their  vacancies  tilled  at  pleasure,  bj  the  same  power. 
A  moderate  but  sufficient  compensation  for  their  services  is  pro- 
vided by  the  31th,  35lh,  36lh  and  37th  sections  of  the  act,  and  by 
the  38lh  section  an  allowance  is  made  them  tor  all  necessary  ex- 
penses  incurred.  The  118th  section  authorises  such  trustees  to 
lease  the  school  lands,  if  they  think  proper,  during  which  lease 
they  can  exercise  all  the  powders  of  a  landlord  in  enforcing  con- 
tracts, or  in  preventing  waste  or  damage.  The  126th  section 
gives  them  express  and  ample  power  to  institute  suits  ior  any  da- 
mage done  before  or  afier  their  official  existence,  to  school  lands, 
or  other  school  propeity,  and  the  next  section  provides,  that  no 
lapse  of  time  will  bar  such  action.  The  trustees,  by  the  128th 
section,  are  required  to  appoint  one  of  their  number,  as  tieasurer, 
who  shall  receive  all  rents,  profits,  damages  recovered  in  suits, &c. 
&c.  belonging  to  the  school  township.  The  131st  seciion  re- 
quires such  treasurer  to  give  bond  with  security  for  the  perform- 
ance of  his  duties.  The  above  cited  provisions  may  be  carried 
into  full  operation,  although  the  inhabitants  of  the  township  should 
not  have  entered  into  the  school  system. 

The  whole  ground  of  relief  sought  by  the  bill  under  considera- 
tion, being  so  amply  covered  by  the  provisions  of  the  above  cited 
act,  its  passage  would  not  only  be  supererogatory  but  would  im- 
plv  that  the  present  law  was  deficient  in  the  provisions  referred 
to,  and  consequently  would  encourage  numerous  applications  of  a 
similar  nature,  occasioning  a  system  of  local  and  sAm^/iVig*  legis- 
lation, which  would  render  that  obscure,  perplexed  and  uncer- 
tain, which  it  is  highly  important,  should  be  clear  and  precise. — 
Your  committee  therefore  have  amended  the  bill  under  consider- 
ation, by  striking  out  the  enacting  clause;  in  which  they  ask  the 
concurrence  of  the  Senate. 

And  on  the  question,  will  the  Senate  concur  in  the  amendment 
made  by  the  committee?

The  accounts  of  fhe  remaining  commissioners  of  ilie  canal

BY-LAWS,  iic, 

FOR  THE  GOVEHN.MENT  OF  THE  BRAxXCHES  OF 

OF  INDIANA. 

J.  Thirty  days  notice  shall  be  given  by  ti)e  Cashier  of  each 
Branch,  in  the  newspapers  pubhshed  in  the  town  where  a 
Branch  is  located  ;  or  if  there  be  no  paper  issued  there,  then 
in  the  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto  in  the  district, 
of  an  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Branch  for 
all  future  elections  of  directors  on  the  part  of  the  stockhold- 
ers; and  within  one  week  preceding  the  same,  the  Branch  di- 
rectors for  the  time  being,  shall  appoint  by  ballot,  three  stock- 
holders, not  being  directors,  to  be  the  judges  of  the  election 
who  shall  conduct  ajid  regulate  the  sanie;  and  which  gener- 
al meeting  and  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  ia 
November,  between  the  hours  of  ten  and  six  o'clock,  at 
such  place  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Branch  directors; 
of  which  election  a  certificate  shall  on  the  day  thereof,  be 
transmitted  l^y  the  judges  to  the  Cashier  of  the  State  Bank, 
and  tht;  Cashier  of  the  proper  Branch;  and  the  Branch  Cash- 
ier shall  forthwith  give  notice  to  all  of  said  directors  to  meet 
at  the  otHce  ©f  ilje  Bank  on  the  evening  of  the  next  day  at 
sixo'clockj  P.  M.  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  their  president, 
and  a  director  of  the  State  Bank.  And  after  such  organi- 
zation  of  the  new  board,  a  list  of  its  officers  shall  be  forth- 
with transmitted  to  the  Cashier  of  the  State  Bank. 

I|.  The  form  of  reports  and  rendering  Branch  accounts  to  the 
State  Bank, shall  be  prescribed  by  the  State  Bank;  and  each 
Branch  fhall,  once  in  every  week,  make  out  and  transmit  to 
the  directors  of  the  State  Bank,  a  distinct  abstract  of  the 
state  of  each  Branch;  showing  distinctly  the  debts  and  cred- 
its of  the  Branch, comprising  all  its  means,  and  liabilities, and 
specifying  of  the  cash  in  hand,  how  much  is  in  specie,  and 
how  much,  in  the  several  kinds  of  bask  notes  ;and  distinguish- 
ing the  notes  of  the  respective  Branches  of  the  State  Bank 
of  Indiana:  and  also  their  own  notes  in  circulation,  and  ex- 
hibiting the  result  of  its  business,  and  carefully  returning  a 
statement  of  all  notes  transmitted  to  any  branch,  and  ac- 
knowledging all  received,  and  also  all  such  other  matters 
as  are  required  by  law  to  be  repo-ted. 

III.  A  summary  pay  list  of  notes  and  bflls  discounted  and  receiv- 
able of  every  description,  at  each  Branch,  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  directors  ol  the  State  Bank,  every  three  months, 
commencing  with  the  first,  on  the  first  day  in  Febru- 
ary next,  which  shall  be  signedby  the  Cashier  of  such 
Branch.

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IV.  A  committee  on  the  state  of  the  Bank  shall  be  appointed  bj 
ballot  by  the  directors  of  each  Branch,  and  of  their  own 
body  every  three  months,  wiiose  duty  if  sliail  be  to  examine 
and  count  the  discounted  nolens  and  bills  of  exrlian^e,  and 
compare  the  amoutit  thereof  with  the  balaiu  es  of  those 
items  in  the  general  leger.  They  shall  also  couiit  the  ca^h 
and  the  bank  paper  in  the  possession  of  the  Cashier — ex;ini- 
ine  the  evidences  of  the  debts  and  property  of  the  Bank,  and 
make  an  inventory  thereof,  showing  the  present  value  only 
of  the  property ;  and  such  examination  shall  be  submitted  in 
a  detailed  report  to  the  board  of  directors  of  the  State  Bank, 
at  the  same  date  that  each  pay  list  is  transmitted,  and  bear- 
ing the  same  date ;  and  it  shall  be  signed  by  ?  uch  committee, 
and  countersigned  by  the  President  and  Cashier. 

V.  A  trial  balance  sheet  shall  be  struck  from  the  books  of  each 

branch  during  the  first  week  of  every  month,  which  shall 
exhibit  all  the  balances  in  the  legers  of  the  Branch  into  two 
amounts  of  Dr.  and  Cr.,  and  which  shall  be  laid  before  the 
board  of  Branch  directors  at  its  next  meeting ;  and  a  balance 
shall  be  struck,  of  the  account  of  each  individual  dealing  in 
a  Branch,  in  the  leger,  and  on  his  pass  book  every  three 
months,  and  the  checks  cancelled. 

VI.  The  books  and  accounts  of  each  Branch  shall  be  regularly 
balanced  on  the  first  day  of  May  and  first  day  of  November 
in  each  year;  at  which  time  each  Cashier  shall  specif} ,  oppo- 
site each  debt  set  forth  in  the  accompanying  pay  list,  how 
such  debt  stands  suspended,  if  it  has  overrun  its  time  without 
payment;  whether  on  protest  and  suit;  and  what  portion  of 
the  debts,  either  due  or  accruing,  may  be  deemed  lost,  and 
v/hat  portion  doubtful. 

VII.  All  notes,  when  issued  at  the  Branches,  shall  be  delivered 
to  their  respective  Cashier,  who  shall  give  duplicate  receipts 
for  the  same ;  one  of  whi(his  to  be  lodged  with  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Branch,  and  the  other  transmitted  to  the  office 
of  the  State  Bank. 

VIII.  All  notes  which  shall  become  unfit  for  circulation  shall  be 
withdrawn  from  use,  by  the  President  and  directors  of  the 
Branch  issuing  them,  and  at  a  convenient  time,  transmitted 
to  the  Cashier  of  the  Slate  Bank,  who  shall  cause  said 
Branch  to  be  credited  with  the  same. 

IX.  The  regulation  of  the  dividends  of  profits,  payment  thereof, 
and  the  creating  the  surplus  fund,  and  the  permanent  fund, 
and  statins:  the  same,  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  directors  of 
the  State  Bank;  except  so  far  as  may  fall  within  the  duties 
of  the  commissioners  of  the  sinkinji  fund. 

X.  If  any  bill  or  note  belonging  to  any  Branch,  shall  not  be  paid 

before  the  shutting  of  such  Branch,  on  the  last  day  of  grace 
each  such  bill  or  note  shall  be  forthwith  protested. 
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XI.  A  statement  of  the  funds  and  situation  of  each  Branch,  ex- 
hibiting fuliy  it%present  means  of  meeting,  all  possibly  pres- 
ent dem;^iiiis  shall  be  laid  before  the  board  of  such  Branch, 
every  discount  day  together  with  the  name  of  every  person 
who  shall  have  overdrawn  the  bank  since  the  last  discount 
day. 

XII.  Free,  and  immediate  access  shall  be  given  at  each  branch 
to  any  inspector  appointed  by  the  State  bank  to  examine  the 
condition  of  such  branch,  as  well  to  all  the  books,  papers, 
documents  and  minutes  of  such  branch,  as  to  the  cash  on 
hand,  of  every  description  and  every  information  required 
by  such  inspector,  appertaining  to  any  portion  whatever  of 
the  business  of  said  branch,  shall  be  promptly  furnished, 
either  verbally  or  in  writing,  as  he  may  require,  of  any  officer 
or  servant  of  sai  1  bank  who  may  be  called  upon. 

XIII.  When  any  branch  shall  desire  a  return  of  paper  to  be  made 
with  other  branches  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the  direct- 
ors of  the  State  bank  at  Indianapolis,  such  branch  shall,  in 
its  previous  monthly  report,  noiify  the  branches  with  which 
such  return  is  required,  and  each  such  branch  shall  furnish 
some  suitable  agent  to  attend  at  the  parent  board,  with  funds 
at  par  in  Cincinwati,  or  at  Louisville,  to  pay  any  balance 
that  may  exist  when  such  paper  is  exchanged,  which  balance 
shall  be  paid  accordiiigly .  Whenever,  on  the  tirst  Monday  of 
any  month,except  asabove  provided  for,any  branchshall  have 
on  hand  two  thousand  dollars,  (jr  upwards,  of  the  paper  ofan- 
otlier  branch,  and  shall  be  desirous  of  having  the  same  re- 
deemed, the  Cashier  shrdi  seal  it  up  in  an  envelope  marked 
with  amount,  date  of  enveloping,  and  the  name  of  the  branch 
from  wliich  issued.  And  on  the  day  of  putting  up  the  same, 
shall  by  letter  throug'i  the  mail,  advise  the  debtor  branch  of 
the  circu  nstance,  and  unless  payment  be  made  within  thirty 
days  at  the  counter  of  the  branch  claiming  such  payment  in 
the  funds  as  before  provided,  or  unless  an  equal  amount  of 
the  paper  of  such  branch  be  sealed  up  as  aforesaid,  within 
five  Hays  after  such  notice  is  received,  such  branchshall  pay 
Interest  on  the  balance  in  paper  existing  between  such 
branches  until  the  same  be  paid;  which,  unless  otherwise 
done,  shall  l»e  made  at  the  next  quarterly  meeting  as  before 
provided. 

XIV.  Settlements  shall  take  place  between  every  branch  as  often 
as  either  may  desire  it,  and  at  least  every  three  months;  but 
each  branch  may  draw  on  any  other  branch,  at  any  time  for 
an  evident  balance  in  its  favor.  To  keep  manifest  the  mutu- 
al accounts,  a  pass  book  shall  be  kept  between  every  two 
branches,  which  shall  from  time  to  time  be  written  up  from 
the  legcr  account,  by  whichever  branch  has  it,  and  forward- 
€d  to  the  other  branch  for  examination >and  cerrection  of  a^^ 
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counts.  And  whenever  by  such  mutual  comparison  of  books 
and  accounts,  a  difference  is  found  to  exist,  arising  fiom  any 
disputed  claim  or  demand  of  one  ofihe  braiiclies  against  the 
other,  such  claim  or  demand  shall  by  such  branclus  be  sub- 
mitted to,  and  decided  upon,  by  sucn  of  the  board  of  direct- 
or! of  the  State  Bai.k  as  are  not  interested  in  either  such 
branch,  who  shall  determine  thereupon,  or  shall  refer  such 
claim  or  demand  to  such  person  or  trilnmal  as  they  may  se- 
lect, and  the  decision  in  either  case  made,  shall  be  conclusive 
between  such  branches,  and  shall  be  carried  into  elFdct  by 
said  State  bank. 

XV.  Drafts  shall  be  unsde  by  the  president  of  the  State  bank,  at- 
tested by  the  Cashier,  on  the  branches  for  their  respective 
portions  of  the  salaries  ol  rffieers  of  iheState  bark,  uid  all 
other  general  expense*  allowed  by  its  board,  aiid  which 
shall  usually  be  made  through  the  branch  baik  at  Indianap* 
olis:aiid  it  shall  be  tbedut}  of  the  Cashier  of  the  State  bank, 
at  the  close  of  every  session  of  the  board  of  directors,  to  ap- 
portion,according  to  the  amount  «fst0(  k  in  each,  among  the 
several  branches,  the  allowances  made  at  said  session  against 
the  branches,  entering  the  same  and  such  apportionu;etit  in 
the  expense  book^  And  for  salaries  of  cfficj  rs  of  the  State 
bank  at  any  time  falling  due  m  vacation,  and  for  contingent 
expenses  in  vacation,  not  exceeding  in  amount  in  atiy  vaca- 
tion ^300 — a  similar  apportoinment  shall  in  va(tion  be  made 
thereof  among  the  branches,  and  a  diaft  or  dralts  tl.ereupon 
may  be  made  by  the  President,  and  attested  by  the  Cashier 
of  the  State  bank  therefor,  through  the  Indianapolis  branch, 
or  otherwise;  all  of  which  drafts  so  made  and  attested,  shall 
be  duly  honored  by  slich  branches,  respectively,  and  a  re- 
cord of  them  shall  be  kept  at  the  State  bank. 

XVI.  Semi-annual  dividends  shall  be  declared  l)y  the  President 
and  directors  of  the  State  bank,  of  the  pKtits  in  each 
branch,  up  to  the  tirst  days  in  May  and  November,  reserving 
the  surplus  and  permanent  fund. 

XVII.  Transfers  of  stock  shall  not  be  suspended  preparatory  to 
dividends — but  the  dividends  shall  be  payable  to  the  holders 
of  the  stock  on  the  the  Monday,  me  month  previous  to  the 
day  on  which  th»  dividends  shall  be  declared  ;  an  assignment 
of  the  stock  after  the  said  Monday  shall  not  carry  the  divi- 
dend (hence  next  so  declared,  utdess  so  expressed  in  such  as-* 
signment;  and  there  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  office  of  the 
State  bank  on  the  first  Monday  of  April  /md  October,  a  list 
of  all  transfers  made  in  the  branches  o|  stork  during  the  last 
six  months. 

XVIII.  If  any  certificate  of  stock  shall  be  lost,  the  stotkholdcr 
to  whom  the  certificate  was  granted,  may,  on  application  to 
the  directors  of  the  proper  branch,  and  on  compliance  with 


such  terms  as  Ihcy  may  require,  receive  another  certificate* 

XIX.  The  President  ?h;ill  either  in  person,  or  shall  appoint  one 
or  more  of  the  dircrlnrs  semia.iiHi.iliy.  to  visit  ami  inspi-ct 
the  condition  and  afFdrsoC  each  lirandi,  as  provided  for  in 
the  act  estHhlisliing  a  State  baik;  and  sa(  h  cxanniiation 
may  also  l)e  made  at  an)  ollierlime,  hy  or  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  President,  or  bt  t!ie  directors  ot  the  Statf  hank  in 
session;  nnd  sucli  examiner  shall  enquire  of  the  Casliier  and 
other  ofliters  of  the  l)ranch  under  oalh^  into  the  solvency 
and  suffi(  ienry  of  each  ot  the  drawers  and  endorsers  of  all 
notes  and  hills  dircounttd  In  such  hrajich;  the  result  of  which 
ex  imination.  and  such  other  matters  as  shrdl  be  importairit  to 
the  mterestsi  of  the  State  and  the.  State  bank  shall  be  report- 
ed by  such  examiner  to  the  Stale  bank  without  delay.

An  act  [No.  183]  to  incorporate  the  Salem  and  Ohio  turnpike 
company;  and 

An  act  [No.  189]  to  incorporate  the  Greencastle  steam  mill 
and  manutacturing  company; 

In  which  the  concurrenc  of  the  Senate  is  requested.

(ion  of  Joshun  Lucas  and  others,  citizens  of  Putnam  county,  pray- 
ing adcnniiion  of  the  school  laws,  whether  persons  over  the  age 
of  lwen(y-one  year?,  wiio  attend  a  district  scliool,  can  participate 
in  the  fund,  and  secondly  praying  that  the  cony  ressional  school 
law  he  s^>  amended  "as  to  allow  each  school  district  to  draw  its 
proportion  of  funds  according  to  the  number  of  pupils  found  on  the 
annual  enunieralion,  to  be  discretionary  with  each  district;  whe- 
ther, when,  or  now  long  they  may  employ  a  teacher,  have  instruct- 
ed me  to  report,  that  to  the  iirst  prayer  or  inquiry  of  the  petition- 
ers, they  have  instructed  tiieir  chairman  to  embody  in  a  bill  now 
before  the  committee,  to  be  hereafter  reported,  a  provision,  that 
persons  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  whoactually  goto  a  dis- 
trict school,  may  l)e  taken  into  the  enumeration,  and  draw  a  due 
proportion  of  the  funds.  As  the  number  of  such  persons  must  be 
very  small,  no  perceptible  inconvenience  or  injury  would  be  felt 
by  the  adoption  of  such  a  risle. 

As  to  the  second  prayer,  your  committee  cannot,say  that  they 
deem  it  reasonable. 

By  the  thst  proposition  of  the  sixth  section  of  an  act  of  Con- 
gress, approved  April  19,  1816,  '"To  enable  the  people  of 
Indian;i  Territory  to  fortn  a  constitution  and  state  government, 
&c.,  it  is  provided  that  the  sixteenth  section  in  each  township 
shall  I)e  granted  to  tiie  inhabitants  of  such  townrhip  for  the  use  of 
schools."  The  spirit  of  this  grant  must  be  that  it  is  to  aid  the 
people  to  instruct  their  children,  and  if  so,  it  cannot  be  for  those 
who  will  neither  instruct  nor  strive  to  instruct  their  children.  If 
one  half  of  atownship  (each  their  children  six  months  in  the  year 
and  the  other  half  will  not  leach  their  children  at  all,  and  the  mo- 
ney be  equally  divided,  it  must  be  obvious  that  the  money  paid  to 
the  latter  half  is  not '-for  the  use  of  schools." 

If  one  district  of  forty  children  would  support  a  school  three 
months,  and  another  district  of  forty  children  would  support  a 
school  nine  months,  to  give  each  of  these  districts  an  equal  amount 
of  money,  would  be  suhverting  the  meaning  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress, which  must  be  that  none  should  participate  in  the  bounty 
but  the  children  thaf  gi*  to  school.  And  if  the  child  that  goes  to 
school  three  months  can  draw  as  much  money  as  the  child  tbpt 
goes  to  school  nine  manths,  two  thirds  of  the  money  drawn  by  the 
former  child  is  not  for  his  schooling  but  for  his  laboring  in  the 
field  or  idling  his  time  in  play.  And  if  three  months  schooling 
should  entitle  the  child  to  as  m.uch  of  the  bounty  of  Congress,  as 
nine  months  scliooli ng,  then  op.o  day's  schooling  would  confer  the 
same  claim,  atul  such  a  construction  would  totally  subvert  the  in- 
tention of  Congress  in  giving  or  rather  selling  these  sixteenth 
sections  "for  the  use  of  schools." 

The  avails  of  this  contract  or  bounty,  was  not  intended  to  be 
applied  for  the  benetit  of  parents,  any  further  than  they  would 
blend  their  intereet*  with  the  intcllijrence  of  their  children.     It 
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was  for  those  who  cannot  advocate  their  own  rights,  that  these  re* 
servations  were  made.  It  was  for  the  helpless  and  the  feeble  that 
the  Congress  of  the  United  Slates  and  the  State  of  Indiana  made 
this  compact;  for  the  children  and  not  the  parents. 

If  the  children  of  one  part  of  a  township  should  participate  in 
this  bounty,  it  is  not  right  that  the  childien  ofanotiier  part  of  the 
township  should  be  deprived  of  their  proportion,  by  hoarding  it 
up  for  after  years. 

All  the  legislature  can  do  in  aid  of  children  whose  parents  are 
tardy  in  making  provision  for  them  is,  to  provide  a  law  that  will 
operate  upon  the  pride  and  the  avarice  of  their  parents:  and  thus 
draw  them  by  the  blended  cords  of  rivalry,  of  love,  and  of  avar- 
ice. 

Every  cJiild  in  the  state  should  to  a  certain  extent  be  consider- 
ed public  property,  the  child  of  the  stale,  and  public  provision 
should  be  made  as  far  as  possible,  to  render  eVery  child  within 
its  borders  useful  and  happy.  This  only  can  be  done  by  unfold- 
ing their  latent  intellectual  powers.  And  until  the  state  shall  be 
able,  at  her  own  charge,  to  provide  education  for  afl^  it  would 
be  folly  to  lend  countenance  or  aid  to  those  parents  who  have  the 
power,  and  lack  tha  will  to  instruct  their  fchildren. 

Your  committee  will  state,  for  public  information,  that  a  bill  is 
in  progress  which  makes  provision,  that  any  school  district  that  is 
destitute  of  a  school  house,  may  draw,  outof  its  proportion  of  the 
"fund  to  encourage  common  schools,"  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars,  to  aid  such  district  in  building  a  school  house;  your  com- 
mittee, there-rfbre  are  of  opinion,  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate 
on  the  second  prayer  of  the  petition,  and  ask  to  be  discharged.

The  President  laid  before  the  Senate  the  first  annual  report  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  Teachers'  Seminary,  which  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate, 

and  House  of  Representatives 

in  General  Assembly  met: 
In  accordance  wilh  the  injunction  of  your  honorable  body,  the 
Trustees  of  the  Indiana  Teachers'  Seminary  submit  the  following 
statements,  as  their 

FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT, 

The  first  regular  session  of  the  Institution  commenced  on  the 
first  Wednesday  of  March.  It  opened  with  five  students,  ai.d  in- 
creased during  the  season  to.thirty-six.  Of  this  number,  one  was 
from  Johnson  county,  two  from  Ripley  co.,  two  from  Marion  co. 
three  from  Jennings  co.,  twelve  from  Jcflferbon  co.,  one  from  Swit- 
zerland CO.,  four  from  Jackson  co  ,  one  from  Shelby  co.,  one  from 
Lawrence  co.,  and  nine  from  the  state  of  Kentucky. 

STCniES   PURSUED. 

All  the  students  have  been  instructed  in  the  elements  of  read- 
ing, writing,  orthography,  punctuation,  and  intonation;  in  arith- 
metic and  the  rudiments  of  natural  science;  nineteen  in  grammar 
and  geography — five  in  mechanics — one  in  algebra,  and  one  in 
intellectual  philosophy. 

STATE    or   THE    FUNDS. 

The  property  vested  in  the  Institution,  consists  of  a  farm  of  one 
himdred  and  seventy-five  acres,  of  which  sixty  are  under  culti- 
vation—two dwoMing-ho'iscs,  alFording  accommodation  for  the 
boarding  establishment,  and  rooms  for  about  thirty  students — out 
buildings — a  shop,  and  a  small  room  occupied  as  a  recitation  room 
— a  select  library  of  about  {^\c  hundred  volumes,  and  apparatus 
for  illustrating  diflfercnt  branches  of  science. 

No  permanent  fund  exists  for  the  support  of  Professors.  The 
Principal  has  tin's  year  been  sustained  by  the  avails  of  tuition. 
All  the  operations  of  tiie  Seminary  are  materially  trammelled  by 
want  of  additional  funds.  One  hundred  and  fifty  young  men 
might  earn  their  board  without  difficulty,  if  rooms  could  be  pre- 
pared for  their  accommodation,  and  shop?  and  tools  be  furnished 
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for  their  work.  A  thousand  dollars  is  greatly  needed  to  procure 
choice  seeds  for  cuitiva'ion,  improved  breeds  of  stock,  and  addi- 
tional philosophical  apparatus.  iJut  all  these  advaijlages  are  lost 
for  want  of  means  to  enlarge  our  operations. 

RESULTS    OF    MANUAL    LABOR. 

The  experiment  of  manual  lahor,  has  been  tried  at  an  unfavor- 
able time;  hut  the  results  are  such  as  to  furnish  most  cheering 
hope  of  complete  suciess  with  a  somewhat  amended  Sjstem,  in 
more  f;ivoral)le  seasons.  Every  student  over  fifteen  years  of  age, 
lias  received  his  board  for  labor,  and  four  have  cancelled  their 
tuition  also. 

The  table  expenses  for  food  and  cooking,,  have  amounted  to 
about  six  hundred  dollars. 

The  avails  of  labor  may  be  estimated  as  follows:

Leaving  a  balance  of  one  hundred  dollars  in  favor  of  labor. 
This  balance  would  not,  however,  .meet  the  wear  and  tear  of  tools, 
stock,  &.C.,  so  as  to  free  the  Institution  from  expense,  in  iustaining 
permanently  the  system. 

DESIGN    OF   THE    INSTITUTION. 

The  principal  ch;iracteristic  of  the  Seminary,  is  its  direct  aim 
at  a  popular  education,  adapted  toqnrilify  every  farmer,  mechan- 
ic, and  tradesman's  son  for  practical  life.  It  embraces  first,  a  dis- 
tinct provision  for  the  qualification  of  school  teachers;  not  only 
aflfbrding  instruction  upon  those  branches  of  education  necessary 
to  be  taught,  but  the  most  effectual  mode  of  teaching. 

Beyond  this,  it  is  designed  to  furnish  opportunity  for  the  lover 
of  science  to  pursue  his  pliilosophical  inquiries  to  an  unlimited 
extent,  without  molesting  him  with  the  thought  that  he  miist 
spend  ?/S(7r5  in  learning  the  unintelligible  j^i'gnn  of  antiquated 
foreign  names  for  natural  objects  and  scientific  piinciples,  before 
he  can  be  a  scientific  man  or  a  thorough  scholar  of  ralure  and 
art. 

In  laboring  to  accomplish  this  two-fold  object,  the  Board  flatter 
themselves  that  their  motives  are  sufficiently  manifest.  As  far  as 
it  regards  the  qualification  of  teachers,  the  heart  of  every  philan- 
thropist and  patriot  will  rejoice  that  facilities  for  this  purpose  are 
provided.  The  instruction  of  our  primary  schools  is  a  regular 
profession;  and  one  second  to  none  in  the  organization  of  civil  so. 
ciety.  There  is  moulded  the  aggregate  mine  of  the  nation —  pub- 
lic sentiment — national  character — manners  and  morals,  long  be- 
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fore  the  statesman  or  divine  has  any  means  of  influence.  It  is  the 
teachers  business,  not  merely  to  instruct  in  those  elementary 
branches  designed  to  enable  children  to  acquire  practical  know- 
ledge, but  to  communicate  principles,  important,  political,  social, 
and  moral  priiici[)les. 

Men  to  whom  such  interests  are  commitled,  must  be  either 
great  public  blessings  or  a  blighting  curse.  To  qualify  them  to 
render  that  service  to  the  community  of  \vhich  they  are  capable, 
they  must  be, 

1.  J\^en  of  Intelligence, — Not  merely  acquainted  with  tlie  ele- 
ments they  are  called  to  teach  from  books,  but  with  mind  and 
men;  with  general  science;  with  sound  and  correct  principles; 
with  those  thousand  nameless  objects,  an  explanation  of  which  is 
essential  to  render  the  reading  of  their  pupils  pleasant  and  really 
instructive. 

2.  Men  of  irrrproachable  morals.  And  not  only  so  themselvc?, 
but  able  to  defend  and  enforce  sound  principles  in  such  a  Way  as 
to  commend  them  to  the  hearts  and  consciences  of  their  pupils. 

3.  Men  filed  to  communicate  instniction.  There  is  an  art  in 
teaching  as  well  as  Tf>e  performance  of  any  thing  else.  To  be 
valuable  in  the  business,  a  man  must  be  acquainted  with  that  art; 
and  it  is  only  to  be  learned  by  direct  instruction.  Men  who  pur- 
sue an  extensive  and  general  course  of  study  find  more  elevated 
stations,  and  will  not  teach.  Those  who  pursue  a  lifnilcd  course 
in  conjunction  with  others,  are  looked  down  upon,  as  aiming  at  a 
low  mark,  and  as  of  inferior  character.  Hence,  even  the  older 
parts  of  our  country,in  vt'hich  colleges  and  academics  have  abound- 
ed for  hundreds  of  years,  have  groaned  all  the  while  under  the 
want  of  suita.ble  teachers  for  primaiy  schools.  The  cause  is  plain. 
Their  children  were  committed  to  the  candidate,  for  college  as  a 
teacher  who  plied  his  vocation  merely  as  a  step-stone  to  replenish 
his  exhausted  coffers,  and  by  the  time  he  knew  enough  himself  to 
teach  intelligently,  he  was  done  with  the  business;  and  all  the 
while  he  cared  as  little  for  his  business  as  he  did  for  cobling,  and 
was  always  heartily  glad  when  his  three  months  were  out. 

And  it  was  not  till  recently  th.it  this  bitter  evil  was  removed, 
by  the  establishment  of  Seminaries  similar  to  this,  on  purpose  to 
educate  teachers;  and  these  Seminaries  are  working  wonders  in 
regenerating  the  profession  of  teaching. 

It  need  not  be  argued  to  your  honorable  body,  that  there  is  a 
painful  deficiency  of  teachers,  such  as  have  been  described  among 
us.  Nothing  different  could  be  expected  in  a  Slate  so  new,  among 
trees  so  tall  and  thick.  You  have  felt,  in  your  respective  neigh- 
borhoods, the  want  of  such.  The  investigations  of  the  associa- 
tion formed  for  the  advancement  of  common  education,  have 
thrown  additional  light  upon  the  subject.  From  their  inquiries, 
it  appears  ihatonly  about  one  quarter  of  the  children  of  suitable 
age  attended  school  at  all  in  1833-4.     That  only  one  in  six  can 
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read;  one  in  nine  write;  one  in  one  hundred  study  geography, 
and  one  in  one  hundred  and  forty-five  study  gramnnar. 

The  universal  complaint  was,  "we  can't  get  suitable  teachers." 
Some  are  intemperate — some  profane — some  notoriously  debauch- 
ed. And  yet  the  trustees  say,  "We  dare  not  dismiss  them,  for 
there  are  no  others  to  be  had." 

To  remedy  this  evil,  we  prayed  for  a  corporate  existence.  We 
have  endeavored  to  survey  the  whole  field  and  adapt  our  plans  to 
the  wants  of  the  whole  State.  There  are  more  than  two  thou- 
sand school  districts  in  the  State,  requiring,  of  course,  as  many 
teachers.  One  institution  could  not  be  expected,  in  a  short  time, 
to  supply  (hat  number.  But  if  two  or  three  individuals  from  a 
county,  young  men  of  genius  and  enterprise  can  be  procured,  who 
will  become  thoroughly  qualified  for  the  business,  and  return  to 
their  respective  counties;  they  could  soon  collect  a  young  man 
from  each  district  in  a  temporary  manual  labor  school,  and  qualify 
them  for  teaching  primary  schools.  Such  is  the  plan  of  effort 
which  the  Board  propose  to  pursue;  and  such  the  considerations 
"i»fhich  influence  them.  And  as  they  act  independent  of  every 
party  motive — either  political  or  religious,  and  seek  only  the  pro- 
motion of  the  people's  good  by  sending  the  blessings  of  intelligence 
to  every  poor  man's  door — they  hope  for  the  continued  approba- 
tion and  favorable  regard  of  your  honorable  body. 

In  appending  to  the  Teacher's  Seminary  an  unlimited  course 
of  scientific  study  without  the  languages,  the  Board  areinfluenc- 
■  Jed  by  the  belief,  which  is  rapidly  gaining  ground  throughout  the 
"community,  that  such  is  the  most  valuable  liberal  education  for 
our  busy  population.  Gentlemen  of  leisure  may  have  years  to 
apply  to  the  toilsome  acquisition  of  foreign  tongues;  but  men  of 
business  have  no  time  to  spend  in  studying  them,  and  no  use  for 
them  when  learned.  And  as  no  institution  has  been  established 
in  the  States  for  those  v/ho  desire  to  pursue  such  a  course  of  stu- 
dy, the  Board  have  deemed  it  important  to  furnish  such  accom- 
modalions.  It  is  their  design  to  apply  the  time  usually  consum- 
ed in  Greek  and  Latin,  to  the  further  prosecution  of  scientific 
study. 

The  next  session  will  commence  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
March,  and  continue,  with  a  few  days  recess,  till  the  last  of  No- 
vember. 

The  following  is  the  code  of  laws  adopted,  for  the  internal  re- 
gulation of  the  Institution : — 

LAWS  OF  INDIANA  TEACHERS'  SEMINARY. 

I.  GOVERNBIENT. 

The  government  shall  be  vested  in  the  Faculty. 

II.  Membership. 

Any  young  man  who  shall  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  good 
moral  character,  and  good  intellectual  powers,  shall  be  entitled 
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to  the  privileges  of  the  institution;  provided  that  none  shall  be  re- 
ceived for  a  less  term  than  one  session. 

III.  Faculty  and  their  Duties. 

1.  The  Faculty  shall  consist  of  a  President  and  four  Profes- 
sors. 

(1.;  The  President  shall  be  ex  officio,  Professor  of  Natural  Sci- 
ence. 

(2.)  A  professerof  Mathennatics. 

(3.)  A  professor  of  the  English  Language  and  Literature. 

(4.)  A  professor  of  Theoretical  and  Practical  Agriculture, 
Horticulture,  &c. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Faculty,  kindly  but  faithfully  to 
administer  the  lav\rs  adopted  by  the  Trustees;  to  watch  over  the 
interests  of  the  Institution  and  deportment  of  the  Students;  to  at- 
tend diligently  to  all  the  duties  assigned  them  by  the  board,  and 
carefully  preserve  the  property  belonging  to  the  Institution. 

IV.  Course  or  Study. 

1.  There  shall  be  two  sessions  in  each  year  of  twenty  weeks. 
The  first  commencing  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  March,  and  the 
second  on  the  3d  Wednesday  of  July  and  ending  the  first  in  De- 
cember. 

2.  The  primary  object  of  this  Institution  shall  be  to  qualify 
teachers  for  common  schools.  For  this  purpose  the  following  two 
year's  course  shall  be  adopted. 

First  Session. — Reading,  Pronunciation,  Accent,  Emphasis, 
Tones  of  Voice,  Distinct  Articulation,  Orthography,  and  Arith- 
metic. 

Second  Session. — The  same,  with  Writing  and  Geography. 

Third  session. — The  same  continued  with  Etymology  and  Syn- 
tax, 

Fourth  session. — The  same,  with  special  attention  to  the  arl.of 
^teaching,  use  of  apparatus,  ^c. 

^,  The  whole  course  attended  with  weekly  declamations  and 
.composition  and  public  lectures  on  the  mode  of  acquiring  and 
communicating  a  knowledge  of  the  various  branches  of  study. 

Beyond  this,  opportunit)"  shall  be  furnished  for  obtaining  a  lib- 
eral scientific  education;  embracing  Algebra,  Geometry,  Trigo- 
nometry, Topography,  and  the  whole  system  of  Cambridge  Math- 
ematics, Natural  Science  in  all  its  branches ;  the  material  Universe, 
its  laws  and  organization;  the  phenomena  of  animal,  vegetable 
and  mineral  formations; /Ae  science  of  mind;  mora]  philosophy; 
natural  and  revealed  religion,  (Paley  and  Butler;)  Governments; 
The  Federal  Constitution,  History,  Belles-letters;  mevtal  disci- 
.  pline. 

V.  RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

The  Faculty  shall  sustain  religious  worship,  every  morning  and 
evening  with  the  students,  and  provide  a  sermon  every  Sabbath 
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bjsome  evangelical  minister  of  the  Gospel, and  attend  a  biblical 

exercise  every  Sabbath  evening.  ^ 

VI.  DEPORTMENT  OF  STUDENTS. 

1.  No  student  shall  be  allowed  in  any  immorality  of  conduct 
or  conversation. 

2.  No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  longer  than  one 
month  at  the  seminary,  without  subscribing  by  himself  or  guardi- 
an, a  hearty  acquiescence  in  the  laws  of  the  institution. 

3.  No  student  shall  absent  himself  from  the  seminary,  without 
leave  of  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  of  some  other  member 
of  the  Faculty. 

4.  No  student  sliall  absent  himself  from  any  literary  or  religious 
exercise  appointed  by  the  Faculty,  without  leave.  And  to  as- 
certain all  such  absences  a  monitor  shall  be  appointed,  who  shall 
faithfully  report  all  such  cases  tothe  President. 

5.  No  student  shall  be  allowed  in  any  improper  conversation, 
or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  dining  hall. 

6.  No  student  shall  be  permitted  to  make  disturbance  in  his 
room  or  be  absent  from  it  in  study  hours,or  at  unseasonablehours 
of  night. 

7.  No  student  shall  be  allowed  in  open  violation  of  the  Sab- 
bath day. 

Vir.  TERMS.  "^ 

Each  student  shall  pay  to  the  college  treasurer,  the  sum  of  ten 
dollars  at  the  commencement  of  the  session;  for  which  he  shall 
receive  his  tuition,  room  rent,  wood  for  fuel,  and  the  use  of  the 
library  and  reading  room. 

V'lII.  PENALTIES. 
For  every  violation   of  either  of  these  regulations,  each  stu- 
dent shall  be  liable  to  private  or  public   admonition — if  not  re- 
formed,  he  shall   be   liable  to  suspension  or  expulsion  from  the 
school. 

IX.  MANUAL  LABOR. 

1.  Every  student  shall  be  required  to  labor,  and  shall  receive  a 
iust  reward  for  his  services  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  his  board. 
If  labour  is  performed  by  the  hour,  every  student  between  four- 
teen and  sixteen  years  of  age,  shall  receive  three  cents  per  hour;^ 
from  .sixteen  to  eighteen,  four  cents;  and  above  eighteen,  five 
cents;  and  those  who  labor  in  shops  shall  be  allowed  three  cents 
per  hour  the  first  session,  four  the  second,  Hve  the  third,  six  the 
fourth,  and  seven  the  fifth,  and  afterwards;  Provided,  That  the 
Faculty  stiall  be  authorized  to  reward  remarkable  diKgenee,care- 
fulness  or  skill,  with  higher  wages. 

2.  Every  student  shall  perform  the  labor  assigned  him  by  the 
Steward;  and  no  allowance  shall  be  made  for  labor  done  con- 
trary to  his  diiections  or  without  them. 

3.  The  Steward  shall  assign  labor  to  the  students  according  ta 
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his  judgment,  of  their  abiUty  to  perform  it;  and  as  far  as  practica- 
ble, he  shall  let  it  out  in  jobs  at  a  fair  price. 
X.  DAMAGES. 

Every  student  shall  be  responsible  for  damages  done  to  his 
room,  or  furniture;  books  or  apparatus  in  his  possession.  And  all 
damages  accruing  to  the  property  of  the  institution,  the  authors 
of  which  are  unkown,  shall  be  assessed  equally  upon  all  the  stu- 
dents. 

XI.  VACATION. 

There  shall  be  one  vacation  of  twelve  weeks,  commencing  the 
first  Wednesday  of  December,  and  such  other  recesses,  as  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Faculty,  the  health  and  proficiency  of  the  students 
may  require. 

XII.  ALTERATIONS. 

Any  of  these  laws  may  be  altered  at  any  stated  meeting  of 
the  board.

The  Senate  assembled. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Diimont,  the  Senate  resumed  in  committee 
of  the  whole,  the  further  consideration  of  the  bill  of  the  Senate 
No.42,  in  furtherance  of  an  act  to  provide  a  fund  to  encourage 
common  schools,  approved  February  2d, 183:2,  Mr.  Griffith  in  the 
chair,  and  after  some  lime  occupied  in  the  consideration  thereof, 
the  committee  rose,  and  the  chairman  reported  the  bill  to  the 
Senate  with  sundry  amendments, 

In  which  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  is  requested. 

The  amendments  were  considered  and  the  1st,  2d,  3d, 4th,  5th,

township  trustees  in  the  same  manner  as  interest  on  the  township 
moneys  is  now  disbursed,  according  to  the  provisions  of  an  act 
incorporating  congressional  townships,  and  providing  for  public 
schools  therein,  approved  February  2,  1833.  Provided  howev- 
er that  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  equal  and  just  distribution  of 
the  fund  contemplated  by  this  act  the  township  treasurer  shall 
make  the  return  to  the  commissioner,  of  the  several  lists  returned 
to  them  by  the  teachers,  within  ten  days  after  receiving  the  same, 
contemplated  by  the  174th  and  175th  sections  of  an  act  incorpo- 
rating congressional  townships,  and  providing  for  public  schools 
therein,  approved  February  2,  1833,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  dis- 
tribute the  money  to  the  several  district  treasurers  in  the  same 
manner  and  in  the  proportion  that  each  teacher's  list  bears  to  all 
the  lists  in  the  whole  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by 
the  175th  and  176th  sections  of  the  last  named  act,  for  the  town- 
ship treasurers  to  pay  over  to  the  district  treasurers;  and  to  in- 
sert the  following  sections,  instead  thereof. 

Sec.  14.  Any  monies  arising  under  the  operation  of  this  act 
and  the  act  of  which  it  is  in  furtherance,  shall  be  received  and 
loaned  out  by  the  school  commissioner  in  the  same  manner  as 
otherschool  funds  are  directed  to  be  loaned  out  by  such  commis- 
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sioner  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  incorporating  congressional 
townships  and  providing  for  public  schools  therein,  approved 
Februarys,  1833,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable  but  no  vote 
shall  be  required  to  authorise  such  loan. 

Sec.  15.  Such  loans  shall  be  secured  by  mortgage  as  provided 
in  the  last  cited  act;  provided  that  such  mortgage  shall  be  made 
the  to  commissioner  for  the  use  of  common  schools  of  the  proper 
county  and  any  action  for  the  recovery  of  such  loan  or  any  part 
thereof,  shall  be  bi  ought  in  the  name  of  the  commissioner,  for  the 
use  of  common  schools  of  his  county. 

Sec.  16.  The  interest  accruing  on  such  loans,  and  on  the  un- 
paid purchase  money  together  with  the  monies  for  redeeming 
lands  and  penalties  in  this  act  mentioned,  shall  be  divid- 
ed among  the  trustees  of  the  several  congressional  town- 
ships, and  fractional  townships,  (if  any)  of  the  county,  in 
proportion  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  tuition  in  them 
severally  and  collectively  as  the  teachers  list  returned  to  the  sev- 
eral township  treasurers  shall  exhibit;  and  to  enable  the  commis- 
sioners to  make  such  estimates,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  theseveral 
treasurers  of  the  school  townships  within  five  days  after  the  teach- 
ers lists  are  returned  to  them  as  aforesaid  to  make  out  a  true  copy 
of  such  lists  and  deliver  the  same  to  such  commissioner;  provid- 
ed however,  that  the  inhabitants  of  any  school  district  that  may 
be  destitute  of  a  comfortable  school  house,  shall  be  entitled  to 
draw  and  use  out  of  their  proportion  of  such  fund,  any  sum  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars  to  aid  them  in  building  or  repairing  a 
school  house,  which  sum  shall  be  by  the  commissioner,  entered  to 
the  debit  of  such  inhabitants,  and  shall  be  deducted  from  their 
subsequent  dividends  arising  from  the  interest  on  such  loans,  until 
such  interest  shall  equal  the  sum  so  drawn  to  build  such  school 
house. 

And  on  this  question. 

Those  xoho  voted  in  the  affirmative^  are

So  the  amendment  was  not  adopted . 

Mr.  Payne  moved  to  amend  the  bill  in  the  1st  line  of  the  1st 
section,  by  striking  out  the  word  "three"'  before  the  word  'years' 
aed  to  insert  instead  thereof,  the  word  "five," 

Which  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Clark,  the  bill  was  amended  by  adding  the 
following  as  a  section : 
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Sec.  27.  Such  necessary  expenses  and  services  as  may  be  in- 
curred, to  carry  into  effect,  the  provisions  of  this  act,  by  school 
commissioners,  and  other  officers  acting  as  such,  shall  be  certifi- 
ed by  the  board  doing  county  business  of  the  proper  county,  and 
upon  their  approval  and  order,  the  amount  shall  be  retained  out 
of  the  monies  raised  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Mr.  Thompson  moved  further  to  amend  the  bill  in  the  4th 
section,  by  adding  thereto  the  following: — "provided  the  owner 
of  such  land  or  lot,  shall  have  the  right  of  redeeming  the  forfeit- 
ed premises,  at  any  time  within  two  years  after  the  forfeiture,  by 
paying  ihe  taxes  due,  and  one  hundred  per  cent,  thereon," 

Which  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Thompson  moved  further  to  amend  the  bill  in  the  1st  sec- 
tion by  striking  out  in  the  1st  line  the  word  "three"  before  years 
and  to  insert  instead  thereof  the  word  "four," 

Which  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Whitcomb  moved  that  the  bill  lie  on  the  table, 

Which  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

Ordered^  That  it  be  engrossed  for  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Caldwell  from  a  select  committee,  on  leave  granted,  made 
the  following  report: 

Ma.  President — 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  engrossed 
bill  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  No.  198,  to  change  the 
time  of  holding  circuit  courts  in  the  several  counties  in  the  sixth 
judicial  circuit,  have  according  to  order  had  the  same  under  con- 
sideration, and  have  amended  it  by  adding  a  proviso  to  the  end  of 
the  first  section.

Mr.  Fowler  from  a  select  committee,  on  leave  granted,  made 
the  following  report : 

Mr.  President — 

The  select  committee  to  which  was  referred  a  bill  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  No.  148,  to  locate  a  state  road  from  Conners- 
ville  to  St.  Omer  and  Columbus,  have  according  to  order  had  the 
same  under  consideration,  have  made  three  amendments  thereto, 
and  have  directed  me  to  report  the  same  to  the  Senate  and  ask 
their  concurrence.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Morgan,  and  by  consent,  the  engrossed  bill 
from  the  House  of  Representatives,  No.  22,  for  the  formation  of

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hanna, 

Oz-cferecT,  That  the  further  consideration  thereof  be  postponed 
until  the  first  Monday  of  December  next. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hanna ,  and  by  consent,  the  committee  of  the 
whole  were  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  en-

Wallace,  senator  from  the  counties  of  Knox,  Daviess  and  Martin, 
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which  occurred  yesterdaj  evening,  at  liis  lodgings  at  Brown's 
mansion  house:  and 

On  motion  of  the  same  gentleman  the  rules  of  the  Senate 
were  suspended,  and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  funeral  of  the  Honorable  William  Wallace,  late  a 
member  of  this  body,  and  paying  appropriate  honors  to  the  mem- 
ory of  the  deceased,  and  report  the  arrangements  so  made  to  the 
Senate. 

Ordered,  That  Messrs.  Boon,  Battell,  Whitcomb  and  Feeny  be 
the  committee. 

A  phort  recess  having  been  allowed,  to  afford  the  committee 
time  to  report, 

Mr.  Battell,  from  the  committee  on  that  subject  submitted  the 
following  report: 

Mr.  President — 

The  committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  mode 
in  which  the  Senate  should  express  their  respect  to  the  memory 
of  the  late  William  Wallace  deceased,  senator  from  the  counties 
of  Knox,  Daviess  and  Martin,  have  the  honor  to  report: 

That  they  cannot  let  this  solemn  occasion  pass  without  paying 
a  passing  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  deceased.  They  believe 
they  express  the  sentiment  of  each  member,  with  whom,  in  legis- 
lation, the  deceased  was  so  lately  associated,  when  they  say  his 
loss  will  be  deeply  deplored,  and  his  memory  cherished  with 
strong  and  lasting  affection.  The  conduct  which  always  dis- 
tinguished the  individual,  whose  loss  we  are  now  called  on  to 
mourn;  his  modesty,  his  integrity,  his  fidelity  to  his  constituents, 
have  been  such,  that  while  no  one  could  feel  indifferent  to  him,  it 
made  each  of  us  his  friend.  The  trust  confided  to  him  by  his 
fellow  citizens,  as  a  representative  here,  or  in  the  other  house, 
for  the  last  ten  years,  shows  in  what  favor  he  was  held  by  them. 

During  more  than  twenty  years,  the  deceased  had  resided  in 
Indiana,  and  in  whatever  situation  he  was  placed,  inflexible  m- 
tesjrity  and  fidelity  have  been  universally  conceded,  as  justly  due 
to  his  character. 

The  committee  conclude  by  submitting  for  adoption,  the  follow, 
ing  resolutions,  viz:

No.  286,  supplementary  to  an  act  entitled  an  act  to 
amend  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  relocate  a  part  of  the  state  road 
from  Levenworth  to  Paoli,  approved  February  1, 1834;  and  like, 
wise  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "an  act  to  establish  a  state  road  from 
Rome  in  Perry  county  to  Paoli  in  Orange  county,"  approved 
February  1,  1834;

FRIDAY  MORNING,  February  6, 1835. 

The  Senate  assembled. 

And  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  engrossed  bill  from  the 
House  of  Representatives,  No.  149,  authorizing  a  loan  for  (he 
improvement  of  roads,  and  pledging  the  three  per  cent,  fund  for 
the  p;»yment  thereof,  which  was  under  consideration  when  the 
Senate  adjourned  yesterday,  and 

On  motion  of  Mr,  Long,  the  hill  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Long,  from  the  committee  on  roads,  on   leave  granted,, 
made  the  following  report: 

Mr.  President — 

The  Committee  on  roads,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  his 
excellency's  message  as  relates  to  the  Michigan  road,  also  a  reso- 
lution, directing  them  to  enquire  into  the  expedier.cy  of  making 
an  appropriation  for  the  further  improvement  of  the  said  road 
equal  to  the  full  amount  of  the  funds  belonging  to  the  said  road, 
and  of  dispensing  with  the  commissioner,  after  the  ensuing  year; 
also  two  several  reports  of  the  commissioner  of  said  road  dated 
10th  December,  1834, and  5th  January,  1835,  beg  leave  tore* 
port — 

That  in  considering  the  resolution  directing  them  to  enquire 
into  the  expediency  of  m.aking  a  further  appropriation  for  the 
improvement  of  the  road,  they  have  deemed  it  neces^aiy  to  en- 
quire into  the  situation  of  the  funds  heretofore  appropriated  for 
that  purpose,  and  aftpr  making  such  examination,  )  cur  committee 
find  that  there  is  in  circulation  with  outstanding  debts, scrip,  to  the 
amount  of  §16,863  51,  which  is  due  for  work  done,  and  other  ex- 
penses incurred  on  the  road.  For  the  redemption  of  lliis  debt, 
and  for  the  further  improvement  of  the  road,  there  appears  to  be 
unsold  30,933  25-100 acres  of  land,  which  if  sold  at  one  dollar 
and  twenty  five  cents  per  acre,  would  leave  for  the  further  im- 
provement of  the  road,  after  payment  of  outstanding  debts  ^'21,- 
803  054  cts.  Of  the|  land  unsold  five  sections  (which  have  not 
yet  been  oflfered  for  sale)  are  of  an  excellent  quality;  and  will 
probably  sell  for   an  increased  price,  sufficient   to  increase  the 
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amount  to  be  applied  to  the  improvement  of  the  road,  to  the  sum 
of  $-26,000  after  the  sale  of  all  the  lands. 

Your  committee  after  mature  deliberation,  in  view  of  all  the 
circumstances,  are  fully  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  a  waste 
of  the  fund  and  wholly  impolitic,  to  make  any  further  appropria- 
tion for  the  improvement  of  the  road,  at  this  time.  Another  cir- 
cumstance which  induces  this  opinion  on  the  part  of  your  com- 
mittee, is  the  fact,  that  the  scrip  now  in  circulation,  is  about  forty 
per  cent,  under  par,in  consequence  of  which,  a  price,  nearly  or 
quite  double  the  cash  price  would  have  to  be  paid  for  labor. 

From  an  examination  of  the  reports  of  the  commissioner,  it  ap- 
pears that  the  whole  expenses  incurred  by  him  during  the  last 
year,  including  his  salary,  is  ^'2,307  87  and  exchisive  of  his  sala- 
ry, ^1,507  87."  Of  this  amount,  the  sum  of  $954  was  paid  for  the 
aid  of  assistant  superintendents,  which  when  added  to  the 
amount  expended  tor  contingencies,  makes  an  expenditure  of 
^757  87  more  than  the  said  commissioner  is  by  law  authorised  to 
make,  as  will  be  seen  by  a  reference  to  the  18th  section  of  an 
act  entitled  'an  act  to  provide  for  selling  the  Michigan  road  lands, 
to  open  that  part  of  the  Michigan  road  between  Logansport  and 
Lake  Michigan,  and  for  other. purposes,'  approved  2d  January, 
1832.  Your  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  expense  incur- 
red in  the  employment  of  assistant  superintendents  was  not  au- 
thorised by  law. 

You  I  committee  have  also  examined  the  papers  which  were  re- 
ferred to  them  by  a  resolution  on  the  2d  inst.  which  they  find  to  be 
private  letters,  soliciting  the  appointment  of  certain  individuals  as 
assistant  superintendents,  in  the  event  that  he  should  be  disposed 
to  appoint  any  suchassii^tants.  In  the  absence  of  any  law  author- 
izing the  appointmentof  such  assistants,  the  appointment  was  im- 
proper, and  cannot,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  be  justifi- 
ed by  ths  letter?  above  referred  to. 

The  committee  have  therefore  directed  me  to  report  a  bill  to 
curtail  the  expenses  on  the  Michigan  road. 

The  bill,  i\o.  156,  was  read  twice  by  consent,  and 

Mr.  Hanna  moved  to  amend  the  bill  by  adding  to  it  12  sec- 
lions,  designated  as  the  2d,  3d,  4th,  5th,  6th, 7th,  8th,  9th,  10th, 
11th,  12th  and  13th  sections. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Morgan,  the  proposed  amendment  was 
amended  by  striking  out  of  the  13th  section,  the  words 'or  for  any 
other  purposes ;'  and 

The  amendment,thus  amended,  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Hillis  moved  further  to  amend  the  bill  by  adding  to  the 
1st  section  these  words:  Provided  however,  that  the  amount  of  ex- 
penses incurred  by  said  commissioner  in  the  employment  of 
Messrs.  Bassett  and  Kelso,  assistants  for  the  year  1834,  is  hereby 
allowed.

Mr.  Whitcomb,  from  the  judiqiary  committee,  made  the  follow- 
ing report: 

Mr.  President — 

The  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  a 
joint  resolution  on  the  subject  of  the  boundary  line  between  Indi- 
ana and  Michigan,  No.  113,  which  originated  in  the  House,  hare 
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;  according  to  order  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  have 

5  directed  me  to  report: 

That  by  the  ordinance  of  congress,  approved  July  13, 1787, 

i;  proposing  to  Virginia  a  change  in  the  terms  of  the  cession  of  the 
North  western  territory;  the  act  of  Virginia,  passed  December 
30,  1788:  and  more  paiticularly  by  the  act  of  congress  of  1816,  to 

'  enable  the  Indiana  terntory  to  form  a  constitution  and  stale  gov- 
ernment, and  prescribing  the  existing  boundaries  of  the  state,  on 
condition  that  the  convention  forming  such  constitution  should  rat- 
ify such  boundaries,  taken  in  connection  with  the  ordinance  pass- 
ed by  said  convention,  June  29th,  1816,  expressly  ratifying,  con- 
firming and  establishing  the  same,  it  does  seem  to  your  commit- 
lee  that  the  question  which  has  been  agitated  by  the  territory  of 
Michigan,  cannot  be  considered  as  debaleable. 

The  only  pretext  for  the  claim  set  up  by  Michigan,  it  would 
seem  consists  in  an  ambiguity  of  that  part  of  the  fifth  article  of 
the  ordinance  of  1787,  proposing  to  Virginia  a  change  in  the 
terms  of  cession  (afterwards  assented  to  by  Virginia)  which  pro- 
vides that  "if  congress  should  thereafter  find  it  expedient,  they 
should  have  authority  to  form  one  or  two  states  in  that  part  of 
said  territory  which  lies  north  of  an  east  and  west  line  drawn 
through  the  southerly  bend  or  extreme  of  lake  Michigan."  That 
uncertainty  or  ambiguity  was  afterwards  removed  on  the  admis- 
sion of  Indiana  into  the  union;  the  northern  boundary  being  es- 
tablished "on  an  east  and  west  line  drawn  through  the  southerly 
bend"  ten  miles  north  of  the  southerly  extreme  of  the  lake. 

But  admitting  the  construction  contended  for  by  Michigan  to 
be  correct;  that  is  to  say,  that  the  words  "southern  bend"  are  tan- 
tamount to  the  words  "southern  extreme"  in  the  aet  of  cession, 
does  it  thence  follow  that  Michigan  is  the  proper  party  to  com- 
plain? By  the  terms  of  the  cession  it  was  discretionary  with 
congress  to  include  the  whole  of  the  present  territory  of  Michigan 
within  the  limits  of  Indiana.  How  can  the  inhabitants  of  that 
territory  rightfully  complain  of  a  loss  of  a  part  only,  when  they 
have  no  absolute  or  unqualified  right  to  the  whole?  By  the  act  of 
cession,  congress  might  form  one  or  two  states  in  the  territory  north 
ofthcline,  if  they  should  thereafter  find  it  expedient.  Michigan 
would  have  no  right  to  complain  if  congress  were  to  organize  her 
into  a  state  and  fix  the  southern  boundary  thereof  much  further 
north  than  is  now  contended  for:  because  under  the  discrctionery 
power  conferred  on  that  body  by  the  act  of  cession,  it  might  at  any 
indefinite  period  hereafter,be  deemed  'expedient'  to  form  thesouth- 
ern  part  of  that  territory  into  another  state.  But  if  congress  should 
think  proper  to  form  even  two  states  in  that  territory,  it  does  not 
follow,  that  the  whole  of  that  terriitory  should  be  included  within 
their  limits.  And  yet  Michigan  contends  as  a  matter  of  strict 
right,  first,  that  she  is  entitled  to  be  organized  into  a  slate ;  second* 
ly  that  there  shall  be  but  one  state  formed  within  that  territory; 
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wnd  thirdly  that  the  state  so  organized  shall  cover  the  whole  ofv>' 
tfhat  territory ;  whereas  the  granting  of  either  of  those  propositions 
by  congress,  is  merely  discretionary  with  that  body,  even  with  the 
construction  contended  for  by  Michigan  as  to  the  boundary  line 
in  question.     Virginia,  it  will  be  seen,  did  not  by  her  act  of  ces- 
sion require  or  prohibit  congress  to  form  Michigan  territory  into 
one  state  or  two  states.     Then  if  Indiana  has  no  right  to  the  ter- 
ritory in  dispute,  does  it  therefore  follow  that  Michigan  has  that 
right?     Surely  not.     To  such  a  claim  Congress  could  rightfully- 
interpose  the  objection  that  it  will  be  "expedient"  hereafter  to  - 
form  the  disputed  territory  itself  into  a  separate  state  under  the 
power  which  that  body  has  to  form  two  states  north  of  Indiana,. 
That  the  territory  is  too  small  for  a  state,  is  only  an  objection  to 
the  "expediency"  of  the  measure,  and  this  is  a  discussion  of  a 
question  of  right.     And  the  area  of  a  state  formed  only  of  the 
territory  in  question  would  be  greater  than  that  of  the  state  of 
Rhode  Island. 

All   the  unorganized   territory  is  the  property  of  the  United 
States;  and  as  such^  is  subject  to  be  disposed  of  by  Congress.  In- 
depedent  of  reasoning  on  general  principles,  which  would  lead  ta 
this  result,  this  power  would  seem  to  be  vested  in  Congress,  by 
the  second  clause  of  the  third  section  of  the  fourth  arfticle  of  the 
constitution.     But  the  converse   cannot  be  true.     The  United 
States,  considered  in  a  territorial  point  of  view,  consists  of,  tirst,, 
the  different  States  possessing  equaLpolitical  rights  in  the  con- 
fed  recy;  and  secondly,  of  unorganized  territory  belonging  to  the 
States  collectively.     From  these  premisis,  it  is  easy  to  conceive 
that  Congress  has  the  power  to  enlarge  the  limits  of  a  State,  by  a 
grant  of  contiguous  territory  the  comn".on  property  of  all  the  states. 
If  this  power  should    be  doubted,  the  doubts  will  probably  be 
found  to  arise  from  the  consideration,  that  Congress  has- not  hith- 
to  found  it  expedient  to  exert  it.     The»  supposing  that  the  north- 
ern  boundary    was  intended  to  pass  through  the  southern  "ex- 
treme" of  the  lake,  may  not  the  territory  in  controversy  be  con- 
sidered as  a  grant  by  Congress  of  what  they  were  not  bound  t& 
form  into  a  separate  state  and  which  consequently,  (Key  were  able 
to  dispose  of  to  Indiana?    But  if  Congress  did  not  possess  that 
power,  whose  province  was  it  to  complain?     Not  that  of  Michi- 
gan, which  has  no  existence   as  a  state  and    the   boundaries  of- 
which  when  organized,  may  be  more  or  less  eircuiTiscribed  at  the 
discretion  of  Congress. 

But  waiving  this  point  for  the  present,  your  committee  would' 
ask  whence  would  Congress  derive  the  right  of  wresting  from  at 
State  any  portion  of  her  territory,  without  her  free  consent  there- 
to first  obtained  ?  The  act  of  cession  not  having  fixed  or  establish- 
ed the  line,  but  having  left  the  adjustment  of  it,  to  the  direction  of 
Congress  to  be  subsequently  exercised  under  certain  limitetionSy 
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and  Congress  having  exhausted  that  discretion  in  fixing  Ihe^ 
boundaries  of  this  State  on  her  admission  into  the  Union,  hy  the 
ordinance  passed  for  that  purpose,  and  the  same  having  bfi^en  ac- 
ceded to  and  solemnly  ratified  by  this  State,  the  adjustment  be» 
came  and  was  a  compact  of  the  highest  description,  made  by  the 
United  States  of  the  one  part,  and  the  people  of  this  State,  through 
the  convention  which'  formed  their  constitutton,  of  the  other  part. 
This  compact  cannot  be  violated  by  Congress,  by  changing  our 
boundaries,  so  as  to  diminish  our  territory  without  our  consent. 
If  the  boundary  of  a  State,  solemnly  established  by  the  highest  le- 
gal and  political  sanctions,  could  be  altered  by  Congress  at  plea- 
sure, the  most  dangerous  consequences  would  result.  Such  a 
doctrine  would  involve,  not  merely  the  hazard  of  State  rights,  but 
it  would  jeopardize  the  integrity — the  very  existence  of  the 
States.  It  requires  no  very  great  degree  of  foresight,  to  perceive 
that  such  a  power  would  tend  to  swallow  up,  successively,  the 
smaller  States,  by  the  territorial  aggrandizement  of  a  {ew  large 
States,  or  would  most  probably  result  in  the  virtual  establishment 
of  a  consolidated  government.  It  was  doubtless  a  view  of  these 
or  similar  evils  that  led  to  the  adoption  of  the  first  clause  of  the 
above  cited  section  of  the  constitution. 

But  while  your  committee  believe  that  the  northern  boundary 
of  the  State  is  too  firmly  settled  to  fear  any  thing  from  legislative 
action  or  judicial  decision,  they  think  it  advisable  for  the  preven- 
tion of  future  controversy  or  litigation,  and  the  promotion  of  har- 
mony, that  Congress  should,  in  ease  of  the  admission  of  Michigan 
into  the  Union  on  a  footing  with  the  other  States,  to  circumscribe 
and  establish  her  limits  or  boundaries,  so  as  to  preclude  all  dis- 
pute. And  this,  your  committee,  recommend  as  a  measure,, 
not  of  necessity,  but  of  expediency,  merely.  It  is  evident  that 
Michigan  could  institute  no  suit  against  Indiana  in  relation  to  this 
question,  until  she  becomes  a  State.  And  it  would  be  better  for 
the  repose  of  the  question,  that  before  that  event  tales  place,  every 
pretext  should  be  removed  for  the  continuance  of  the  controver- 
Your committee,  therefore,  have  directed  me  to  report  the 
joint  resolution  to  the  Senate,  with  the  two  following  additional 
resolutions,  as  amendments  in  which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of 
the  Senate. 

AMENDMENTS   OP   THE    JOINT    RESOLUTIONS. 

Add  as  an  additional  Resolutian  as  follows : 

Resolved  further,  As  the  sense  of  this  General  Assembly,  that 
having  the  fullest  confidence  in  the  wisdom  and  integrity  of  Con- 
gress, this  General  Assembly  cannot  believe  that  any  measure  will 
be  adopted  by  that  body,  which,  by  seeking  to  deprive  this  State 
of  any  portion  of  her  territory  as  secured  to  her  by  the  aforesaid

act, a  provision  restricting  the  territory  of  such  State  from  ex- 
tending south  beyond ''an  east  and  west  line  drawn  through  a 
point  ten  miles  south  of  the  southern  extreme  of  Lake  Michi- 
gan."
